INCORPORATION. 

1 Skction I. The iiihaliitants of the city of Newton 

2 .shall continue to he a iiuinicipal corporation, under the 

3 natne of the City of Newton, and as such shall be subject 

4 to all general laws relating to such corporations not incon- 

5 sistent with the provisions of this act. 

1 SECTION 2. The territory of said city shall be divided 

2 into seven wards, as at ])re.scnt con.stituted, until the wards 

3 are changed under the provisions of law. 

1 SiccTio.N 3. The financial year of said city shall begin 

2 with the first day of January, and the municijial year, and 

3 the term of all officers elected at the annual city election, 

4 shall begin with the second Monday of January following 

5 the election. 

ANNUAL ELECTION AND OFFICERS. 

1 .Section 4. The annual city election shall be held on 

2 the second Tuesday of December, at which there shall be 
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3 elected by ballot, a mayor, alderman at large and aldermen 

4 by wards, and members of the school committee. The 

5 mayor, aldermen and school committee shall rc.spectivcly 

6 be elected and hold office as follows : — The mayor for the 

7 term of one year and until his successor is elected and qual- 

8 itied ; the aldermen at large for the term of two years, 
y e.xcept for the firsjt term herein provided, and the aldermen 

10 by wards for the term of one year; the school committee 

1 1 for the term of three years, e.xcept as herein otherwise pro- 

12 vided. The board of aldermen shall consist of twenty one 

13 members, until otherwise provided. At the next annual 

14 city election there shall be elected by and from the voters 

1 5 of the city the following officers : — A mayor, one aUlerman 
if) from each ward to serve for the term of one year, and one 

17 alderman from each ward to serve for the term of two 

18 years, and such members of the school committee as shall 
uj be neces.sary to fill vacancies, as jirovided in section nine- 

20 teen of this act, and there .shall be elected by and from the 

21 voters of each ward one alderman to serve for the term of 

22 one year. At each annual city election thereafter there 

23 shall be elected officers to fill zacancics and to succeed 

24 those whose terms expire upon the second Monday of Jan- 

25 nary following.

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REVISED CHARTER. 
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BOARD OF AEDERMEN. 

1 Section 8. The board of aldennen shall be the judge 

2 of the election and qualifications of its members, and shall 

3 from time to time make rules for its proceedings. A 

4 majority of all the members of the board shall constitute a 

5 quorum for the transaction of business, but a less number 

6 may meet and adjourn from time to time. 

1 Sectio.n o. After the mayor elect and a majority of 

2 the aldermen elect have been sworn the board of aldermen 

3 shall be called together by the mayor, who shall preside 

4 until a president shall be elected ; the president shall therc- 

5 after preside, and a vice president shall then be elected. No 

6 other business shall be transacted by the aldermen until 

7 the officers aforesaid have been elected. The city clerk 

8 shall be clerk of the board of aldermen. 

1 Section 10. The hoard of aldermen as soon as may be 

2 after the election of the officers aforesaid shall elect by 

3 ballot a city clerk, a city treasurer, a city collector, and a 

4 city auditor. The term of saitl officers shall begin upon the 

5 second Monday in February following and continue until 

6 their respective successors are elected and qualified, unless 

7 they are removed by vote of a majority of all the members 

8 of the board, taken by ballot. The city treasurer may, if so 

9 provided by oidinaiice, also be city collector. The city 

10 collector shall have and exercise all the powers of collec- 

1 1 tors of taxes, and such other powers as the board of 

12 aldermen shall by ordinance determine.

An Act reeative to the terms of office of citv clerks. 

1 Section i. In the year nineteen hundred and one and every third 
j year thereafter tlicre shall be elected by the voters in every city 

3 ret|uired to elect a city clerk in December, a city clerk, to hold his 

4 office for three years from the beginning of the next municipal year. 

1 Section 2. In the year nineteen hundrcti and two and every third 

2 year thereafter, in every city not rcriuircd to elect or appoint 

3 a city clerk in December, there shall l)e elected or apiKiinted as re- 

4 quired by the charters of their respective cities, a city clerk, to hold 

5 his office for three years from the day of his election or appointment. 
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1 Section 3. Every such clerk shall hold his office until the election 

2 or appointment and qualification of his successor, unless sooner 

3 removed by due process of law, 

1 Section 4. When a vacancy shall occur in the office of city clerk 

2 the person elected or appointed to fill the vacancy shall hold the 

3 office until the end of the unexpired term of the person last holding 

4 the office. 

1 Section 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 

2 hereby repealed. 

1 Section 6. This act shall be submitted to the voters of every city 

2 at the next annual municipal election, and upon its acceptance by a 

3 majority of the voters voting thereon in any city shall take effect in

1 Section i. .After the passage of this act, and upon the expiration 

2 of the term for which any city auditor shall have been elected or 

3 appointed, and in every third year thereafter, there shall he elected 
4 ' or appointed in the manner rcquireil by the charters of their respcc- 

5 five cities, an atiditor of accounts to hold office for three years from 

6 the date of his election or appointment. 

1 Section 2. Every such auditor of accounts shall hold his office 

2 until the election or app<iintment and qualification of his successor, 

3 unless sooner removed in accordance with the existing provision for 

4 removal in the city charter under which such auditor has been clect- 

5 ed or appointcil, or in accordance with any general law. 

1 Section 3. When a vacancy occurs in the office of auditor of 

2 accounts in any city, the per.son elected or appointed to fill such 

3 vacancy shall hold the office until the end of the unexpired term of 

4 the person last holding such office.

2 at the next municipal election, and upon its acceptance by a majority 

3 of the voters voting thereon in any city it shall take effect in that 

4 city.

1 Section 14. The board of aldermen shall, e.xccpt as

3 I. The powers of towns, the powers of boards of aldcr- 

4 men, and of the mayor and aldermen and city councils of 

5 cities under general laws. 

6 II. The powers now held by the city of Newton, or by

20 without any appeal therefrom; and whenever in the opin- 

21 ion of the board the public necessity and convenience 

22 require that a town way or street shall be laid out, or an 

23 existing town way, street or highway shall be located 

24 anew, altered, widened or discontinued, or that si>ecific 

25 repairs or a change of grade shall be made thereon, said

26 board shall appoint a time for a public bearing, and shall 

27 cause a notice thereof and of its intention in the matter to 

28 be given as now required by general law relating to town 

29 ways. Said hearing may be adjourned from time to time 

30 if the board deem it necessary, and after said hearing said 

31 board shall determine what action the public necessity 

32 and convenience require, and the way shall be laid 

33 out, located anew, altered, widened or discontinued, or

40 V. The power to make ordinances and affix penalties 

41 for the violation thereof, not exceeding twenty dollars for 

42 each offence, to be imposed by criminal complaint, 'for all 

43 ])urposes for which towns and cities may make by laws 

44 and ordinances under general laws ; also the power to 

45 create additional executive or municipal departments, to 

46 consolidate boards, offices and departments, to separate and 

47 divide the powers and duties of such as have already been 

48 established, and to fix, increase or diminish the number of 

49 persons constituting either of the boards herein provided 

50 for or to be provided for. But no ordinance consolidating 

51 the street department, the water department or the public 

52 buildings department herein provided for, or either of 

53 them with either of the others, shall take effect unless rati- 

54 fied by the voters of said city at the city election next fol- 

55 ing the passage of such ordinance. All such ordinances 

56 shall take effect without other sanction or approval than

Acts of 1900 Cuaiter 135. 

An Act rel-ative to the APi-otNTMENT of certain officers of the city 

OF NEWTON. 

1 Section i. The ni.-iyor ami aldermen of the city of Mewton .shall 

2 appoint constables and all other boards and officers required by the 

3 laws of the commonwealth or by the ordinances of the city, whose 

4 selection is not otherwise provided for in the charier of said city or 
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5 in special laws relating thereto, to hold office until they resign or 
C arc removed by the mayor with the consent of the aldermen. But 
7 this act shall not apply to the appointment or term of office of elec- 
K tion officers. 

I Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
March 8, 1900.] 

mayor. 

1 Section 15. The executive powers of the city shall be 

2 vested solely in the mayor, and may be exercised by him 

3 either personally or through the several officers or boards 

4 of the city in their departments, under his general super- 

5 vision and control. He shall appoint the e.xecutive officers, 

6 including the assistant assessors, subject, within fourteen 

7 days from the date of appointment, to confirmation by the 

8 Ixiard of aldermen. Unless it shall be otherwise provided 

9 by ordinance the terms of office of such officers shall be as 
10 follows: — Assessors first appointed hereunder, one, two 

I I and three years respectively, and thereafter three years ; 

12 assistant assessors and overseers of the poor, one year; 

13 other officers until they resign or are removed. The mayor 

14 shall cause the laws, ordinances and orders for the govern- 

15 ment of the city to be enforced, and shall cause a record of 

16 all of his official acts to be kept, and for that purpose and 

17 to aid him in his official fluties he may appoint one or more 

18 assistants and define their duties; he shall fix their salaries, 

19 subject to the approval of the board of aldermen. The sal- 

20 ary of the mayor shall not be changed during his term of 

21 office.

1 Section 16. The mayor may, in writing, suspend any 

2 executive officer or any work, and he shall at once report 

3 his action and his reasons therefor to the board of alder- 

4 men. The suspension of any such officer shall, in fifteen 

5 days after said report is made, be a removal, unless within 
C> that time he asks for a hearing before the board, which 

7 shall forthwith he granted, and upon the conclusion of 

8 such hearing the hoard vote that the mayor’s suspension be 

9 not sustained, in which case the officer shall be at once 

10 reinstated. Work su.spendcd by the mayor may he carried 

11 on at his discretion until action is taken by the board. If 
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12 the l)oard shall within fifteen days after receiving the 

13 report vote tliat the mayor’s action suspending the w'ork be 

14 not sustained tlie work shall be prosecuted forthwith. 

1 Section' 17. The mayor shall communicate to the 

2 board of aldermen such information and shall recommend 

3 such mca,sures as in his judgment the interests of the city 

4 require. He may at any time call a special meeting of the 

5 board of aldermen by causing a notice of such meeting, 

6 specifying the subjects which he desires to have consid- 

7 ered, to lie left at the usual place of residence of each 

15 alderman, or given to him in hand at least twenty four 
9 hours before the time appointed for such meeting; or in 

10 case of emergency, of wliich he shall be the judge, within 

1 1 such time as he may deem sufficient. 

1 Section 18. Whenever there is a vacancy in the office 

2 of m.ayor, or whenever, by reason of sickness, absence 

3 from the city or other cause, the mayor shall be unable to 

4 attend to the duties of his office, the president of the board 

5 of aldermen, or in the event of his disability through sick- 
fi ness or absence, then the vice president of the Ixuird of 

7 aldermen shall, as acting mayor, exercise all the rights 

8 and powers of tlie mayor during such vacancy, distihility 

9 or absence, but shall not make any permanent appointment 

10 unless authorized by vote of the hoard of aldermen.

ANI> CHIEF OF I-OUCE OF THE CITY OF NEWTON. 

1 Section i. Witnesses may be summoned to attemi and testify 

2 and tj> produce books and papers before the mayor or ebief of 
,t |>olice of tbe city of Xewton at any invest iR.atioii or hearing before 

4 tbem or either of them as to matters relating to tbe iliscipline. elTi- 

3 ciency, apiwiintmeiit or removal of police officers. Such witnesses 

6 shall be summoned in the s,amc manner and paid the same fees as if 

7 they were witnesses before i>olice courts. Sai<l mayor or chief of 

5 police may administer oaths to witnesses appeariiiK before them or 
9 either of them, and may admit voluntary testimony at any such 

10 investiRation or bearing. 

1 Section 2. .Any justice of the supreme judicial court or of the 

2 superior court upon the application of said mayor or chief of police 
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3 may in his discretion compel the Riving of testimony by such witness 

4 or witnesses before said mayor or chief of (Ktlice in the same inan- 

5 ncr and to the same extent as before said courts.

SCHOOE CO.MMITTEE. 

1 Section 19. The management and control of the 

2 public schools shall be vested in the school committee, 

3 which shall exercise the powers and discharge the duties 

4 imposed by law upon school committees. The committee 

5 shall consist of the president of the hoanl of ahlerinen, c.r 
C) officio, and two members from each ward. The present 

7 members shall continue to hold their respective offices ac- 

8 cording to the tenure thereof, and at the annual city clec- 

9 tions the lx>ard of aldermen shall provide for the election of 

10 members to fill vacancies occurring at the end of the muni- 

1 1 cipal year, so that the term of office of not more than five 

12 members, nor the term of office of the two members from 

13 any ward, shall expire in the same year. Other vacancies 

14 shall be filled as provided by general law. 

1 Section 20. The school committee shall meet on the 

2 second Monday in January in each year and organize by 

3 the election by ballot of one of its members as chairman, 

4 and by the election of a secretary, wdio shall not be one of 

5 its members. 

1 Section 21. The school committee shall be the judge 

2 of the election and qualifications of its members, and shall 

3 from time to time make rules for its proceedings. A 

4 majority of all the members of the committee shall consti- 

5 tute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a less 

6 number may meet and adjourn from time to time. 

1 Section 22. The school committee, so far as appro- 

2 propriations are made therefor by the board of aldermen, 

3 shall have full jiower and authority to furnish all school 

4 buildings with proper fixtures, furnishings and equip- 

5 ments. It shall annually aiipoint a superintendent, who 

6 shall not be one of its members, and may also appoint jani- 

7 tors and all officers and employees connected with the 
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8 schools, fix their compensation, make rules concerning 
y their tenure of office, and discharge them at its pleasure. 

10 It shall have the exclusive custoily of the school buildings 

1 1 and the power to designate for what purposes the build- 

12 ings, or any part thereof, shall be used. 

1 Section 23. The public buildings commissioner shall, 

2 on or before the first day of January and the first day of 

3 September of each year, submit in writing to the school 

4 committee a report of the sanitary condition of all the 

5 schooiliouses, and shall certify as to their safety for occu- 

6 pancy for school purposes. Whenever in the opinion of 

7 the school committee a new schoolhouse is required or 

8 material alterations arc needed, it shall send a written 

9 communication to the board of aldermen stating the local- 

10 ity and the nature of the further provisions for schools 

1 1 which are needed ; and no schoolhouse shall be located, 

12 built or materially altered until the school committee shall 

13 have been consulted as to the projioscd location and plans 

14 and had full oiqiortunity to set forth its requirements.

OFFICERS AND BOARDS.

ASSESSING DEPARTMENT.

1 Sect. 29. The Ixiard of assessors shall render to the city 

2 auditor, at the time when they deliver any tax list to the 

3 city collector, a statement of the amount of such tax list so 

4 far as the amounts thereof have not been included in any 

5 statement previously made to him. Such statement shall 

6 also include the amount of taxes which have been abated 

7 during each month, giving the year in which the taxes 

8 abated were laid. 

1 Sect. 30. The board of assessors shall forthwith for- 

2 ward to the city collector all certificates of abatements 

3 allowed by them. 
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1 Sect. 31. Whenever betterments are to be assessetl in 

2 the laying out, altering or widening of streets, or for any 

3 other purpose except for sewers, the board of assessors 

4 shall e.xaniine the premises and advise the committee of the 

5 board of aldermen having the matter in charge as to the 

6 estates specially benefitted by said improvements and the 

7 amount in their opinion of the benefit thereto.

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1 Sect. 33. The auditor is hereby authorized to draw 

2 orders on the treasurer for the payment of all such 

3 accounts, claims, bills and other matters approved by the 

4 mayor and ordered by him to be paid and no other, desig- 

5 nating in said orders the funds or appropriations from 

6 which such orders are to be paid. He shall keep his 

7 accounts in such form and in such detail as may be neces- 

8 sary to show clearly all expenditures and receipts. He 

9 shall credit each city account with its appropriations for 

10 the financial year, and charge against the same the expen- 

1 1 ditures as they shall from time to time be allowed. The 

12 auditor shall, once in each month, prepare a .statement, 

13 and furnish the mayor, each member of the board of alder- 

14 men, and each board and officer having charge of the 

15 expenditure of any appropriation, with a printed copy 

16 thereof, showing the condition of every city account, giving 

17 the aniount of the appropriation, expenditures and unex- 

18 pended balance under the same. 

1 Sect. 34. The auditor shall keep an account with the 

2 treasurer in such manner and in such detail that the finan- 

3 cial condition of the city may be shown at any time by his 

4 books. He shall kceji a record of all funded and temporary 

5 loans, the rate of interest thereon, and the time when the 

6 principal and interest are payable. He shall, at the close 

7 of each financial year, report to the mayor the expendi- 
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8 lures and receipts during said year, giving in detail the 

9 amount of the appropriations and expenditures, and the 
to receipts from each source of income ; and the whole shall 

1 1 be arranged, as far as practicable, so as to conform to the 

12 accounts of the treasurer, and so as to show, as nearly as 

13 practicable, the expenses of maintaining each department. 

14 He shall include in said report a statement of the funded 

15 and temporary loans, with the rate of interest thereon and 

16 when payable, a balance sheet of the current assets and 

17 liabilities, and an exhibit of all the liabilities and assets as 

18 shown on the books in his office at the close of the financial 

19 year. 

1 Sect. 35. The mayor shall carefully examine the 

2 accounts, claims and bills approved by the auditor, and if 

3 there appears to be no sufficient or legal objection to their 

4 payment, he shall sign the warrant for payment of the 

5 same ; provided that he may except from said warrant any 

6 account or claim. He may, by warrant prepared by the 

7 auditor, order any money due on the principal or interest 

8 of any Ixind, note or other security of the city, or any sums 

9 payable to the commissioners of the sinking funds, or any 
to sum payable under the laws regulating military and .state 

1 1 aid, soldier’s relief, burial of indigent soldiers, or any claim 

12 which the Ixjard of aldermen has ordered to be paid, or any 

13 sums due as wages to such of the employees of the city as 

14 are entitled by law to be paid weekly, or any salary fixed by 

15 the board of aldermen to be paid, if there be a balance of 

16 an appropriation therefor sufficient for the payment. He 

17 may also by like warrant prepared by the auditor ortler the 

18 payment of final judgments of courts, sums payable to the 

19 commonwealth or county by law, and sums payable to the 

20 commissioners of the sinking funds. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

. CHARITY DEPARTMENT. 

1 Section 36. The charity elepartinent shall lx; under tlie 

2 charge of one overseer of the poor. 

1 Sect. 37. He shall cause all applications for relief to be 

2 carefully investigated. He shall keep an account of all 

3 moneys received and expended by the city on account of 

4 the poor. 

1 Sect. 38. He shall carefully inve.stigate the facts in 

2 regard to the settlement of any person in which the city 

3 may have an interest, and prc.serve an intelligible record 

4 of all facts and evidence discovered. 

1 Sect. 39. He shall keep in books properly indexed all 

2 information in regard to individual cases of relief asked 

3 for, given and refused, the amount and kind of aid given, 

4 and the reasons for giving or refusing aid. 

1 Sect. 40. .\11 books, records, papers and jiroperty 

2 appertaining to the office of the charity department may be 

3 examined by any person or committee appointed therefor 

4 by the board of aldermen. 

1 Sect. 41. Nothing in any chapter of these ordinances 

2 contained shall relieve or prevent the overseer of the poor 

3 from giving or sending notices or bills as may lx; required 

4 by statute to protect the city and to fix any liability under 

5 the law. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

CITY CLERK department. 

Sectio.n 42. Tlie city clerk shall notify the auditor and 
treasurer of all orders passed by the board of aldermen 
authorizing appropriations, assessments, apportionments 
or abatements, and also all boards and officers of all orders 
appropriating money to be expended by them, or direct- 
ing or authorizing the doing of anything, or in any way 
affecting their ])owers, immediately after such orders are 
approved by the mayor or are otherwise in force. 

Sect. 43. The city clerk shall pay over to the treasurer 
monthly all moneys and fees received by him, accompan- 
ied by a statement of the purposes for which they were 
received, taking the treasurer’s receipt therefor, and shall 
also render to the auditor a statement thereof. 

Sect. 44. The city clerk shall keep a book with proper 
index, showing the names of all the streets, ways and side- 
walks, which have been or may be accepted or laid out, 
with the date of the laying out or acceptance, and the 
width and the alterations made from time to time. 

Sect. 45. The city clerk shall give bond, with sufficient 
sureties, to be approved in writing by the mayor, for the 
faithful performance of his duties. 

Sect. 46. The office of assistant city clerk is hereby 
established. He shall be appointed by the city clerk and 
shall assist him in the performance of the duties of his 
office. He shall discharge the duties of the city clerk when 
that officer is absent or unable to act, and also when there 
is a vacancy in the office of city clerk. He may also in the 
absence of the city clerk act as clerk of the board of aider- 
men at their request. 

Sect. 47. The city clerk shall cause to be printed all 
matters ordered to be printed by the board of aldermen, or 
by the ordinances of the city, and when so requested, all 
matters required to be printed by the mayor, and shall pur- 
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5 chase all books ami stationary necessary for the board of 

6 aldermen.

2 ing and closing of the rooms in the city hall, and have the 

3 care and charge thereof and of the grounds adjoining said

1 >Sect. 53. The city messenger, under direction of the 

2 mayor, shall have charge of all flags and flag staffs of the 

3 city, e.xcept those of the public schools, keeping the same 

4 in order for use, and, on holidays, shall cause the national 

5 colors to be raised at sunrise and lowered at sunset. 

1 Sect. 54. The city messenger shall attend to the order- 

2 ing of all carriages required for the use of the board of 

3 aldennen, or any committee thereof, and keep a record of 

4 the same, showing date of ordering, by whom they were 

5 used and for what purpose, and he shall see that all bills 

6 for such carriage service arc rendered at least once in each 

7 month, and if correct, approve and file them with the city 

8 auditor. 

1 Sect. 55. The city messenger .shall have charge of 

2 purchasing and furnishing supplies of postage to the sev-

CITY PHYSICIAN DEPARTMENT 

1 Section 57. A city physician department is hereby 

2 established, to lie under charge of the city physician. 

1 Sect. 58. The city physician shall he a resident of the 

2 city of Newton, a graduate of a legally incorporated med- 

3 ical school, and have practised as such physician for at 

4 least five years continuously prior to his appointment. 

1 Sect. 59. It shall be the duty of the city ])hysician to 

2 attend, under the direction of the overseer of the poor, 

3 upon all sick and insane paupers and other patients under 

4 the care of the city authorities at the almshouse or else- 

5 where ; to vaccinate, free of charge, all persons sent to him 

6 by the overseer of the poor, and such scholars of the 

7 public schools as the scluxil committee shall direct, and all 

8 other needy residents of the city who may apply to him ; 

9 also to give certificates to such children of the public 

10 .schools as lie .s’liall have examined for or effectually vaccin- 

1 1 ated. At the request of the board of health he shall attend 

12 their meetings and advise with the Imard and its agent rel- 

13 ative to their work. He shall examine all candidates for 

14 appointment to the jKilice force and fire department; also 

1 5 all officers and employees of the city and other persons in- 

16 jured upon .streets, ways, public works or elsewhere, where- 

17 by the city may become liable, keep a record thereof, and of 

18 his treatment of the case, and transmit a written report to 

19 the city solicitor. In case of a death where there has been 

20 no physician in attendance he shall upon application fur- 

21 nish a certificate to the best of his knowledge and belief of 

22 the cause of death. At the request of the officers in charge 

23 of the iJolice stations and lockups he shall attend and give, 

24 free of charge, the necessary medical and surgical treat- 

25 ment to the prisoners therein. .'V.t the request of the city 

26 solicitor he shall render such professional aid in court or 

27 otherwise as the latter may designate in all suits and 
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28 matters wherein the city is or may be interested. In case 

29 of alarm of any infectious or contaRious disease, or other 

30 cause of nuisance, he shall pive to the board of aldermen 

31 or any committee thereof all such professional advice, 

32 service, and counsel as they may require, and in Rcneral he 

33 shall perform all the duties and render all the services now 

34 and hereafter incumbent iqwn him by the laws of the com- 

35 monwcalth or the ordinances of the city now or hereafter 

36 in force. 
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CHAPTHU X.

1 Section Co. The city engineer shall be a civil erifii- 

2 neer of established reputation in municipal enpneering. 

3 1 le shall act as engineer to all the city departments 

4 requiring such service, except in special cases in which the 

5 mayor may authorize or require him to secure the advice 

6 of and consult with another engineer or engineers with an 

7 established reputation in the particular line in question. 

1 Sect. Cm. No money .shall be paid from the city treas- 

2 ury for any engineering advice except as expressly author- 

3 izcfl by this ordinance. 

1 Sect. 62. It shall be the duty of the city engineer to 

2 draw the specifications for all construction work and make 

3 all .surveys, measurements, levels, desigils, estimates and 

4 plans pertaining to the streets, drains, sewers, water- 

5 works, bridges and lands of the city, to supervise the 

6 construction of the same, and to a[)point anti discharge 

7 the inspectors of the .same when such are employed. He 

8 shall furnish said specifications and make such surveys, 

9 measurements, designs, levels, estimates and plans when 

10 requirefl so to do by the mayor, the board of aldermen or 

1 1 any committee thereof, or any administrative Ixiard or 

12 officer of the city having the same in charge. He shall 

13 fumish the city solicitor at his request with descri])tions of 

14 lands, and with the tletails concerning any proposed taking 

15 of lands, or the location, widening, alteration or discontin- 

16 nance of streets. He shall, when required to do so by the 

17 mayor, by the lx>ard of aldermen or any committee 

18 thereof, or any administrative board or officer of the

21 certify to the same ; and shall perform such other duties as 

22 arc incident to his office. He shall prepare under the dircc-

24 and other pajiers relating to drains, .sewers, streets or ways. 
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1 Sect. 63. Tie .shall keep a record showing all debts and 

2 credits of each and every estate, the whole or a portion of 

3 which may be taken for sewer puqxises, for laying out, 

4 widening or extending a street, or which may be assessed 

5 under any betterment law. All bills for assessments made 

6 under any betterment law shall be made out by him, and 

7 deixjsited with the city collector for collection, and an

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CHAPTER XI. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Section 64. T!ic fire department shall consist of the 
chief of the fire deiiartment. an assistant chief of the fire 
department and such permanent employees and call men as 
may from time to time be deemed necessary by the boartl of 
aldermen, to be assigned by the chief of the department to 
the various companies organized as hereinafter provided, or 
to duty as relief men. The department shall be organized in- 
to three steam fire engine companies, two chemical engine 
companies, five hose companies and two truck companies 
and the requisite relief men, and such other companies and 
relief men as may from time to time be deemed necesary 
by the board of aldermen. Each steam fire engine com- 
pany shall consist of eleven men, as follows : — one 
engineer, two drivers and one hoseman, who shall be per- 
manent employees and seven other men who may be per- 
manent or call men, as follows : — a captain, lieutenant, 
one fireman and four hosemen. Eiach hose company shall 
consist of six men, as follows ; one driver who shall be a 
permanent employee, and a captain, a lieutenant and three 
hosemen, who may be permanent or call men. Eiach truck 
company shall consist of ten men, as follows : one driver 
and one truck or tillerman, who shall be permanent em- 
ployees and a captain, a lieutenant and six truckmen, who 
may be permanent or call men. Each chemical engine 
company shall consist of a captain or lieutenant, one driver 
and one hoseman, who shall be permanent employees. 
The lieutenant of each of the engine, hose and truck com- 
panies shall act as clerk thereof. 

Sect. 65. The chief of the fire dejiartment shall have sole 
and absolute control and command of all the other members 
of the department, and of other persons present at fires. 
The officer in command of the company which first arrives 
at a fire shall be the officer in command until the chief or 
assistant chief arrives. 
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1 Sect. 66. ]n the absence of the chief of the fire depart- 

2 inent, or in case of his inability to act, his duties and jiow- 

3 ers, as herein provided, shall 1 k‘ vested in the assi.stant chief 

4 of the fire department. 

1 Sect. 67 .The chief of the fire department shall be respon- 

2 sible for the discipline, j^ood order and jiroper conduct of 

3 the officers and men constituting the department, and for 

4 such purjxiselie may, subject to the approval of the mayor, 

5 make and issue regulations therefor. He may suspend any 

6 officer or memlxrrs, and shall forthwith report such suspen- 

7 sion to the mayor. He shall have the superintendence and 

8 the control of the .several fire stations, the apparatus, the 

9 furniture therein, and all other property appertaining to the 

10 department. He shall, subject to the approval of the 

1 1 mayor, prescribe the uniform to be worn by all officers and 

12 other members of the department. 

1 Sect. 68. The chief of the fire department shall make 

2 and keep rolls showing in each company the name, rank. 

3 age, occupation, residence, date of ailmission and dis- 

4 charge, transfer or promotion of each member and if a per- 
3 manent or call member. The pay account of a call member 

6 shall specify the number of alarms retjuiring his attend- 

7 ance, the number of alarms to which he re.sponded, and the 

8 amount due. The failure of a call member to respond to 

9 alarms as required shall subject him to such reasonable 

10 reduction of pay as may he detennined by the chief of the 

1 1 fire department. 

1 Sect. 69. The chief of the fire department .shall make 

2 and keep accurate records of all property of the depart- 

3 ment, of accidents and los.ses occasioned by fire, with cau.s- 

4 es thereof, of buildings or other property destroyed or 

5 injured, with names of owner and occupant and amount of 

6 insurance. In his annual report he .shall make a detailed 

7 statement of the facts contained in such records, and of the 

8 condition of the de])artment since the la.st report. 

1 SiCCT. 70. The chief of the fire department .shall examine 

2 all places where shavings or combustible materials are de- 

3 posited or collected, and shall see to the removal of the 
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4 same, whenever, in his opinion, the same are dangerous. 

5 Jle shall direct the owners, tenants or occupants of such 

6 places to forthwith remove the same, and, in case of refu- 

7 sal or neglect, he shall cause the same to be removed at 

8 the expense of such owners, tenants or occupants. 

1 Sect. 71. Whenever, in the opinion of the chief of the 

2 fire department, any camphene or other explosive or in- 

3 flammable fluid or material should be removed, he shall 

4 forthwith notify and direct the owner, tenant or occupant 

5 of the premises upon which the same are situatetl, forth- 

6 with to remove the same. In case such tenant, owner or 

7 occupant shall refuse or neglect so to do, the chief of the 

8 fire department .shall forthwith reiwrt the matter to the 

9 mayor and aldermen. 

1 Sect. 72. The chief of the fire department shall cause 

2 every person raising a false alarm of fire to he prosecuted. 

1 Sect. 73. Every member of the department shall 

2 wear at every fire such a badge as the chief shall i)rescribe ; 

3 and no person without such badge shall, except by i)ermis- 

4 sion of the officer in command, enter within the lines 

5 formed at the fire by such officer. 

1 Sect. 74. Permanent officers and employees of the 

2 department shall be entitled to vacations without loss of 

3 pay not e.xceeding fourteen days in each year, to be granted 

4 under direction of the chief. 

1 Sect. 75. Any member of the department injured or 

2 disabled while on duty shall receive pay for the time lost 

3 in consequence, not exceeding three months. 

1 Sect. 76. No gambling shall be allowed in any build- 

2 ing occupied by the fire department, nor shall spirituous 

3 liquors be kept or u.scd therein. 

1 Sect. 77. No company or apparatus shall leave the 

2 city in case of a fire in another city or town, except by 

3 order of the chief ; and no i)art of the ap]>aratus shall be 

4 taken from the city, except to a fire, without permission of 

5 the mayor. 
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1 Sect. 78. No unauthorizcfl person shall, except in 

2 case of fire, open any of the signal Ijoxes, or interfere with 

3 the wires or poles or other supports of the wires ; and no 

4 person without the permission of the chief or the assistant 

5 chief, shall drive a vehicle upon or over any hose placed in 

6 a street for use at a fire. 

1 Sect. 79. No occupant of any building or room in 

2 which there is a hatchway or trap door shall suffer the 

3 the same to be left open at night nor shall any obstruc- 

4 tion be allowed upon fire escapes attached to buildings. 

1 Sect. 80. No person .shall wantonly or carelessly set 

2 fire to any tree, bush, grass, leaves, bnislnvo<i<l, rubbish 

3 or other substance in any jilacc in the city of Newton. 

1 Sect. 81. All members of the fire department shall be 

2 exeippt from jury duty. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

1 Section 82. The board of healtli shall consist of three 

2 members, one of whom shall be a physician, and all resi- 

3 dents of the city of Newton, but not members of the board 

4 of aldermen. 

1 Sect. 83. The board shall, subject to the authority of 

2 the mayor, make .all contracts and regulations for the 

3 cleaning of private cesspools, vaults and privies, and all 

4 such contracts shall contain the condition that such work 

5 shall be performed to the satisfaction of the board of 

6 health. 

1 Sect. 84. The board shall have charge of the collection 

2 of ashes, garbage, rubbish and waste and shall make such 

3 rules and regulations in relation thereto as said board 

4 shall deem e.xpedient. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

INSPECTION OF WIRES DEPARTMENT. 

Section 85. The department of in.spection of wires is 
liereby established to be under the charf'e of the inspector 
of wires. The chief of the fire department is hereby- 
designated and a])pointcd inspector of wires. He shall 
supervise every wire over or under streets or buildings in 
the city and every wire within a huilding which is designed 
to carry an electric light or heat or power current. 
He shall have the ixivvers and perform the duties reepured 
of such officers by law or by the ordinances of the city. 

The assistant chief of the fire department shall be 
deputy inspector of wires with all the powers and duties 
of the inspector during his absence, inability to act or 
while there is any vacancy in the office. 

Sect. 86. The ins]>ector of wires shall, by virtue of 
his office, be the superintendent of the fire alarm telegraph, 
the police signal system, and all other electric wires and 
wire systems now or hereafter owned by the city. He 
shall have the care and management of the wires, appara- 
tus, machinery and other jiroperty connected therewith 
belonging to the city ; shall keep the same at all times in 
gooti working order ; and shall have access to all build- 
ings and places necessary for these purposes. All addi- 
tions to said systems, and all new electric wires and 
appliances erected by the city or for its use shall be erected 
under his supervision and to his satisfaction. 

Sect. 87.. No ])erson or corporation owning, leasing or 
operating wires, nor any employee thereof, shall leave or 
permit an unused piece of wire to be left on the surface of 
any street or sidewalk, or an unused coil or loose end of 
wire to remain attached to any cross arm or post more 
than twenty four hours. 

Sect. 88. Every pcr.son or cor])oration owning, leas- 
ing. maintaining or operating wires shall cut out and remove 
every wire the use of which has been abandomed and every 
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4 wire which is not tajcsed or marked as required liy law. 

5 within twenty four hours after notice from the inspector 

6 of wires. In all cases where such person or corporation 

7 shall, after due notice as aforesaid, neglect or refuse to 

8 cut out and remove wires abandoned or unprovided witli 
i) imiper tags or marks, the inspector of wires shall remove 

10 the same and cause the e.xpense thereof to be collected 

1 1 from the said person or corporation as provided by law. 

1 Slier. 8<i. Every per.son or corjjoration operating any 

2 wires upon, over or under any street or building shall

6 ment or other fixture proposed to be erected, and of the 

7 trees and other objects or structures in the immediate 

8 vicinity thereof and of the lines or wires said poles, piers, 

9 abutments or other fixtures are desig^iated to support.

6 such colors and manner as the inspector of wires shall

1 Sect. 94. Except by the permission of the board of 

2 aldermen no wire or other line for the transmission of 

3 electricity shall he attached to any pole, tree, pier, abut- 

4 ment or other fixtures in, nor run along or across any 

5 public way or grounds at a height less than twenty feet 

6 from the ground, and except by such permission no pole 

7 more than forty feet high shall be erected for the supjwrt 

8 of such wires and lines. 

1 Sect. 95. Four feet at the top of every |x)le erected 

2 by permission of the board of aldermen shall he reserved. 

3 if required for the use of the fire, police or other telegraph 

4 and telephone signal wires belonging to the city, and shall 

5 be used exclusively for such municipal piiqwses. 

1 Sect. 96. Whenever permission shall be granted by 

2 the board of aldermen to erect and maintain poles, or to 

3 construct conduits or other fi.xtures in the public ways, 

4 bridges or grounds, to support or carry lines or wires for 

5 the transmission of intelligence by electricty, or for the 
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6 transmission of electricity, the corporation or person to 

7 whom such permission is granted shall, within thirty days 

8 from the date of the order granting such permission, file 

9 in the office of the city clerk a written acceptance of the 

10 location of such poles, conduits or other fixtures, and the 

11 conditions upon which the permission has been granted, 

12 and in default thereof such grant shall be null and void.

6 changing the location of said conduits, wires and fixtures 

7 appertaining thereto, or the repairing thereof, said rempv- 

8 ing, changing and repairing shall be done without delay at 

9 the expense of the jierson or corporation owning or oper- 
10 ating the same. 

i Sect. ioo. Whenever underground conduits have once

2 been laid in the streets and ways of the city, they shall not 

3 be remoyed, relocated or changed without permission from 

4 the board of aldermen. 

1 Sect. ioi. In all underground conduits such sufficient 

2 and necessary space as shall be determined by the board of 

3 aldermen shall he reserved free of expense for the use of 

4 the fire, police and other telegraph and telephone signal 

5 wires belonging to the city and used exclusively for munic- 

6 ipal purposes, and said city by its inspector of wires and 

7 other proper servants shall be allowed access to said 

8 conduits at all times, and said city shall be allowed equal 

9 facilities and privileges with others using said conduits, in 
10 putting in, taking out and repairing wires. 

1 SEcr. 102. Every corpiiration and person constructing, 

2 maintaining or operating a telegraph, telephone or other 

3 electrical line in the city shall execute a bond, with surety 

4 satisfactory to the mayor, in a penal sum of not less than 

5 ten thousand dollars, conditioned to indemnify and save 

6 harmless the city against all damage, cost, expense and 

7 loss whatsoever to which it may be subjected in conse- 

8 quence of the acts and neglect of such person and corpora- 

9 tion, their agents, officers and servants, in any manner 

10 arising from or growing out of the use and transmission 

1 1 of electricity, the privileges permitted by the city and the 

12 construction, maintenance, operation and use of linesj

Section 103. Tlie city solicitor shall be an attorney and 
counsellor at law of the courts of the commonwealth. He 
shall act as the legal adviser and solicitor of the city 
except in special cases in which the mayor may authorize 
or require him to secure the advice or services of additional 
counsel. 



Sect. 104. No money shall be paid from the city treas- 
ury for any legal advice or services except as expressly “"jli'as 
authorized by this ordinance. authorized. 

Sect. 105. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor to I’fi's- 
examine or cause to be examined, all titles to property, to 
draft all deeds, obligations, contracts, bonds, leases, con- 
veyances, agreements and other legal instruments, of 
whatever nature, which may be required by any ordinance 
or order of the board of aldermen, or by any board or 
officer to which the city or its agents may be a party, and 
which by law, usage or agreement the city is to be at the 
expense of drawing. All orders for the laying out, discontin- 
uance, change or improvement of streets or ways, for the 
taking of lands for any municipal purpose whatsoever, for 
the assessment of betterments, and all other forms of as- 
sessment, for the location or extension of location for a 
street railway, shall he drawn by him, or under his direc- 
tion or approval. 



Sect. 106. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor to jo prosecute 
commence and prosecute all actions and other legal pro- suiisaffStfng 
ceedings and suits begun by the city, and to defend all office™.'** 
actions and suits brought against the city in any court or 
other tribunal of this commonwealth, or of the United 
States ; also to appear as counsel in any other action, suit 
or prosecution which may involve the lights and interests 
of the city, and to defend any of the officers of the city in 
suits and prosecutions against them for any official action, 
or the performance of any official duty when any right.

1 1 privilege, ordinance, act or direction of the board of alder- 

12 men may be brought in question. He shall also appear as 

13 counsel before the legislature of the commonwealth, or 

14 any committee thereof, whenever the interest and welfare 

15 of the city may be directly or incidentally affected. He 

16 shall, when requested, furnish the mayor, the board of 

17 aldermen or any member thereof, any committee of the 

18 city government, any board or officer of the city who may 

19 need the same in the discharge of official duty, his legal

2 in relation to accidents reported to him ; shall keep a 

3 record of the same, together with the names and addresses 

4 of the witnesses ; and may incur any reasonable expense 

5 therefor, and in providing for the conduct and defence of 

6 all legal proceedings by and against tbe city. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

1 Section 109. The police department shall consist of the 

2 chief of police, a captain, two lieutenants, an inspector to 

3 rank as lieutenant, three sergeants and as many patrolmen 

4 as may be deemed necessary by the board of al<lermen. 

5 The chief of police and all other officers and members of 

6 the department shall have all the powers of constables 

7 except the power of serving and executing civil process.

1 Sect. 110. The patrolmen shall, during such hours as

6 and to see that order is kept, and that all distubances and 

7 disorders are prevented and suppressed, and shall perform. 

8 such other duties as the chief of police shall direct. They 
y shall take notice of all obstructions, nuisances and defects 

10 in the streets, and if authorized forthwith remove the 
n same when practicable. They shall notice every street 

12 lamp not lighted or burning at the proper time, or which is 

13 unclean or gives insufficient light, and shall forthwith 

14 report thereon, and also on any other matters affecting 

15 the health or safety of the public, to the chief of police; 

16 and they shall faithfully execute and obey all orders of 

17 the chief of i>olice, and of the officer who in his absence 

18 shall be charged with his duties. 

1 Sect. hi. The members of the police force shall immed- 

2 lately make a careful examination of every case of acci- 

3 dent or personal injury or injury to property coming within 

4 their notice, and secure the names of all witnesses thereto, 

5 and make a full report thereof to the chief of police. The 

6 chief of police shall forthwith furnish the city solicitor 

7 with a full report upon such cases, together with the 

8 names of the witnesses.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 

Section 114. The public buildings commissioner shall 
be ex officio inspector of buildings. lie shall be an able 
and experienced architect, builder or civil engineer, and 
shall not be engaged in any other business or be interested 
in any contract for furnishing materials. He shall have 
charge of the construction, alteration, repair an<l main- 
tenance of the public buildings. 

Sect. 115. The public buildings commissioner shall keep 
an accurate record of all buildings which are under his 
care belonging to the city, and of the lands appurtenant to 
such buildings. 

THE inspector of buildings. 

Sect. 1 16. The inspector of buildings shall e.xamine all 
buildings in the course of erection, alteration or repair, to 
ascertain if the ordinances of the city arc complied with. 
He shall require plans and specifications or a description 
of every proposed erection or alteration of any building, 
and shall grant i>ermits for such erection or alteration 
when the plans, specifications or descriptions are in con- 
formity with the ordinances of the city and the laws of the 
commonwealth. He shall, when neces.sary, enter prem- 
ises where any fire has occurred, to ascertain the origin of 
the fire. He shall keep a correct record of the business of 
his department, and of all violations of ordinances relating 
to buildings. 

Sect. 117. Upon being informeil that any building is 
in a dangerous or unsafe condition, from damage by fire 
or accident, or from any other cause, the iiLspector shall 
at once examine the same, and if, in his judgment, it is 
dangerous or unsafe, he shall forthwith notify in writing 
the owner, agent or any person having an interest therein, 
to remove such building or make it safe and secure, and

28 Repairs means the reconstruction or renewal of any ex- 

29 isting part of a building or of its fixtures or appurtenances, 

30 by which the strength or fire risk is not affected or modi- 

31 fied, and not made in the opinion of the inspector for the 

32 purpose of converting the building in whole or in part into 

33 a new one.

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34 Tenement house means a building any portion of which

1 Sect. 124. Every person before proceeding to erect any 

2 building or wall or make any alteration in the extenial 

3 wall of any structure, any part of which is to he placed 

4 upon or within thirty feet of any street, square, lane or 

5 alley, or to lay the foundation thereof, shall at least seven 

6 days before the work is begun, obtain from the city engin- 

7 eer the lines and grade of the street, lane, square or alley

1 Sect. 128. The foundation walls of all dwelling houses 

2 to be hereafter erected shall be constructed of the dimen- 

3 sion and in the manner following, viz : for wooden houses 

4 not exceeding lliirty five feet in height from the foundation 

5 to the top of the upper floor, said foundation walls, if made 

6 of rubble stone, .shall be not less than sixteeen inches thick 

7 at the top, and twenty inches thick at the bottom, the slope 

8 to be upon the outside of the wall, and shall be laid in 

9 mortar made of at least one part cement, one part lime. 

10 and three parts sand, or not less than twenty inches thick 

1 1 at the top and twenty four inches at the bottom, when laid 
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12 dry; and if made of block stone laid in horizontal courses, 

13 or of brick laid in cement upon stone levellers not less than 

14 twenty inches broad and twelve inches thick. Said foun- 

15 dation walls shall not be less than sixteeen inches thick, or 

16 twelve inches thick with buttresses not less than twelve 

17 inches wide as often as once in ten feet, which shall 

18 project four inches at the top, and at the bottom a sufficient 

19 distance to give a batter of one in ten. For wooden houses 
JO exceeding thirty five feet in height from the foundation 
ji wall to the top of the upper floor, and for brick or stone 

22 houses having walls not exceeding twenty five feet in

6 four inches thick at the bottom, the slope to be upon the

5 bottom but to a depth of not less than four feet below the 

6 surface of the ground, or on piles well driven to a hard bot- 

7 tom ; said piers, posts and piles to be spaced not more than 

8 eight feet on centers, or on mud sills, resting on cross- 

9 pieces of plank three inches or more in thickness, not less 

10 than four feet long and ten inches wdde, placed at inter- 

11 vals of not more than three feet on centers; and wooden 

12 structures for manufacturing or business purposes, not

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EXTERNAL WALLS. 

Sect. 134. External walls of brick dwelling houses 
hereafter to be erected in this city, if not more than twelve 
feet in height above the foundation walls, shall be not less 
than eight inches thick for their entire height ; if two 
stories, and not more than twenty five feet in height, they 
shall be not less than twelve inches thick to the top of the 
second floor, and not less than eight inches thick for the 
remaining height; and if three stories, and more than 
twenty five feet in height, they shall be not less than twelve 
inches thick to the top of the third floor, and not less than 
eight inches thick for the remaining height. 
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1 Sect. 135. The external walls of all brick buildings, 

2 other than dwelling houses, to be hereafter erected in this 

3 city, if not more than forty feet in height above the foun- 

4 dation walls, shall be not less than sixteen inches thick to 

5 the top of the upper floor, and not less than twelve inches 

6 thick for the remaining height ; and if more than forty feet 

7 in height and not exceeding sixty feet in height, they shall 

8 be not less tha'n twenty inches thick to the top of the second

1 Sect. 137. No four inch brick veneering shall be

3 ing that it may be allowed upon detached private dwellings 

4 not over two and one half stories in height of a construc- 

5 tion ajiprovcd in writing by the commissioner. 
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1 Sect. 138. All buildings hereafter erected which are to 

2 he used in whole or in part for business, manufacturing, 

3 or storage purposes, or as places for public meetings, shall 

4 be constructed of brick or stone, and have slate, metal or 

5 composition roof covering and metal gutters, unless per- 

6 mission is otherwise given by the board of aldermen. 

1 Sect. 139. All buildings hereafter erected, to be used 

2 as tenement or lodging houses, in excess of thirty feet in 

3 width, shall have brick partition walls not less than twelve 

4 inches thick, on which floor beams shall rest, for their 

5 entire height, and extending to the under side of the roof 

6 boarding, which shall be laid and imbedded in mortar upon 

7 said walls. Said walls shall be not more than twenty five 

8 feet apart, unless iron columns and girders are substituted 

9 therefor, said girders to be protected by a coating of 

10 plaster one inch thick on wire lath and metal furring, or 

1 1 some other incombustible material. 

1 Sect. 140. Wooden buildings built in blocks of two or 

2 more and intended to be used as dwelling houses shall have 
. 3 a brick party wall at least eight inches thick between each 

4 single dwelling and the one adjoining, said wall to extend 

5 up to the under side of the roof covering. 

1 Sect. 141. No wooden building shall exceed forty five 

2 feet in height, and the external side walls shall not be 

3 placed at a less distance than two feet from the line of the 

4 lot upon which the building is to be located, except where 

5 a brick external wall is substituted for a wooden wall, and 

6 of a thickness prescribed for the erection of c.xternal walls 

7 of brick buildings. The brick walls above required shall 

8 extend to the under side of the roof covering. 

1 Sect. 142. Where a wooden buildin<i is already erected 

2 for a dwelling house or for mechanical or mercantile pur- 

3 poses upon an adjoining lot, there shall be between the 

4 walls of the building erected and the one to be erected, if 

5 of wootl, a clear open space of three feet l)etween the said 

6 buildings, unless if such space is less than three feet, there 

7 shall be built a brick external wall abutting on said space. 

8 of the building to be erected, which wall shall be built as 

9 provided in this chapter. 
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1 Sect. 143. Party walls and partition walls of brick in 

2 all buildings other than dwelling houses hereafter to be 

3 erected in this city with external walls not exceeding forty 

4 feet in height, shall be not less than sixteen inches thick 

5 to the top of the second floor, and not less than twelve 

6 inches thick for the remaining height, and in buildings 

7 having external walls exceeding forty feet in height, said

1 Sect. 144. Ko opening or doorway shall l>e cut through

4 such doorway shall have a top, bottom and sides of stone, 

5 brick or iron, and shall be closed by two doors or sets of 

6 doors, of wood covered with metal, with an air .space 

7 between them of at least four inches, and .said doors shall 

8 be hung in rabbeted iron frames, or in wooden frames 

9 entirely covered with metal, or to iron hinges in brick or 

10 stone rabbets. 



PIERS AND COEUMNS. 

1 Sect. 145. All piers shall be built of the best quality of 

2 good, well burnt, hard brick laid in cement and sand 

3 mortar and well wet when laid in warm weather. Brick 

4 piers under lintels, girders or columns of brick buildings 

5 shall have a cap iron at least two inches thick, the full size 

6 of the pier. Brick piers and buttresses shall be bonded 

7 with through courses, levelled and bedded, each course, 

8 and where their foundations r^st upon piles, a sufficient 

9 number shall be driven to insure their proper support. 

1 Sect. 146. Every pier, column, pillar or post resting 

2 on the earth shall have a base course of stone or concrete, 

3 and if supporting walls of masonry, shall have for a foot- 

4 ing course a broad leveller of granite or ledge stone, not 

5 less than twelve inches wider on all sides than the bottom 

6 area of said piers, columns, pillars or posts, and not le.ss 

7 than twelve inches thick. 
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REVISED ordixancks of 1906. 
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1 Sect. 147. Every metal column in a brick building shall 

2 rest on an iron plate of not less thickness than two inches. 

3 Wooden columns supporting girders and floors in such 

4 buildings shall re.st on inch and a half iron plates with 

5 sockets to receive the foot of the columns. Metal columns 

6 placed one on the top of another shall have a plate at the 

7 top of each column, with projections on both sides to fit 

8 into cap and base of columns to prevent slipping; and all 

9 columns shall have holes bored where directed by the 

10 inspector into and through the shell at right angles to the 

1 1 shaft, so as to show the thickness of shell. All bearing 

12 parts of columns and plates shall be turned or planed to 

13 tnie surfaces. 



GRADES OF CELLARS. 
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1 Sect. 148. The cellar of every dwelling house hereafter 

2 built where the grade or nature of the ground requires, 

3 and cellars of all buildings built upon filled or made land, 

4 shall have a bed of concrete, or hydraulic cement and 

5 gravel, or tar and gravel, or asphalt, not less than two 

6 inches in thickness, spread upon the cellar bottom, or shall 

7 be paved with brick laid in cement throughout the whole 

8 extent of the building ; and where there is a basernent floor 

9 over the cellar bottom, with an air space between the con- 

10 Crete and said floor, the air space shall be properly 

1 1 ventilated. 



BONDING OF WALLS. 
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1 Sect. 149. In every brick wall in all buildings to be 

2 hereafter erected, every eighth course of brick shall be a 

3 heading course, except in walls built with some bond in 

4 which as much as every eighth course is a heading course, 

5 and except where walls are faced with face brick, in 

6 which case every eighth course shall be bonded with flem- 

7 ish header, or by cutting the course of the face brick and 

8 putting in diagonal headers behind the same, or by split- 

9 ting face brick in half and backing the same by a continu- 

10 ous row of headers. The front, rear, side, end and party 

11 walls of all brick buildings hereafter erected shall be 

12 anchored to each other every ten feet in their height by 
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13 tie anchors, made of at least one and a quarter inch by 

14 three eights of an inch wrought iron. Each floor shall 

15 have its beams so tied to the walls and to each other with 

16 wrought iron straps or anchors at least three eighths of 

17 an inch thick by one and one half inches wide as to form 

18 continuous ties across the building not more than ten feet 
19- apart. Walls running parallel or nearly parallel with floor 

20 beams shall be properly tied once in ten feet to the floor 

21 beams by iron straps or anchors of the size above 

22 specified. 

1 Sect. 150. All new or renewed floors shall be so con- 

2 structed as to carry safely the weight to which the 

3 proposed use of the building will subject them, and every 

4 permit granted shall state for what purpose the building 

5 is designed to be used ; hut the least capacity per super- 

6 ficial square foot, exclusive of materials, shall be; — For 

7 floors of dwellings, fifty pounds ; for office floors, one 

8 hundred pounds ; for floors of public buildings, except 

9 school rooms, one hundred and fifty pounds ; for floors 

10 of school houses, other than assembly rooms, eighty 

1 1 pounds ; and for floors of assembly rooms, one hundred 

12 and fifty pounds; for store floors, floors of warehouses 

13 and mercantile buildings of like character, drill rooms 

14 and riding schools, at least two hundred and fifty pounds. 

15 The weight of floors not included in this classification shall 

16 be determined by said inspector. 

1 Sect. 151. No floor timber, header or trimmer of any 

2 building shall be cut into more than two inches in depth 

3 for piping without a permit from the inspector, and no 

4 cutting shall be made in any timber at a greater distance 

5 than three feet from its support. 

1 Sect. 152. Roof or floor timbers entering the same 

2 party wall from opposite sides shall have at least four 

3 inches solid brick work between the ends of said timbers. 

1 Sect. 153. Every header more than four feet long, used 

2 in any building except a dwelling, .shall he hung in stirrup 

3 irons of suitable dimensions for the size of the limljers 

4 and securely joint bolted. .'\11 tail beams shall he projierly 

5 framed or hung to headers. 
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REVISED ORDINANCES OF I906. 
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1 Sect. 154. The ends of all floor beams and rafters of 

2 a brick building shall enter the wall not less than four 

3 inches and shall be cut on a splay of three inches in their 

4 width. 
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CHIMNEYS AND HEATING APPARATUS. 

Sect. 155. All chimneys hereafter erected shall be built 
from the ground, of brick, stone or other fire proof non 
conducting materials, and shall be built plumb, or so 
nearly so as to be self sustaining: — provided, however, 
that brick flues may be securely built into the brick work 
of the walls of the building to which they are hung, when 
the walls are not less than twelve inches thick ; and pro- 
vided also, that upon special permission, first obtained 
from the board of aldermen, chimneys may be built upon 
cast iron or hard pine columns set upon iron plates at least 
one and one half inches thick with sockets, and capped at 
their upper ends with a metal plate at least two inches 
thick and not more than two inches shorter upon either 
side than the corresponding sides of the chimney ; or upon 
permission being obtained as above, chimneys may be built 
upon a flooring of masonry supported by iron beams which 
have secure bearings on masonry or iron at each end, the 
same to be constructed in all respects to the satisfaction of 
the inspector of buildings ; and provided also, that the 
matter of construction of chimneys in small wooden build- 
ings, other than dwelling houses, not more than one story 
and a half in height, shall be left to the decision of the 
inspector of buildings, but must be constructed in accord- 
ance with his instructions and to his satisfaction. 

Sect. 156. All brick chimney flues shall be smoothly 
plastered inside with mortar from top to bottom during 
the course of construction, and also outside below the 
roofing after having been examined and approved by the 
inspector of buildings ; except that exposed portions of 
said chimneys may be left unplastered upon the outside. 
Said chimneys shall be topped out with brick or stone, 
laid in cement, and the topping out shall not have more 
than two inches projection, unless the bricks are covered 
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10 by a cap of stone or other non combustible material in one 

1 1 piece, properly secured and approved by the inspector ; 

12 and in no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of 

1 3 any flue. 

1 Sect. 157. All fireplaces and chimney breasts where 

2 mantels are placed, whether intended for ordinary fireplace 

3 uses or not, shall have trimmer arches to support hearths 

4 and said arches shall be at least eighteen inches in width, 

5 measured from face of chimney breast, and they shall be 

6 constructed of brick, stone or burnt clay. If a heater is 

7 placed in a fireplace, the hearth shall be the full width of 

8 the heater. Wood centres under trimmer arches shall be 

9 removed before plastering the ceiling underneath. Iron 

10 mantel bars or brick or stone arches shall be used over all 

1 1 fireplace or grate openings. 

1 Sect. 158. In all buildings hereafter erected every 

2 smoke flue, if walls are less than eight inches thick, shall 

3 be lined on the inside with cast iron or well burnt clay or 

4 terra cotta pipe, made smooth on the inside from the 

5 bottom flue, or from the throat of the fireplace, if the flue 

6 starts from the latter, and carried up continuously to the 

7 extreme height of flue. The ends of all such lining pipes 

8 shall be made to fit close together, and the pipes shall be 

9 built in as the flue or flues are carried up. The walls shall 

10 be not less than four inches thick, and plastered on the 

1 1 outside from the bottoni to roof boarding. 

, I Sect. 159. Ranges and boilers, set in brick, shall have 

2 the outside of their flues exposed without covering except 

3 by plastering directly upon the bricks, up to the ceiling of 

4 the room, and no wockI work shall be placed on the outside 

5 of the same. 

1 Sect. 160. No soft bricks shall hereafter be used in the 

2 construction of any wall, chimney, or flue referred to in 

3 this chapter. 

1 Sect. 161. No smoke pipe in any building with wooden 

2 or combustible floors or ceilings shall hereafter enter any 

3 flue excejit at a distance not less than twelve inches from 

4 said floor or ceiling; and in all cases where smoke pipes 
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5 pass through stud or wooden partitions of any kind, 

6 whether the same be plastered or not, tliey shall be guarded 

7 by a soap stone ring having a thickness radial to said pipe 

8 of not less than two inches and extending through said 

9 partition, and in cases where smoke pipes pass through 

10 wood work of any kind in such near proximity to the brick 

1 1 work of the flue that the space between said wood work 

12 and flue is inaccessible, said pipe shall be guarded by a 

13 soapstone ring or thimble or its equivalent, having a thick- 

14 ness of at least two inches and extending from the outer 

15 face of said wood work to a point at least two inches 

16 within the brick work of the flue, in which it shall be firmly 

17 set. 

1 Sect. 162. Brick work at the back of all grates, fire- 

2 places and ranges shall be not less than eight inches thick. 

3 and when it adjoins a wooden or stud partition shall have 

4 at least two four inch walls with at least a two inch air 

5 space between. No wood work shall be secured to the 

6 brick work of any flue. 

1 Sect. 163. No furnace or range set in masonry shall 

2 hereafter be placed, or its location changed, in any build- 

3 ing without a permit from the inspector of buildings, who 

4 shall prescribe such regulations for the setting or placing 

5 thereof as in his judgment the public safety may require. 

1 Sect. 164. The top of every heating furnace not set in 

2 brick shall be kept at least si.x inches below the beams or 

3 ceiling, with a shield of tin plate, made tight, suspended 

4 not less than two inches below said beams or ceiling, and 

5 extending at least one foot beyond the top of the furnace 

6 on all sides. Every heating furnace must lie set on a brick, 

7 stone or concrete floor. If the furnace is set in brick and 

8 the ceiling is plastered, or covered with metal, the top of 

9 the brick work may be kept within not less than six inches 

10 of the ceiling or beams without the intervention of the tin 

1 1 plate shield. 

1 Sect. 165. No steam heating apparatus shall be placed 

2 in any dwelling house now or hereafter built, without a 
g permit from tlic inspector of buildings, who shall prescribe 
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4 such regulations for the setting and placing of the same as 

5 in his judgment the public safety may require. 

1 Sect. i66. No furnace for iiKlting iron or making glass 

2 and no stationary steam engine or steam boiler to be used 

3 for mechanical purposes, and in which any other fuel than 

4 coal is used or to be used, shall be hereafter erected, or put 

5 up to be used, without a license first obtained from the 

6 board of aldermen, and in no case shall a stationary engine 

7 propelled by steam, or other motive power, be hereafter 

8 erected or put up for use, within five hundred feet of a 

9 dwelling house or public building, unless a license therefor 

10 has first been obtained from the board of aldermen ; and 

11 upon the granting of such license in either of the cases 

12 referred to in this section, the person or persons receiving 

13 it shall, before setting, erecting or placing said boiler, 

14 engine or furnace, obtain a permit from the inspector of 

15 buildings, who shall prescribe such regulations for the 

16 setting or placing thereof as in his judgment the public 

17 safety may require. 

1 Sect. 167. No permanent smoke pipe or flue shall pro- 

2 ject through any e.xternal wall, or through any window, 

3 door or other opening in said wall. 

1 Sect. 168. If any chimney, flue or heating apparatus on 

2 any premises, in the opinion of the in.spector, endangers 

3 the premises, he shall at once notify in writing the owner 

4 or agent of such premises. If such owner or agent fails 

5 to commence to make such chimney, flue or heating appa- 

6 ratus safe by twelve o’clock noon of the next day following 

7 the service of such notice, and diligently prosecute the 

8 work to completion, he .shall be liable to a penalty of not 

9 less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

1 Sect. 169. No boiler to be used for steam motive pow'er, 

2 and no furnace for melting metal or making glass, shall be 

3 placed on any floor above the cellar or basement, unless 

4 the same is set upon masonry built up from the ground 

5 or upon iron beams supported upon masonry ; and all \vood 

6 work and timbers shall be removed from the floor under 

7 the same: — provided, however, that furnaces for melting 
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8 such metals only as fuse at a temperature not exceedinj? 

9 eight hundred degrees Fahrenheit, and that are connected 

10 with the chimney by a sheet metal pipe exposed to view, 

1 1 may be placed upon hollow brick or stone hearths, sup- 

12 ported by the wooden floor of the first story or basement. 

13 The air spaces in such hearths shall be not less than three 

14 inches in perpendicular height, and connected by suitable 

15 air passages wdth the atmosphere of the room. 

1 Sect. 170. All hot air register boxes hereafter placed 

2 in the floors or partitions of buildings shall be set in soap- 

3 stone borders not less than two inches in width, firmly 

4 set in ]>laster of paris of gauged mortar, or in such other 

5 protection as shall in the judgment of the inspector be 

6 equivalent to soapstone ; shall be made of tin plate with a 

7 flange on the top to fit the rabbet in the soapstone, 

8 and shall have an open space of one inch on all sides 

9 e.xtending from the under side of the ceiling below the 

10 register, or the back side of the partition, to the the soap- 

1 1 stone in the floor or partition. The outside of said space 

12 shall be covered with a casing of tin jdate, tight on all sides 

13 and e.xtending from the under side of said ceiling or back 

14 side of said partition to, and turning under the said soap- 

15 stone; but register boxes of fifteen by twenty five inches 

16 or more in size shall have a space as above of two inches. 

1 Sect. 171. No wood work of any kind, except the roof 

2 covering, shall be placed at a less distance than one inch 

3 from the outside of the brick work of any flue. No wood 

4 work shall be placed at a less distance than one inch from 

5 any tin or other metal flue or pipe used or intended to be 

6 used to convey heated air, hot water or steam in any build- 

7 ing, unless such flue or pipe be cased with a metal sleeve of 

8 larger diameter than said flue or pipe so as to permit a free 

9 circulation of air all around the same; 

FIRE GUARDS. 

1 Sect. 172. The inside of all furred brick walls of every 

2 brick building hereafter erected shall have a fire belt or 

3 stop, composed of some fireproof material, at least six 
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4 inches wide, and thoroughly set up between furrings at the 

5 top and bottom of said floor, and in each story in which 

6 stud walls or partitions are constructed, and rest on walls 

7 or other partitions, said stud walls and partitions shall have 

8 the spaces between the floor joists immediately under such 

9 walls or partitions, and between studs, from the under sides 

10 of said floor joists to a line six inches above the top of said 

11 joists, filled solid and flush with the plastering on both 

12 sides with mortar, cement, plaster or other incombustible 

13 material, and if such studs or partitions shall rest upon 

14 solid timber or joists for the whole length thereof, such 

15 filling as above described shall be placed from the top of 

16 such timber or joists to the same height as above specified ; 

17 or a strip of tin or galvanized iron, at least one inch wider 

18 than the width of said studding, and continuing under the 

19 footing of said walls or partitions, may be substituted for 

20 the filling above specified, where there is no partition or 

21 wall beneath. The exterior and interior walls of all 

22 wooden buildings hereafter erected shall have the space 

23 between the studding at the top and bottom of each story 

24 divided or separated by a fire stop, so as to check eflfectu- 

25 ally the draft from one story to another, and from the ver- 

26 tical spaces in the walls to the horizontal passages between 

27 the floor timbers. The spaces between stringers or carri- 

28 ages of all wooden staircases, unless said stringers or car- 

29 riages are left exposed, shall be closed at intervals not 

30 e.xceeding three feet by substantial stops of incombustible 

31 material. 

1 Sect. 173. The various forms of construction tending 

2 to create or form air passages from one story to another, 

3 such as spaces around pipes, ventilating shafts or chimneys 

4 furred off to form breasts, in every building hereafter 

5 erected or altered, shall have a fire and smoke stop at each 

6 floor approved by the inspector, which fire and smoke stop 

7 in all buildings shall be of incombustible material. All 

8 ventilating ducts shall be of incombustible material. 

1 Sect. 174. No bay window, balcony or other projection 

2 shall be built upon the front wall of any building so as to 

3 project over the line of the street. 
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REVISED ORDINANCES OF UJo6. 

SAFEGUAltDS DURING BUILDING Ol'ERATIONS. 

1 Sect. 175. Whenever any person is about to erect or 

2 alter the exterior walls of a building within five feet of the 

3 line of a street, he shall cause the portion of the site of the 

4 building bordering upon the street to be enclosed by a 

5 proper fence not less than four feet high and at least five 

6 feet from the line of such building ; and the fence shall be 

7 made as much higher as the inspector of buildings shall di- 

8 rcct, and the same shall be maintained until all liability to 

9 accident from falling material ceases, and he shall maintain 

10 proper lights, if so required by the inspector, at both ends 

1 1 of .such enclosed space from sunset to sunrise. In erect- 

12 ing any building, no person shall place, deposit or suffer 

13 to remain in any street or highway any lumber or other 

14 building material, rubbish or remains of any old building, 

15 for a longer period than may be necessary for the prose- 

16 cution of the work which may be going on; and in case 

17 such material, rubbish or remains of an old building shall 

18 necessarily remain after dark, a .sufficient light shall be 

19 placed over or near the same, and kept from sunset to sun- 

20 rise. All rubbish from the erecting or repairing of any 

21 building, or the removal of an old building shall be carriec 

22 away by the person so erecting or repairing or removing 

23 such building, at such time as the street commissioner may 

24 direct ; and in case of neglect or refusal so to do. it shall be 

25 removed by the street commissioner at the expense of such 

26 person. .'\ny person violating any provision of this scc- 

27 tion shall be liable to a penalty of five dollars. 

SNOW GUARDS. 

1 Sect. 176. Every building erected upon the line, or 

2 within five feet of the line of any street, having a slated 

3 ])itch roof sloping toward said street, shall lie provided 

4 with suitable snow barriers or guards upon said roof to 

5 ])revcnt the snow sliding therefrom, the same to he con- 

6 strncted and applied to the .satisfaction of the inspector of 

7 buildings. 

1 Sect. 177. Every building hereafter erected for the use 

2 of the city of Newton, except wagon sheds and buildings 
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3 for temporary use, shall be built of stone or brick, and have 

4 slate, metal or composition roof covering and metal gut- 

5 ters, unless otherwise specifically ordered by a vote of two 

6 thirds of all members of the board of aldermen. 

1 Sect. 178. Whoever violates any of the provisions of 

2 the preceding sections of this chapter shall be liable to a 

3 penalty of not more than one hundred dollars. «. L.c. 104 § 1 . 

PLUMBING REGULATIONS. 

(E.Ntracts from the Revised Laws.) 

Chapter 103. Sect. 7. 

1 Each city or town of five thousand inhabitants * * * * shall by rules 

2 ordinance or by-law » ♦ » * prescribe rules and rc.ijulations for 

3 the materials, construction, alteration and inspection of * ♦ ♦ » drainage. 

4 fixtures, by and through which waste water and sewage is used and 

5 carried. • * * • But nothing in this section shall prevent the city 

6 council from making such rules and regulations in regard to plumb- 

7 ing and house drainage hitherto authorized by law, which are not 

8 inconsistent with any ordinance or by-law made under the author- Violations to 
ity of this section. Any person violating any provision of this act, ^ '^, 11 ;'.“'''** 
or any ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation made thereunder, shall • 

1 1 be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and be subject to a fine not ex- 

12 cecding fifty dollars for each and every violation thereof, and if 

13 such person has received a license under this act, his license may be 

14 revoked. 

HOUSE DRAINAGE AND CONNECTIONS. 

1 Sect. 179. The plumbing of every building shall be every^>uiliB?ig 

2 separately and independently connected with the public 

3 sewer when such sewer is provided, or with a proper and “uh'^wer 

4 sufficient drain connected thereto outside of the "“i>ooi. 

5 building; and if a sewer is not accessible, with a proper 

6 cesspool. 

QUALIFICATIONS OF PLUMBERS. 

1 Sect. i8o. No person shall engage in, or work at the 

2 business of plumbing as a master or employing plumber in 

3 this citv unless he has some recognized place of business in p'®?: of 

4 this or some other city or town in the state, and is duly 

5 licensed or certified to as such, in accordance with the laws 

6 of the commonwealth. 
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1 Sect. i8i. Licensed master and journeymen plumbers 

2 are required to renew their licenses annually. In this city 

3 the time of renewal shall be in J anuary of each year at the 

4 office of the inspector of buildings. Certified plumbers 

5 shall also submit their certificates for registration at the 

6 office of the inspector of buildings annually during the 
7, month of January. All plumbers shall always be prepared 

8 to exhibit or produce their license or certificate cards 

9 whenever called upon by the inspector of plumbing. 

Ain-UCATION FOR TERM IT. 

1 Sect. 182. Every plumber, before doing any work in 

2 any building, shall, except in the case of repairs of leaks. 

3 file at the office of the inspector of buildings upon blanks 

4 furnished for the purpose, an application for a permit to 

5 do such work. Such application shall describe in detail 

6 the material and style of fixtures proposed to be used and 

7 a sketch of the pipes in position, and no such work shall 

8 be commenced in arty building until the same is approved 

9 by the inspector of buildings and a permit issued therefor. 

10 The inspector of plumbing .shall, if necessary, examine the 

11 premises before a permit is granted. Such applications 

12 shall be signed by the plumber. 

INSPECTION AND TESTING. 

1 Sect. 183. No drain or pipes connecting therewith 

2 shall be covered or concealed from view until properly 

3 tested by the plumber in the presence and to the satisfac- 

4 tion of the inspector of plumbing, who shall examine the 

5 same within two working days after notification that they 

6 arc ready for inspection. On all new work, and on such 

7 old work as may be required by the inspector; the water 

8 test shall be used. When the test is applied, all iron pipe 

9 joints and connections of lead and brass with the iron must 

10 be completed from the roof down to the lower end of iron 

11 pii>es. .All iron hangers, clamps and other necessary sup- 

12 ports must also be in position and the pipes filled with 

13 water to the height required by the inspector. If, at the 

14 time of testing and examination, any leaks, defective or 
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15 patched material^, improper connections, or evidence of 

16 unskilled or inferior workmanship be found, the same 

17 shall be condemned by the inspector and ordered by him 

18 to be corrected or removed and no further progress shall 

19 be allowed upon the work until the same is done and the 

20 test renewed. If the test and examination be satisfactory, 

21 the inspector shall so certify on the application on file, and 

22 he shall thereafter from time to time examine the work 

23 while in progress. Should a plumber holding a permit for 

24 work in a building fail for a period of over two days to 

25 remedy any defects that may have been found and pointed 
‘ 26 out to him by the inspector, he shall not be granted any 

27 further permits until action is taken by the inspector of 

28 buildings. 

MATERIAL AND SIZE OF PIPE. 

1 Sect. 184. All drain pipes connecting buildings with 

2 the sewer or cesspools, shall be at least of four inches 

3 internal diameter, and all connecting waste and vent pipes 

4 shall be of sufficient size for the purposes required. They 

5 all, both within and as far as at least three feet outside of 

6 the building, shall be of extr,\ heavy cast iron. 

7 Lead may be used for short connections of waste pipes 

8 between traps and iron pipes. Drain pipes shall be carried 

9 upwards and through the roof, open and undiminished in 

10 size and to a height not less than two feet above the roof 

1 1 at upper side of pipe, and not less than five feet above the 

12 top of windows or openings into any building within fifteen 

13 feet of such pipe. Iron pipes, when passing through the 

14 roof or building, shall be made water tight with sheet 

15 copper or four pound sheet lead. All branches of soil or 

16 waste pipe of twenty feet or more in length shall be con- 

17 tinqed at full size through the roof, or connected with the 

18 main soil pipe at a point above the highest fixture in the 

19 building. All drain pipes shall be exposed to sight when 

20 practicable within the building and shall not be exposed to 

21 pressure where they pass through walls. Only iron size 

22 brass pipe not less than one and one half inches in diameter 

23 shall be used as a substitute for extra heavy cast iron for 

24 waste and vent pipes. All brass traps must be heavy and 
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fitted with iron size outlet connections. No house drain 
or private sewer shall pass under another house nor with- 
in four feet of the cellar wall of another. Iron drain, soil, 
waste and vent pipes shall l>e sound, free from sand holes, 
of uniform thickness throughout, and shall have an aver- 
age weight not less than that given in the following table :

CONSTRUCTION, ETC. 

Sect. 185. Iron drain, soil, waste or vent pipes run- 
ning horizontally through a building shall either be laid 
in trenches to uniform grade of not less than one half of 
an inch fall in each foot towards the sewer, suspended to 
floor timbers by strong iron hangers at same grade or 
properly secured to walls by heavy iron clamps, or dogs, 
or supported by brick piers laid on solid stone or ground 
foundation, and graded in a proper manner. Vertical 
drain, soil, waste or vent pipes shall be securely fastened to 
walls by strong iron clamps or other supports. 



Sect. 186. Fittings. Changes in direction of all iron 
drain, soil, or waste pipes shall be made with full Y 
branches and eighth bends, or other easily curved fittings. 
All branch connections shall be made through full Y 
branches, excep'^ th.Tt T’s may be used for vent pipes, and 
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6 T Y branches on vertical pipes for single connections of 

7 one fixture only. Extra heavy brass fittings, for lead and 

8 iron connections and clean outs, shall be used in all cases. 

9 Such fittings must be submitted to the inspector for ap- 

10 proval before being connected. 

11 Clean outs. Every drain, soil, waste and vent pipe shall 

12 have accessible heavy brass clean outs at such points as 

13 shall be necessary. If not already provided for in the plan 

14 submitted, they shall be so placed at such points as the in- 

15 sjicetor directs. A main clean out shall be located at or near 

16 the point where the drain leaves the building, and shall be so 

17 placed on the straight end of a full Y branch as to be at 

18 all times accessible, and to allow the introtluction of one 

19 inch sectional rods in three foot lenghts, coupled or 

20 screwed together so as to reach the sewer or cesspool in 

21 cases of stoppage. The main clean out shall not be placed 

22 below the surface of a cellar floor without the approval 

23 of the inspector of plumbing. When allowed to be so 

24 placed, the plumber shall have a brick trench built, with a 

25 movable cover set in a frame, and flush with the floor. 

26 This trench shall be at least three and a half feet long from 

27 face of clean out and of sufficient width so that the clean 

28 out can be easily opened and used. 

29 Joints. Joints on all iron pipes shall be made with 

30 oakum and soft molten lead, thoroughly caulked and left 

31 clean, and without paint or cement of any kind, until ap- 

32 proved by the inspector. Joints on lead waste or vent 

33 P'pes, or on lead connecting with bra.ss fittings, shall be of 

34 the kind known as “wiped joints” full size in all cases. No 

35 cup, wiped cup, overcast or other such joints will be 

36 allowed on the sewer side of traps. All connections of 

37 lead with' iron pipes shall be made with extra heavy brass 

38 ferrules, properly caulked into the iron hub, or with heavy 

39 brass socket nipples, into which the spigot end of iron pi;>e 

40 shall be caulked, as in joints of iron pipe. 

1 Sect. 187. Casings. All traps, waste and water pipes 

2 must be protected against frost by proper casing or cover- 

3 ing, and in exposed places packed with mineral wool or 

4 some other such material. All drain, soil, waste or vent 
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5 pipes shall be left exposed to sight, where it is practicable 

6 within the building. If not, the plumher shall be required 

7 to arrange with the carpenter or builder, so that the cas- 

8 ings and floors which may cover the pipes, couplings and 

9 clean outs can be easily and readily removed for repairs 

10 or examination, without disturbing permanent wood work, 

1 1 partitions or fixtures. 

TRAPS, WASTE AND AIR PIPES. 

1 Sect. i88. Every new drain pipe connecting the 

2 plumbing in any building with the sewer, shall be furnished 

3 with a proper main running trap, when required by the in- 

4 spector. This trap shall have a brass clean out screw 

5 caulked into it on the house side of the trap. It may be 

6 placed on either inside or outside of the building. If on 

7 the inside its outer end shall be connected to an arm of a 

8 Y branch, either direct or through a suitable bend, so that 

9 the main clean out for the drain can be placed on the 

10 straight run of the Y branch. On the house side, and near 

1 1 the inner end of this trap, a suitable fitting shall be placed 

12 to receive the fresh air inlet pipe. This air pipe shall in 

13 all cases be attached to drain pipe having a main trap 

14 thereon, but shall not be allowed to connect directly on to 

15 the trap itself. It shall be of four inch extra heavy iron. 

16 and carried through the wall to the outer air, to some con- 

17 venient point where the end can be made secure, standing 

18 some two feet above the surface of the ground, and at 

19 least ten feet away from all openings into any building, 

20 and finished with a return or turn down bend. Should the 

21 trap be located outside of the building, a proper manhole 

22 shall be constructed for it, with an iron cover, and the air 

23 and other pipes arranged in manner satisfactory to the in- 

24 spector. 

1 Sect. 189. Every sink, basin, bath tub, slop hopper, 

2 water closet, set of wash trays or other fixture, shall be 

3 furnished with a suitable and separate trap, placed within 

4 thirty inches of the fixture it serves, except that where 

5 a sink and set of trays, or a basin and bath tub are loca- 

6 ted not more than five feet apart, then one five inch round 
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7 trap placed between them may be used for both, but the 

8 inlet waste pipes must connect separately into the trap. 

9 The latter shall also be thus fitted, where a pocket can 

10 possibly be made in the bath room lloor. Where traps are 

11 located over ceilings, proper safes shall be placed under 

12 them. A grease trap shall be placed under or near the 

13 kitchen sink in hotels, restaurants or such other places as 

14 may be required by the inspector of buildings. This and 

15 all other traps shall be so placed that they can be readily 

16 opened for cleaning and inspection. 

17 I'Vaste Pipes. The waste pipes from traps of fixtures 

18 other than water closets, shall be of not less than two inch 

19 cast iron, and when placed under cellar floors shall be not 

20 less than three inches. Short connections of lead pipe of 

21 not less than one and one half inch bore may be run from 

22 traps to iron pipes, but such lead waste pipe connections 

23 shall not be branched into lead bends, without special per- 

24 mission of the inspector. 

1 Sect. 190. Air or Vent Pipes. All traps or fi.xtures 

2 other than water closets shall be protected from siphonage 

3 or air pressure by special pipes of a size not less than the 

4 waste pipes of the same fi.xture. These special pipes shall 

5 be arranged so as to be the direct continuation of the iron 

6 waste pipes, with proper branches for the trap outlets and 

7 shall be run direct and upwards through the roof, or 

8 to the main line of soil pipe above all fixtures. No bow 

9 vents shall be allowed except by special permission of the 

10 inspector. Air pipes shall be so constructed as not to allow 

1 1 the formation of a trap nor be used as waste pipes. The 

12 trap for the upper fixture on a line of soil or waste pipe, 

13 if within two feet of the stack in a horizontal line, shall 

14 not require a special air pipe, unless the outlet is branched 

15 into the stack more than nine inches below the water line 

16 of the trap. Air pipes for W'ater closet traps shall be of 

17 two inch bore for distances of thirty feet or less, and 

18 increased to three inches wdien extended beyond this 

19 distance. 

1 Sect. 191. No trap or quarter bend .shall be placed at 

2 the foot of a vertical soil or drain piin.-. No saddle hubs 
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3 will be allowed on any plumbing. No couplings shall be 

4 used in connections with traps, drain, soil, waste or air 

5 pipes on the outer side of traps, unless such couplings are 

6 “brass unions” having air tight ground joints. All traps, 

7 except the main running trap, shall have their screws below 

8 the water line or on the fixture or inner side of the trap. In 

9 no case shall a soil or waste pipe or air pipe from a soil or 

10 waste pipe be connected with a chimney. No ventilation 

11 shall be required from a deep drum trap in cases where 

12 there is no plumbing other than a sink waste, and in which 

13 no soil matter is admitted. 

1 Sect. 192. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under 

2 water closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, 

3 shall be run to some place in open sight ; and in no case 

4 shall any such pipe be connected directly with a drain, 

5 waste pipe or soil pipe. Waste pipes from refrigerators or 

6 other receptacles in which provisions are stored shall not 

7 be connected with a drain, soil pipe or other waste pipes, 

8 unless such waste pipes are provided with traps suitably 

9 ventilated and in every case there shall be an open tray 

10 between the trap and the refrigerator. In tenement or 

1 1 apartment houses, vertical lines of refrigerator wastes dis- 

12 charging into open air sinks, trays, dry wells or other 

13 receptacles, shall have a diameter of at least two inches 

14 and shall extend through the roof for ventilation. 

1 Sect. 193. No rain water conductor shall be connected 

2 with the house drain, sewer or cesspool. No rain water 

3 conductor shall be used as a soil, waste or vent pipe, nor 

4 connected therewith , nor shall any soil, waste or vent pipe 

5 be used as a rain water conductor. 

1 Sect. 194. No person shall discharge any contents of 

2 any privy vault, manure pit or carriage wash into a public 

3 drain or sewer except through an intervening catch basin, 

4 the outlet pipe of which shall be high enough above the 

5 bottom to prevent any but liquid contents from passing 

6 over into the drain or sewer. A sufficient trap shall be 

7 placed in every drain connecting such catch basin with a 

8 sewer. No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall con- 
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nect with a sewer, house drain, rain water conductor, soil, 
waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall discharge into a suit- 
able tank or condenser from which a proper outlet to the 
house drain shall be provided. 

WATER CLOSETS. 

Sect. 195. Every water closet shall be of a pattern sat- 
isfactory to the inspector of buildings and shall be sup- 
plied with water from a tank holding at least six gallons 
except when fitted with siphon valve and through a flush- 
ing pipe of not less than one and one quarter inch bore. A 
line of water closets adjoining each other on the same floor 
may be supplied from one tank of sufficient capacity to 
hold six gallons of water for each closet it serves. Water 
closets situated in exposed places may be so arranged as to 
be supplied with water directly from the main, but in all 
such cases the fixtures must be such as shall meet the 
approval of the inspector of buildings. No water closet 
shall be paced in an apartment that has not sufficient light 
and an opening of at least two square feet to the external 
air, unless there is a duct or pipe of at least four inches 
leading through a heated flue to the external air and open- 
ing under or near the scat. Each water closet and urinal 
shall have a separate local vent of at least two inch bore 
run independently or branched into a four inch pipe prop- 
erly secured, all joints soldered, and entering a cast iron 
pipe properly cemented into chimney. Combination, so 
called, or other water closets requiring a lead bend con- 
nection under the floor shall have a cast brass floor plate, 
properly soldered on to the bend. The flange of the water 
closet shall be securely bolted to this floor plate with a suit- 
able packing between, to insure a permanent water and gas 
tight joint. In all tenements or blocks on streets where 
there is a sewer, there shall be at least one water closet for 
each family or tenement. Whenever there are more than 
three closets, air pipes shall be not less than three inches 
in diameter. 

Sect. 196. These regulations apply to all new plumb- 
ing work hereafter constructed in this city. All alterations 
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3 made in plumbing' already in use must, in the future, be in 

4 accord with these regulations. Whoever violates any of 

5 the provisions of the foregoing sections one hundred and 

6 seventy nine to one hundred and ninety six inclusive, of 

7 this chapter shall be liable to a i>enalty of not more than 

8 fifty dollars.

1 Sect. 197. All questions as to the intent and meaning 

2 of the provisions of this ordinance shall be decided by the 

3 inspector of buildings : — provided that any person dissatis- 

4 fied or aggrieved by his decision may appeal to the board 

5 of aldermen, whose decision shall be final. 
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CHAPTER 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

1 Section 198. The board of trustees of the Newton Free 

2 Library shall consist of five persons who shall have 

3 charge of all the affairs of the Newton Free Library and 

4 its branches. 

1 Sect. 199. They shall annually choose, by ballot, one of 

2 their number to be president, also a secretary who may 

3 not be one of their number. The. president and secretary 

4 shall hold office for one year, or until others shall be elected 

5 in their stead. Vacancies in either of the foregoing offices 

6 may be filled for the remainder of the year at any meeting 

7 of said trustees. 

1 Sect. 200. The board of trustees may appoint a superin- 

2 tendent and a librarian, and such other employees as may 

3 be necessary for the proper care of the library, the building, 

4 and the grounds. 

1 Sect. 20T. The president shall be the presiding officer at 

2 the board. He may call special meetings whenever he shall 

3 deem it necessary. In his absence one of the trustees shall 

4 be elected president pro tempore. 

1 Sect. 202. The secretary shall keep a rcconl of the nieet- 

2 ings of the trustees, which shall be subject at all times to 

3 the inspection of the members thereof. 

1 Sect. 203. The superintendent, under the direction and 

2 cfintrol of the Iward of trustees, shall have charge of the 

3 library. He shall make a full and detailed report annually, 

4 and whenever called for by the board, of the condition and 

5 wants of the library. 

1 Sect. 204. All legacies, bequests, devises, donations, 

2 gifts, or grants heretofore made to the Newton Free Li- 

3 brary, its trustees or its managers, or to the city for the use 

4 and benefit of the Newton Free Library, or which shall 

5 hereafter be made to said library, or the city therefor, shall 
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6 be invested by the trustees, and the income thereof ex- 

7 pended for such use and benefit agreeably to the directions 

8 prescribed by the donor. 

1 Sect. 205. The trustees shall have the general care and 

2 control of the library, the interior of the building, its 

3 fixtures and furniture, and the care of the grounds, and the 

4 expenditure of all moneys appropriated therefor. They 

5 may make such rules and regidations for the use of the 

6 books and the reading room, and fix and enforce such pen- 

7 alties for their violation, as they deem expedient, subject 

8 at all times to such limitations, restrictions and amend- 

9 ments as the board of aldermen may direct. This section 

10 shall apply to the several branches of the library for 

11 which provision is made in whole or in part by the city 

12 government. 

1 Sect. 206. Whenever there shall be occasion for repairs

STREET department. 

PART I. 

PUBI.IC STREETS AND WAYS. 

Section 210. .Ml jietitions for laying out, widening, al- 
tering, or discontinuing any street or way shall be present- 
ed to the board of aldermen, and referred to the committee 
on public works. 

Sect. 21 i. No street or highway shall be laid out or ac- 
cepted by the city, of a width less than forty feet, unless the 
same shall have been actually opened and used for public 
travel prior to January i, 1874. 

Sect. 212. No street or way constructed on private lands 
by the owners thereof shall be hereafter recommended by 
any committee or officer of the city government to the 
board of aldermen for acceptance or laying out. as a public 
street of the city of Newton, unless previously constructed 
and completed in accordance with the following specifica- 
tions. 

Sect. 213. No street or way constructed on private lands 
by the owners thereof shall be hereafter laid out or ac- 
cepted as a public street of the city of Newton, unless pre- 
viously constructed and completed in accordance with the 
specifications hereinafter set forth. 

S pecifications. 

(a) A plan and profile of every street shall be filed in the 
office of the city engineer, who shall fi.x the grade thereof. 

(b) Every such street shall be constructed not less than 
forty feet in width, and conform accurately to the cross- 
section plan hereto annexed, and shall have a road bed 
equal to two thirds of the width of said street. 
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12 (c) The entire area of every such street shall be first 

13 cleared of all stumps, roots, brush and like material, and 

14 all trees not intended for preservation. All trees intended 

15 for preservation shall be protected from injury by means 

16 of boxes or fenders. 

17 (d) All loam and loamy material shall be removed 

18 from the limits of the street, inclusive of sidewalks, to such 

19 depth as may be approved by the city engineer, and shall 

20 be carefully deposited in j)iles or spread on either side of 

21 the street, but in no case within the limits of such street. 

22 (e) All work in excavation or embankment shall be 

23 brought accurately to a subgrade of not less than eight 

24 inches for the roadway and four inches for the sidewalk 

25 below finished grade, as shown on said profile and cross- 

26 section. All side slopes in excavation and on the adjoining 

27 land shall be at the ratio of at least two horizontal to one 

28 vertical, to a subgrade twelve inches below finished grade. 

29 (f) .'\11 rock and boulders in excavation shall he re- 

30 moved from the street or used in embankments. Embank- 

31 ments shall be made of clean sand, gravel, cinders, furnace 

32 slag, sound rock or broken stone only. Under no circum- 

33 stances shall any perishable material be used for the mak- 

34 ing of street embankments. 

35 (iO Above said subgrade and to finished grade, good 

36 bimling gravel shall be used, except upon the edges of the 

37 sidewalks, where loam shall be placed, as shown on cross- 

38 section hereto annexed. Both the roadway and sidewalks 

39 shall be thoroughly watered and rolled. The side slopes 

40 either in excavation or embankment shall be covered with 

41 good loam, at least eight inches in depth, carefully rolled, 

42 and so applied as to insure against sli])ping. 

43 (/i) The sloping of the sides of every such street shall 

44 be thoroughly st)wn with clean, sound grass seed, and care- 

45 fully rolled. The loam filling along the edges of the sidc- 

46 walks shall be carefully covered with good fresh sods, laid 

47 in the best manner, all of wlfich shall be done at such times 

48 and seasons as may be approved by said city engineer. 
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49 (i) Side gutters on every such street having a grade 

50 of five per cent, or over, must be paved, at least three feet 

51 wide, with stone or concrete approved by said city en- 

52 gineer. 

5 3 (/) Every street having a continuous grade for more 

54 than three hundred feet shall have catch basins and grates, 

55 of kind and dimensions approved by said city engineer, 

56 built on both sides of the street, and connected with a per- 

57 manent drainage outlet, duly and permanently secured to 

58 the city by proper legal instruments. 

59 (k) All corners of intersecting streets shall be rounded 

60 as approved by said city engineer, and granite bounds shall 

61 be set at all angles and curves by the owners, at their own 

62 expense, and under the direction of said city engineer.

1 Sect.- 214. Whenever any highway, street, sidewalk, or 

2 bridge is unsafe for travel, the street commissioner shall 

3 erect suitable barriers to prevent travel upon such parts 

4 thereof as arc unsafe, and shall cause such places to be

1 Sect. 215. Numbers in regular series, to be designated

1 Sect. 233. No person shall distribute, handbills in any 

2 street or square without the pennission of the street com- 

3 missioner. 

1 Sect. 234. No person shall wash or clean carriages or 

2 horses in the streets, or cause them to be washed or cleaned 

3 therein. 

1 Sect. 235. No person shall expose in or upon any street 

2 or public grounds any table or device of any kind by or 

3 upon which any game of hazard or chance can be played ; 

4 nor shall any person play any such game at such table or 

5 device, in or upon any street or public grounds in the city. 

1 Sect. 236. No person shall place or keep any table, stall, 

2 booth or other structure, in any street or public grounds 

3 in the city, for the sale of food, fruit, merchandise or other 

4 thing, without permission first obtained from the street 

5 commissioner. 

1 Sect. 237. No person shall, except in the performance 

2 of some legal duty, discharge any fire arm upon or across 

3 any street or public grounds within the city, e.xcept by

PART II. 

PARKS AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

Section 255. No person shall climb a tree on any park 
or other public ground, nor tie a horse or other animal to, 
nor post a bill, nor place a sign upon or around any tree on 
any park or other public ground of the city. 

Sect. 256. No person, unless by permission of the street 
commissioner, shall ride, lead or drive a horse in or upon 
parks or other public grounds, except upon the driveways 
thereof. 

Sect. 257. No owner or keeper of a horse or other graz- 
ing animal shall suffer the same to go at large or feed upon 
any park or public grounds. 

Sect. 258. No person, except by permission of the 
street commissioner, and for some public use, shall dig or 
carry away any sward, gravel, sand, turf or earth from, 
nor carry or cause to be carried, upon any park or other 
public grounds any carcass, ordure, filth, dirt, stones or 
any offensive matter whatever, or throw or place thereon 
any stones, sand, gravel, tan, earth, rubbish or other sub- 
stance. 

Sect. 259. No person shall shake or otherwise clean a 
carpet on any park or other public grounds ; and no person 
shall commit a nuisance thereon. 

Sect. 260. No person, except b\' the permission of the 
street commissioner, shall engage in a game of ball, foot 
ball, base ball or other athletic sports, upon any park 
or public grounds, e.xcept upon such portions thereof as 
may be set apart for such purposes. 
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Sect. 261. No person, except by permission of the 
mayor, shall deliver a sermon, lecture, address or dis- 
course on any park or other public grounds. 

Sect. 262. No person, except by permission of the street 
commissioner, shall expose for sale or sell any goods, 
wares or merchandise on any park or other public grounds, 
nor erect or maintain a booth, stand, tent or apparatus of 
any kind, for purpose of amusement or show theieon. 

Sect. 263. No person shall pull up, break, cut or deface 
any of the seats, fences or railing upon or around any park 
or other public grounds, nor deface any monument or 
statue on any park or public grounds. 

Sect. 264. No person shall walk, stand, sit or lie down 
in or upon, or pull a flower or plant out of a flower bed, on 
any park or public grounds, nor suffer a dog or other ani- 
mal belonging to him, or in his charge, to stand or walk 
upon such flower bed. 

Sect. 265. No person shall stand, walk or lie upon the 
grass in any park or public grounds where such walk- 
ing, standing or lying has been prohibited, and notice of 
such prohibition given to the public by legible notices 
placed on such park or public grounds. 

Sect. 266. No person shall throw a stone, snowball or 
other missile on any park or public grounds. 

PART m. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

Section 267. The word drain, when used in ordinances 
and orders, shall be constnied to mean a i>ij)e or conduit 
for the conveyance of storm or surface water, and the 
word saver, when so used, shall lie construed to mean pipes 
or conduits for the conveyance of house sewage and 
ground or subsoil water only. 

Sect. 268. The city engineer shall make and prepare all 
needed s])ecifications describing and governing the work 
of construction, and shall make plans and profiles of all 
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4 main drains and common sewers, showing their location 

5 with reference to other drains and sewers and the street 

6 lines, and showing the location of all private drains or pri- 

7 vate sewers entering them ; such plans and profiles shall be 

8 filed in the office of the city clerk, and after being so filed, 

9 shall be deposited in the office of the city engineer, which 

10 shall be deemed a part of the office of the city clerk for the 

1 1 keeping of said plans. He shall keep an accurate account 

12 of the cost and expenses of each main drain and common 

13 sewer. 

1 Sect. 269. Whenever any street shall be opened for lay- 

2 ing or repairing water or gas pipes, or for. any other pur- 

3 poses, the work shall be executed so as not to obstruct the 

4 course, capacity or construction of a main drain or corn- 
s' mon sewer; and whenever pipes for that purpose, or any 

6 work of construction, shall be found to exist in such loca- 

7 cation as to interfere with the main drain or common 

8 sewer, the corporation, person or persons having charge 

9 of or maintaining the same, shall, on notice, at once re- 

10 move, change or alter such pipe, in such manner as the 

11 street commissioner shall direct, and if they neglect or 

12 refuse so to do, said street commissioner may make, or 

13 cause to be made, such removal, change or alterations, and 

14 the cost of the same shall be paid by the said corporation, 

1 5 person or persons. 

1 Sect. 270. Fifty per centum of the expense of the system 

2 of sewers heretofore adopted shall be paid by the city of 

3 Newton. Assessments of the remaining fifty per centum 

4 shall be made upon owners of estates within the territory 

5 of said system by a fixed uniform rate based upon the esti- 

6 mated average cost of all the sewers therein, both accord- 

7 ing to the frontage of such estates on any street or way 

8 where a sewer is constructed, and according to the area of 

9 such estates within a fixed depth of one hundred and eighty 

10 feet from such street or way; but no assessment in respect 

1 1 to any such estate which by reason of its grade or level or 

12 for any other cause cannot be drained into such sewer shall 

13 be made, certified or notified until such incapacity is re- 

14 moved. Where such estates abut upon more than one 
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15 street or way, such assessments shall be assessed upon one 

16 such street or way, and upon so much of such other street 

17 or streets as is not exempted by the board whose duty it is 

18 to make the assessment, and said board may exempt from 

19 assessment so much of the frontage on such other street or 

20 streets as it deems just and equitable. 

21 The said estimated average cost of all the sewers in said 

22 system is hereby fixed at two dollars and sixty eight and 

23 one half cents per running foot, the same having been 

24 so found and determined. The said fixed uniform rate to 

25 be assessed upon estates is hereby established at fifteen 

26 cents upon each foot of frontage on any street or way 

27 where a sewer is constructed, and five and one half mills 

28 upon each square foot of area within said fixed depth of 

29 one hundred and eighty feet from such street or way, the 

30 same having been so found and determined. 

31 Owners of estates or parts of estates not liable to assess- 

32 ments as aforesaid, or not in fact assessed, shall pay for the 

33 use of common sewers for the disposal of their sewage 

34 from such estates or parts of estates, such reasonable sum 

35 as the board of aldermen shall determine. 

36 The city engineer shall prepare and submit to the board 

37 of aldermen plans of the estates to be assessed, showing 

38 the owners’ names, frontage, an<l areas, together with a 

39 schedule showing the assessments on the estates abutting 

40 and benefitted. The amount ascertained, assessed and cer- 

41 tified by the mayor and aldermen shall be entered upon 

42 the plan prepared for assessment, and shall form a lien 

43 against the estate until the same is paid. The city clerk 

44 shall forthwith furnish the board of assessors and the 

45 city collector with a certified copy of such schedule with 

46 the order of the board of aldermen thereon, as approved 

47 by the mayor, and the board of assessors shall immediately 

48 make bills and notices thereof properly numbered for 

49 identification of the assessments as set forth in the sched- 

50 ule, and shall deliver the same to the city collector. They

65 thereon at the rate of five per centum per annum, shall be 
6f) added to the next annual tax bill thereafter. The board of 

67 assessors shall furnish to the city collector a list of all 

68 assessments ajiportioned as above, and the bills for said 

69 apportioned assessments shall be returned to the assesors, 

70 who shall mark the same apportioned and cancelled and 

71 retain them, and return the coupons thus marked to the 

72 city collector. They shall furnish the city auditor with a 

73 certificate of the aggregate of such apportioned asscss- 

74 ments. 

1 Sect. 271. All applications for the construction of pri- 

2 vate sewers and house connections and their entrance into 

3 common sewers, and for permission to enter the same, shall 

4 be in such form as the street commissioner shall prescribe, 

5 and be filed w'ith him. All such private sewers within street 

6 limits and their entrances into common sewers shall be con- 

7 structed, maintained, and kept in repair by the street com- 

8 missioner, or by properly authorized persons acting under 

9 his supervision and inspection, and shall be the property of 

10 the city, and the co.st thereof shall be paid by the owmers of 

1 1 the estates connected, as required by law. The cost of all 

12 repairs made thereon shall be paid by the owners of the 

1 3 estates connected. 

1 Sect. 272. No person other than the street commis- 

2 sioner or city employees acting under his direction and 

3 supervision shall construct any private sewer within street 

4 limits, or connect the same with any common sewer, or dig 

5 up any street for such purpose. 

I Sect. 273. All applications for entering private drains 
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2 into any main drains shall be in such form as the street 

3 commissioner shall prescribe, and be filed with him. No 

4 person shall enter a private drain into a main drain without 

5 a permit from the said street commissioner, nor without 

6 first paying such sum as the board of aldermen shall de- 

7 termine for the privilege. 

1 Sect. 274. Whenever any private drain or private sewer 

2 connecting with anv main drain or common sewer shall be- drains and 

° * sewers. 

3 come clogged, obstructed, broken, out of order or detri- 

4 mental to the use of said main drain or common sewer, or . 

5 unfit for the purpose of drainage, the owner or other per- 

6 son having charge of any building, yard, lot of land, or 

7 other ])remises which are drained by said private drain or 

8 private sewer, shall, within five days after notice in writ- 

9 ing from the street commissioner, remove, reconstruct, 

10 alter, cleanse or repair said private drain or private sewer, 

11 as the condition thereof may require. In case of neglect 

12 or refusal to remove, reconstruct, repair, alter or cleanse 

13 said private drain or private sewer for such space of five 

14 days, the street commissioner shall cause the same to be 

15 removed, reconstructed, repaired, altered or cleansed, as 

16 he may deem ex|)edient, at the expense of the owner,‘or 

17 persons having charge of same, who shall also be liable to a 

18 penalty of not more than twenty dollars for such neglect 

19 or refusal. 

1 Sect. 275. No exhaust from steam engines, and no blow No exhaust 

2 off from steam boilers, shall be connected with any com- sewers. 

3 mon sewer, or any main drain, or any private sewer or 

4 drain connected therewith. 



1 Sect. 276. No private sewers between the street limits Eayins of 

2 and the building to be drained shall be laid except by the 

3 street commissioner, or persons properly authorized acting 

4 under his supervision and inspection. Whenever it may be 

5 deemed necessary, the board of aldermen may license such layers. 

6 private sewer layers as apply and are found competent. 

7 Said licenses shall remain in force until the first day of the 

8 succeeding April, unless sooner revoked. No such private 
.. 9 sewer, if of vitrified pipe, shall be laid of a size less than 

10 five inches, or a greater size than six inches interior diam- 
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11 eter; and if of iron it shall not be of a less size than four 

12 inches, or a greater size than five inches interior diameter, 

13 and shall be of extra heavy pipe, and all the work shall be 

14 done as directed by the street commissioner and subject to 

15 his inspection and approval. No such private sewer shall 

16 be laid by a licensed private sewer layer without a permit 

17 in writing from the street commissioner, and on the com- 

18 pletion of the work, the permit shall be returned to the 

19 office of the street commissioner, indorsed by the layer of 

20 the sewer, with the statement of his proceedings there- 

21 under. Each permit shall be subject to the provisions of 

22 this ordinance, and shall state in detail the premises to 

23 which it applies, and the time, place, manner, and construc- 

24 tion of such entrance. 
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1 Sect. 277. Every person licensed as provided in the 

2 preceding section shall, before performing any work by 

3 virtue of such license, execute a bond to the city in the sum 

4 of not less than two thousand dollars, with two good and 

5 sufficient sureties, to be approved by the mayor, conditioned 

6 that he shall comply with the terms of the permit under 

7 which the work is performed ; that he will cause the exca- 

8 vations to be properly fenced along the street line ; that he 

9 will maintain one or more lighted lanterns in a conspicu- 

10 ous place over the obstructions, from sunset to sunrise, 

1 1 and through the whole night, that he will projierly make 

12 all connections and joints in every private sewer con- 

13 structed by him, and will leave no obstructions of any 

14 description in said private sewer; that he will properly 

15 close up the excavation, that he will use materials of a 

16 quality approved by the city engineer, that he will perform 

17 all work in a thorough and workmanlike manner under 

18 inspection of the city engineer, and that he will guarantee 

19 the same and make good any defects in materials and 

20 workmanship, and keep and maintain the trenches in repair 

21 for a period of six months from completion of the work, 

22 and that he will indemnify and hold harmless the city of 

23 Newton from any damages or cost to which it may be put 

24 by reason of damages or injuries sustained by any person, 

25 resulting from neglect or carelessness in making or repair- 

26 ing such sewer, or in not properly fencing or lighting any 
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27 excavation or obstruction, or in performing any work 

28 connected therewith. 

1 Sect. 278. The crown of each sewer laid out by the 

2 board of aldermen shall be established as the grade for 

3 drainage and sewerage for the territory for which such 

4 sewer is laid out. The bottom of the cellar or basement 

5 cellar of every building hereafter constructed shall be at 

6 such an elevation that the private drain or private sewer 

7 from said cellar or basement cellar shall have a fall of at 

8 least one in fifty to the crown of the main drain or common 

9 sewer, unless the board of aldermen shall otherwise per- 

10 mit. If any person constructs or attempts to construct or 

1 1 use any cellar or basement cellar in violation of this sec- 

12 tion, the board of aldermen may order the owner or occu- 

13 pant of such cellar or basement cellar so to alter and 

14 construct the same as to conform to the requirements 

15 hereof ; and if such owner or occupant fails to comply with 

16 such order within ten days after service thereof according 

17 to law, said board of aldermen may cause the required al- 

18 terations to l)e made therein, the expense whereof shall 

19 constitute a lien upon the land wherein such cellar or base- 

20 ment cellar shall be constructed, and upon the building or 

21 buildings thereon erected, and may be collected in the man- 

22 ner provided by law for the collection of taxes upon real 

23 estate. 

1 Sect. 279. Every sewer or drain laid in any land or 

2 street or way, public or private, opened or proposed to be 

3 • opened for public travel and accommodation, shall be 

4 deemed to be a common sewer or main drain, and no such 

5 sewer or drain shall be laid or connected with any exist- 

6 ing common sewer, except by an order of the board of 

7 aldermen. 

PART IV. 

general PROVTSIONS. 

1 Section 280. Upon the completion of any work under 

2 the authority of law or any order of the board of alder- 

3 men authorizing the assessment of betterments, except for 

4 sewers, the street commissioner shall forthwith report 
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5 thereon to the board of aldermen and to the city engi- 

6 neer, stating in said report the cost of said work, and the 

7 damages, if any, paid for land and buildings taken, also 

8 that said work has been done under provisions of law au- 
g thorizing the assessment of betterments; and said report 

10 shall state such other facts as he may deem necessary for 

1 1 the levying of such assessment for betterments. 
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1 Sect. 281. Whenever the street commissioner shall sell 

2 any property of the city, or shall do or cause any work to 

3 be done for an individual for which any sum shall become 

4 due to the city, he shall enter in books, to be kept for that 

5 purpose, such sales, and all work done, with the price or 

6 just value thereof. 
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CHAPTER XX. 

TREASURY AND COLLECTING DEPARTMENTS. 

1 Section 282. The city treasurer shall be the city col- 

2 lector, and shall have charge of the treasury and collect- 

3 ing departments, and the books, documents anti papers 

4 thereof. He shall give bond, with sufficient sureties, to 

5 the satisfaction of the mayor, for the faithful performance 

6 of his duties as treasurer and collector. He shall receive, 

7 receipt for and have the care and custody of the current 

8 funds of the city, and also of all moneys, property, and se- 

9 curities which may be in his charge by virtue of any statute, 

10 ordinance or by virtue of any gift, devise, bequest or de- 

1 1 posit. He shall negotiate all loans authorized by the board 

12 of aldermen, and shall sign all bonds, notes and certificates 

13 of indebtedness issued for such loans. 

1 Sect. 283. The trcasu'rer shall pay all warrants drawn 

2 by the mayor, for the payment of accounts and claims, 

3 duly approved as provided by ordinance; also all bonds or 

4 certificates of indebtedness issued by the city, and the in- 

5 terest on the same as they become due, and shall cancel all 

6 such bonds or certificates of indebtedness and coupons 

7 when paid ; he shall pay final judgments of the courts upon 

8 warrant of the mayor. He shall charge such payments to 

9 the accounts indicated on the orders drawn by the city 

10 aiulitor and included in the mayor’s warrant. He shall 

11 also make a daily report of his receipts to the city auditor 

12 in suitable form. 

1 Sect. 284. The treasurer shall annually, and oftener if 

2 required, lay before the board of aldermen a statement of 

3 the condition of the city treasury, and all moneys received 

4 and paid by him during the current year. He shall make 

5 up his annual account to and including the last day of De- 

6 cember. He shall furnish such information respecting the 

7 accounts and finances as the board of aldermen may re- 

8 quire. Tlie committee on finance shall have access to all 
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9 books and vouchers of the city in his possession. 

1 Sect. 285. The collector, whenever an account is deliv- 

2 cred to him for collection, as hereinbefore provided, shall 

3 forthwith demand payment of the same; if any such ac- 

4 count remains unpaid after three months, he shall proceed 

5 to collect the same by legal process, and this he may do at 

6 any time before the expiration of said three months if, in 

7 his judgment or the opinion of the city solicitor, the inter- 

8 csts of the city so require. 

1 Sect. 286. The mayor shall, and the board of aldermen 

2 may at the close of each financial year, and at such other 

3 times as he or they deem expedient, cause the accounts of 

4 the treasurer and collector and auditor to be examined and 

5 audited, and for this purpose shall have access to all books 

6 and vouchers of the city, shall compare the accounts with 

7 the vouchers, ascertain whether all moneys due the city 

8 have been collected and accounted for, examine all notes 

9 and securities in the treasurer’s hands, and report to the 

10 hoard of aldermen. • 

1 Sect. 287. The bond of the city treasurer shall be kept 

2 by the ma)'or ; the bonds of other city officers shall be kept 

3 by the treasurer, unless otherwise provided by law. 

1 Sect. 288. The treasurer shall receive all sums of money 

2 paid under the provisions of section one hundred and sixty 

3 three of chapter one hundred and two of the revised laws, 

4 and shall forthwith credit the amount of such money to the 

5 .salaries appropriation for schools. 

1 Sect. 289. He shall keep, in books provided for that 

2 purpose, an accurate and true account of all his receipts 

3 and payments as city treasurer and collector of taxes, 

4 making the same conform, as nearly as may be, with the 

5 accounts kept by the city auditor. He shall, unless other- 

6 wise provided, credit to an income account of each depart- 

7 ment all sums received on its account. 

1 Sect. 290. After heads of departments shall have fur- 

2 nished weekly pay rolls of such employees in their respec- 
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3 live departments as are entitled by law to be paid weekly, 

4 and shall have furnished monthly pay rolls for all other 

5 employees, staling the name and residence of each em- 

6 ployee, the time for which the payment is to be made, the 

7 rate of wages and the amount due him, and after such pay 

8 rolls shall have been properly approved and certified, the 

9 treasurer shall, in person or by deputy, make payment to 

10 such employee, his authorized agent or attorney, and shall 

1 1 take therefor the receipt of no other person than such 

12 employee, agent or attorney. The city treasurer shall pay 

1 3 all employees of the city whose names are borne upon such 

14 pay rolls, cither in person at the city hall, or by sending a 

15 deputy to pay such persons at the places, where they arc 

16 employed. He may also make the neces.sary arrangements 

17 for the transportation of such deputy to the places as afore- 

18 said. 

1 Sect. 291. The city collector, as soon as possible after 

2 receiving any tax list, warrant, tax bills and notices of 

3 same, shall forthwith send such notice to the person as- 

4 sessed, resident and non resident, of the amount of his tax. 

5 If he shall send such notice through the mail, he shall post 

6 pay and direct the same to the city or town which was the 

7 place of residence of such person on the first day of May 

8 of the year in which the tax was assessed, and if to a resi- 

9 dent of this city, shall direct it to the street and numlier of 

10 his residence, if possible. He shall keep in his office all 

1 1 tax bills until paid except as otherwise provided in this 

12 chapter. He shall perform such duties relative to the col- 

13 lection of water bills as are set forth in the ordinance 

14 relating thereto. 

1 Sect. 292. When the city collector receives from the 

2 assessors tax lists, bills and notices thereof, for poll taxes 

3 assessed on persons who are assessed for poll tax only, he 

4 shall immediately send such notices to the persons so as- 

5 sessed, and if he shall send such notices through the mail, 

6 he shall postpay and direct the same as in the case of the 

7 notices provided for in the preceding section. If such poll 

8 taxes be not paid as required by such notices, the collector 

9 shall forthwith proceed to collect the same in the manner 
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10 provided by the laws of the commonwealth for the collec- 

1 1 tion of taxes from delinquents. 

1 Sect. 293. When it becomes necessary to divide a tax, 

2 the city collector shall return the original bill to the asses- 

3 sors, who shall issue new bills in place thereof to the treas- 

4 urer, and shall indicate the changes made on the tax list by 

5 proper entries and cross references, which shall also appear 

6 iqjon the bills. The original bill shall be cancelled and 

7 retained by tbe as.sessors and the coupon thereof cancelled 

8 and returned to the treasurer. 

1 Sect. 294. The treasurer shall receive all sums of 

2 money paid under the provisions of chapter four hundred 

3 and sixty three, part three, section one hundred and thirty 

4 seven of the acts of nineteen hundred and six, and shall 

5 forthwith credit the amount of such money to the appro- 

6 priation for street department, street railway account. 
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CHAPTER XXI. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

1 Section 295. The water commissioner sliall keep full, 

2 complete and detailed records of all his doings and corrc- 

3 spondcncc; also similar records and accounts of all work 

4 done by the department, showing the kind of work done, 

5 the location and cost thereof, and the account to which it 

6 is charged. 

7 He shall also keep a full record of the name of each 

8 water taker, the location and description of the building in 

9 which the w-ater is used, the character of its use, the kind 

10 of service, the quantity supplied, and the amount charged 

1 1 therefor, all properly arranged for convenient reference. 

12 He shall also keep a full record of the amount of water 

13 daily pumped, consumed and in store; and, generally, of 

14 all facts pertaining to the condition and use of the works 

15 which may be desirable for reference. 

1 Sect. 296. All books of accounts and records in the de- 

2 partment shall, at all times, be open to the inspection of 

3 any committee of the board of aldermen designated to 

4 examine them. 

1 Sect. 297. The water commissioner shall notify the 

2 city engineer of all proposed e.xtensions of w^atcr mains, 

3 service pipes and their appurtenances and the city engineer 

4 shall thereupon establish the lines and grades and location 

5 for such extensions and furnish a plan of same to the water 

6 commissioner. 

1 Sect. 298. The water commissioner shall attach a meter 

2 to all services supplying other fixtures than faucets ; also 

3 to services supplying only faucets where more than three 

4 are used. The water commissioner shall also furnish 

5 meters to all water takers who desire to use them, regard- 

6 le.ss of the fixtures supplied. 

7 All meters hereafter set shall be furnished, maintained 

8 and renewed at the cost of the city; and the water com- 
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9 missioner shall charge an annual rental therefor ; provided 

10 nevertheless, that any meter injured through the- negli- 

1 1 gence of a water taker, or by frost, shall be repaired at his 

12 expense. 

1 Sect. 299. All premises where water is taken may at any 

2 reasonable time be inspected by a properly authorized offi- 

3 cer of the department; and full authority is hereby given 

4 to the water commissioner to order such inspection when- 

5 ever he shall deem it for the interests of the department. 

1 Sect. 300. The owner and the occupant of the premises 

2 in which water is used who fails to protect his meter from 

3 frost, or fails to keep the service pipes and fixtures in good 

4 order, and neglects to repair them in three days after they 

5 have become defective, or neglects to shut off the water 

6 to prevent waste, shall be liable to a forfeiture of two 

7 dollars; and if the forfeiture is not paid within two days 

8 after notice, the water shall be cut off, and shall not be let 

9 on until the waste is stopped and the fine paid, together 

10 with two dollars for shutting off and letting on the water. 

1 1 In case of a second offense within one year the water 

12 shall be shut off, and shall not be let on until the payment 

13 of such forfeit, not exceeding ten dollars, as the water 

14 commissioner shall impose. 

1 Sect. 301. All service pipes shall be laid by the water 

2 commissioner. Applications for such pipes shall be made 

3 upon blank forms furnished at the office of the water com- 

4 missioner. When the estimated cost of the applicant’s 

5 part has been deposited the pipes shall be laid. From the 

6 main to the street line the work shall be done at the ex- 

7 pensc of the city, unless an applicant wishes a service pipe 

8 laid when there is frost in the ground, in which case he 

9 shall pay the extra expense caused by the frost, the re- 

10 maindcr at the cost of the applicant. The account shall 

1 1 be adjusted, and any balance paid before the water is 

12 turned on. 

1 Sect. 302. Extensions of main pipe shall only be made 

2 when authorized by the board of aldermen. Applications 

3 therefor must be made upon the blanks furnished by the 
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water commissioner, upon which shall be indorsed the esti- 
mate of the probable cost of the extension desired. No 
such application shall be considered by the water commis- 
sioner unless accompanied by a written agreement, binding 
the applicant or other responsible party to guarantee to 
the city annually, for such period as the board of alder- 
men may detennine, a sum equal to five per cent, of the 
total cost of the extension, but the applicant shall in no 
case he required to guarantee on a sum greater than the 
estimated cost of a six inch pipe. All receipts for water 
sold from such e.xtension, and no other, shall be credited 
to the party making such guaranty, as payments upon 
account of same. 

Applications for extensions of mains through private 
ways or grounds shall in no case be granted unless the 
owner thereof executes a proper instrument securing to 
the city the right of permanent occupation, free from any 
acts of interference that shall affect the safety of the pipe, 
and securing to the department free right of entrance for 
purposes of inspection and maintenance. Nothing in this 
section, however, shall be construed as affecting the right 
of the board of aldermen to authorize the extension of a 
water main without guaranty, if, upon a vote taken by yea 
and nay, two thirds of the members present and voting 
shall vote to do so. 
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1 Sect. 303. All bills for water, including the minimum Paymcni and 

2 charge for water furnished by meter and meter rents, “atcr'bnis!’* 

3 shall be payable to the city treasurer in advance, on the 

4 first day of March annually. Bills for specific supiilies, 

5 or for a part of a year and fines and penalties, shall be paid 

6 before the water is let on. Where water is supplied by the 

7 meter, the excess over minimum rates shall be payable Sfm'munT" 

8 semi annually on the first day of March and of September, ptyaVic.*'"' 

9 for the six months next preceding. All bills above men- 

10 tioned and notices thereof properly numbered for identifi- 

11 cation shall be made in the office of the water conimis- 

12 sioner. The bills and notices shall be delivered to the city 

13 collector as soon as made out and the city collector shall 

14 thereupon send out the notices and retain the bills until 

15 paid. The water commissioner shall deliver to the city 
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auditor a certificate of the aRpregate amount of such bills, 
stating the sums to be credited to the respective accounts 
of his department. 

Sect. 304. In every case of the non payment of the water 
rent for thirty days after the same is due, the city collector 
shall cause a written demand to be left at the premises 
where the water is taken, or mailed to the owner or occu- 
pant thereof and unless the rent is paid within three days 
thereafter, together with twenty cents for the demand, the 
city collector shall give immediate written notice thereof 
to the water commissioner and thereupon the water com- 
missioner shall cut off the supply, unless said rent unpaid 
is due from another and previous owner and occupant of 
said building or premises. The water shall not be let on 
until the amount due, together with said fee and two dol- 
lars for the shutting off and letting on, is paid. The occu- 
pant of any tenement shall be liable for the payment of the 
rent for the use of water in such tenement and the owner 
shall also be liable, if on being notified of such use, he does 
not object thereto. 

Sect. 305. The annual price for water shall be in ac- 
cordance with the following schedule. 

The water commissioner is hereby authorized to make 
abatements and rebates in all proper cases ; no special rates, 
however, shall be allowed. He shall certify to the city 
auditor at the close of each month the amounts of abate- 
ments and rebates respectively so made. In any case not 
provided for in this schedule, the water commissioner shall 
set a meter, and charge for the water at meter rate.

1 Sect. 306. Any plumber, or other person, who shall 

2 make any alteration in, or addition to, any water pipe or

6 fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 



1 Sect. 307 . Whoever opens any hydrant, or removes the 

2 cap thereof, or opens or makes any connection with any 

3 pipe or reservoir, or turns off or on the water in any pipe 

4 or reservoir, without the permission of the water commis- 

5 sioner, e.xcept in case of fire, shall be liable to a penalty of 

6 not less than three or more than twenty dollars ; provided, 

7 however, that in case of emergency the water may l^c 

8 turned off by any employee of the city, who shall in such 

9 case immediately give notice at the office of the water com- 
10 missioner. 



1 Sect. 308. Whoever without the authorization of the 

2 water commissioner, fishes in the reservoirs, or bathes 

3 therein, or places or uses any boat therein, or discharges 
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4 any g^n or fire arm, or posts any bill, placard, or adver- 

5 tisenient within the grounds of the water department, shall 

6 be liable to a fine of not less than five or more than fifty 

7 dollars for each offence; and the water commissioner is 

8 hereby authorized to exclude the public from any or all 

9 grounds of the department, whenever such exclusion may 

10 by deemed by him necessary for the proper protection of 

1 1 the works.

2 Memorial is hereby constituted, to consist of three persons,

4 choose annually from its members a secretary. The city 

5 treasurer shall be the treasurer of said board. 

1 Sect. 312. Said board of trustees shall have the care, 

2 management, and improvement of the tract of land known 

3 as the Eliot Memorial Terrace, conveyed to the city of 

4 Newton by Francis J. Parker, Otis Pettee, and William C. 

5 Bates, trustees of the Eliot Memorial Association, by the 

6 indenture hereto anne.xed, and shall e.xpend thereon such 

7 sums of money as may be granted therefor by the board 

8 of aldermen. 

1 Sect. 313. Said board of trustees shall have the charge 

2 and management of the money conveyed and paid to said 

3 city under said indenture, and of all additions thereto and 

4 further sums which may be given to the city for the pur- 

5 poses named in said indenture, and shall invest the princi- 

6 pal and collect the income thereof and ])ay over the same 

7 to the city treasurer semi annually. Said fund shall be 

8 known as the Eliot Memorial Fund. 

1 Sect. 314. The income of said Eliot Memorial Fund 

2 shall be used for the purposes for which said fund was 

3 created, as set forth in said indenture.

Beginning at a stake in the westerly line of Magnolia 
avenue, so called ; thence running south eight and one quarter 
degrees west along said Magnolia avenue thirty (30) feet; 
thence along the two branches of Monument street, so called, 
by three curves and two straight lines, as follows, to wit : 
Curving to the right by a radius of fifteen (15) feet for a 
distance of thirty one (31) feet five (5) inches; thence run- 
ning north fifty one and three quarters degrees west forty nine 
(49) feet; thence curving to the right by a radius of four (4) 
feet for a distance of eight (8) feet four and one half (4^2) 
inches ; thence running "north sixty eight and one quarter 
degrees east forty nine (49) feet ; thence curving to the right 
by a radius of fifteen (15) feet for a distance of thirty one (31) 
feet five (5) inches to the point of beginning, and containing 
two thousand five hundred and eighty seven (2,587) square 
feet, as shown by a plan made by Shedd & Sawyer annexed to 
a deed to said trustees from Mary M. Taylor and others, dated 
September twenty ninth, 1877, recorded with Middlesex South 
District Deeds, Book 1454, page 90; said plan being also 
recorded at the end of the same book. 

To Have and to Hold the above granted premises with 
all the privileges and appurtenances thereto belonging to the 
said city of Newton and its successors and assigns, but in 
trust nevertheless for the following purposes: That the said 
lot of land shall be reserved as the site of a memorial to com- 
memorate the fact that it was near that place that John Eliot 
first preached the gospel to the Indians, and that land shall not 
be used for any other purposes and the same shall lie main- 
tained, improved and cared for, for the aforesaid purposes, 
by the said city of Newton. 

Second. Said parties of the first part do hereby sell, 
assign, transfer and set over unto said party of the second 
part and its successors and assigns the sum of three hundred 
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dollars, to have and to hold all and singular the said sum 
of money with the additions thereto and accretions thereof, and 
all further sums which may lie given to said city for the pur- 
poses herein named, to the said city of Newton and its succes- 
sors and assigns, but in trust nevertheless for the following 
purposes: That the incoiue of said sum shall be used in whole 
or in part annually for the purposes hereinafter described, 
namely : The fund hereby created by this instrument shall be 
known as the Eliot Memorial Fund, it being established as a 
perpetual memorial of the Reverend John Eliot to recall his 
long life of service to the poor, the ignorant, the despised 
Indians of America, and in recognition of his interest in the 
education of the young through free public school instruction. 
The income only of this fund shall be used in whole or in part 
to stimulate in the pupils of the public schools of Newton the 
study of American history, especially the early history of Mas- 
sachusetts and the beginnings of New England, by the offer of 
a prize or prizes annually for essays w^ritten by the pupils of the 
public schools of Newton for the current year in which such 
prizes are offered, and upon such subjects as may be appointed. 
The essays and prizes shall be known as the Eliot Essays and 
Prises. The conduct and details of the annual competition 
herein provided for shall be in charge of the superintendent of 
schools, or, when such office is vacant, of such person or per- 
sons as shall be appointed by the mayor for the purpose. And 
it is further provided that when it shall appear that the full 
income has not been needed or used in the di.stribution of prizes 
annually, such surplus of income may be used, under the direc- 
tion of the mayor and superintendent of schools, for the 
purchase of implements or aids to historical study, such as 
books, maps and pictures, which may be of use to the pupils of 
the Newton schools and stimulate the study of American 
history; such books, maps, etc., shall be marked as purchased 
from the income of the Eliot Memorial Fund. 

Third. Said party of the second part hereby accepts the 
aforesaid trusts, and agrees to hold said real estate and fund 
and accumulations, and use and apply the same in accordance 
with the aforesaid trusts.

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CHAPTER XXIV. 

MOVING BUILDINGS. 

1 Section 316. Every application for the moving of a 

2 biiilcling in any street in the city shall be in writing, signed 

3 by the owner or by some person by him duly authorized so 

4 to do, and shall state, — 

5 (a) The dimensions of the building and the materials 

6 of its exterior and roof. 

7 (b) The location from which and to which it is to be 

8 moved, with street and number in each case. 

9 (f) The use to which it has been and is to be applied. 

10 (</) The route over which it is proposed to move the 

11 building. 

12 ( c) The trees and other property liable to injury upon 

13 the streets or ways through which the building is to be 

14 moved. 

15 (f) Whether the moving will require the cutting of 

16 electric wires or the obstruction of street railway traffic. 

17 Such application shall be accompanied by the written 

18 consent of the street commissioner, the inspector of wires 

19 and a written statement of the public buildings commis- 

20 sioner that the proposed location and use will not be a vio- 

21 lation of the laws and ordinances relating to buildings. 

1 Section 317. No permit will be granted for the mov- 

2 ing of a building in the -streets of the city until the require- 

3 ments of the preceding section have been complied with. 

4 and if granted, the permit shall be granted upon the follow- 

5 ing terms : — 

6 (a) That sufficient barriers and lights .shall be main- 

7 tained wherever the building is in the streets. 

8 (b) That streets shall not lie unnecessarily obstructed. 

9 and, so far as jxissible, safe and convenient ways for the 
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10 use of foot travelers and vehicles shall be maintained 

11 around the building. 

12 (c) That the streets and all property through which hundred 

13 the building is moved shall be restored to a condition satis- 

14 factory to the street commissioner, at the expense of the 

15 owner, who shall give a bond in the penal sum of five hun- 

16 dred dollars with the condition required by section thirty 

17 one of the charter of the city, being chapter two hundred 

18 and eighty three of the acts of eighteen hundred and nine- 

19 ty seven. 

1 Section 318. Such permit shall not be in force until a 

2 permit is granted under the provisions of said section thirty 

3 one of the charter of the city, nor until the bond required 

4 in the preceding section is given, nor until the owner has 

5 in writing accepted the permit with all its terms. 
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CHAPTER XXV. 

HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 

1 Section 319. No person shall hawk, peddle, or expose 

2 for sale any of the articles enumerated in section fifteen of 

3 chapter sixty five of the revised laws as amended by chap- 

4 ter three hundred and seventy seven of the acts of nineteen 

5 hundred and five, until he has recorded his name and 

6 residence with the inspector of provisions, and has been 

7 assigned a number by said inspector. 

1 Sect. 320. The said articles shall be so carried and 

2 conveyed that they shall not tend to injure or annoy the 

3 public health or comfort, and only in vehicles or recepta- 

4 cles which do not leak. 

1 Sect. 321. Every such vehicle or receptacle shall have 

2 the name and number of the person selling painted thereon 

3 in letters and figures at least two inches in size, shall be 

4 kept neat and clean within and without, and shall be sub- 

5 mitted to the inspection of the inspector of provisions on 

6 the first Mondays in April and October, and at such other 

7 times as he shall require. 

1 Sect. 322. No person so exposing for sale, or selling 

2 said articles shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the . 

3 peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the city. 
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JUNK AND SECOND HAND ARTICLES. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

1 Section 323. No person shall be a dealer in or keep a 

2 shop for the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, old metals, 

3 or second hand articles, unless licensed by the board of 

4 aldermen. 

1 Sect. 324. Every person dealing in junk, old metals or 

2 second hand articles, or keeping a shop therefor, shall keep 

3 a book, in which he shall record, at the time of every pur- 

4 chase of any such article, a brief description of the same, 

5 with the name, apparent age and residence of the party 

6 from whom, and the day and hour when, he so received it. 

7 This book shall at all times be open to the inspection of 

8 the mayor, or any alderman, or any police officer. 

1 Sect. 325. No dealer in junk, old metals, or second hand 

2 articles shall, directly or indirectly, purchase, or receive by 

3 way of barter or exchange, such goods, or allow such 

4 goods to be deposited upon or within his premises, shop or 

5 vehicle, by any minor or apprentice, knowing or having 

6 reason to believe him to be such, without the written con- 

7 sent thereto of the parent or guardian of such minor, or 

8 the master of such apprentice, and also a declaration in 

9 writing, of such parent, guardian or master, that the 

10 goods so offered for sale or by way of exchange or barter, 

11 or proposed to be deposited, as aforesaid, came from the 

12 premises of such parent, guardian, or master, or are 

13 rightly in the possession of such minor or apprentice, for 

14 the purpose of sale, barter, exchange or deposit, as afore- 

15 said. 

1 Sect. 326. When any junk, old metals or second hand 

2 articles shall be sold by a dealer within one week from the 

3 time of purchase or receipt of the same, he shall enter on 

4 his book the name and address of the purchaser, with such 

5 other facts as may be necessary to keep track of the goods. 
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1 Sect. 327. No dealer in junk, old metals or second hand 

2 articles shall carry on his business in any other place than 

3 that designated in his license, unless a consent to his 

4 removal be granted by the board of aldermen. Every such 

5 dealer shall place upon his shop a conspicuous sign stating 

6 his name and occupation. Any such dealer may keep his 

7 shop open from sunrise till nine o’clock in the evening, but 

8 at no other time. 

1 Sect. 328. No wagon shall be used for the collection of 

2 junk, metals, rags or second hand articles, unless licensed 

3 by the board of aldermen. Every such wagon shall bear 

4 conspicuously the owner’s name and the number of the 

5 license, on the outside and on each side. Every license 

6 shall designate the person employed to drive such vehicle. 

7 Such driver shall not be changed without the consent of 

8 the board of aldermen. 

1 Sect. 329. It shall be the duty of the city clerk to keep a 

2 record of the name and residence of every peddler licensed 

3 by the city, together with the number of the vehicle used 

4 in his business, and of the particular business for which his 

5 license is granted, a list of dealers in the articles men- 

6 tioned in this ordinance, and of the places wherein the 

7 business is to be carried on, and also a list of all persons 

8 employed by any such peddler or dealer in the peddling or 

9 collecting of any such articles. 

1 Sect. 330. A copy of this ordinance shall be printed 

2 upon every such license. 

1 Sect. 331. All licenses granted under the provisions of 

2 this chapter shall be numbered, and every holder of such a 

3 license shall, while engaged in the business of collecting 

4 old junk or second hand articles wear in plain sight upon 

5 his hat, a badge with the number of his license thereon. 

6 Said badge shall be furnished to said dealer by the chief of 
. 7 police and the sum of one dollar shall be charged for the 

8 same, said sum to be returned upon the surrender of the 

9 badge. No holder of a junk dealer’s license shall transfer 
to or exchange his badge, and no person not a holder of a 

1 1 junk dealer’s license shall at any time wear one of said 

12 badges. 
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CHAPTER XXVII. 

READ FUND. 

1 Section 332. The legacy bequeathed to the city by the 

2 late Charles A. Read shall be known as the Read Fund. 

1 Sect. 333. The board of trustees of the Read Fund 

2 shall consist of three persons, and shall serve without com- 

3 pensation. The city treasurer shall be the treasurer of said 

4 board. 

1 Sect. 334. Said board of trustees shall have charge 

2 and management of the Read Fund, and shall, except as 

3 otherwise provided in section three hundred and thirty five 

4 invest the principal thereof in such bonds and notes (other 

5 than mortgage notes) as may be permitted by law for the 

6 investment of the funds of savings banks in this common- 

7 wealth ; all bonds, however, shall be registered, at least as 

8 to the principal thereof, in the name, and all notes shall be 

9 made payable to the order of the “City of Newton Read 

10 Fund,” and shall be sold and transferred or endorsed only 

11 with the written consent of all the members of said board 

12 of trustees. 

1 Sect. 335. Three hundred dollars of the principal of 

2 said fund shall be invested with the Newton cemetery cor- 

3 poration, the income of which shall be applied peqietually 

4 to keep in order the burial lot of said Charles A. Read. 

1 Sect. 336. The income of the remainder of said legacy 

2 shall be expended annually by said board of trustees, as 

3 provided in the w'ill of said Charles A. Read, as follows : 

4 First. For an annual sleigh ride or picnic for the chil- 

5 dren of Newton Corner, not to exceed four hundred 

6 dollars. 

7 Second. For free lectures on scientific subjects at New- 

8 ton Corner, not to exceed eight hundred dollars. 

9 Third. For books for the public library at Newton 

10 Corner, not to exceed six hundred dollars. 
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1 1 Fourth. And the balance to poor widows in any part of 

12 Newton. 

1 Sect. 337. The jxjrtion of the income for books for the 

2 public library at Newton Corner shall be paid to the tnis- 

3 tees of the Newton free library and be called the Read 

4 Fund. All books purcha.sed therewith shall be marked 

5 Purchased with the Read Fund. 
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CHAPTER XXVIII. 

TRUANTS AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 



Sect. 338. Any child in the City of Newton between Truams. 

* ^^otcncc 

the ages of seven and fifteen years who is an habitual truant and 
or who wanders about the streets and public places of said 
city, having no lawful occupation or husiness, not attend- 
ing school and growing up in ignorance, and any child 
who persistently violates the reasonable rules and regula- 
tions of the public schools, upon conviction thereof shall be 
sentenced to be committed to the truant school for the 
county of Middlesex at Chelmsford, for a term not exceed- 
ing two years. 



Sect. 339. Any child in the city of Newton under sixteen Ncjjiccte-d 
years of age who, by reason of orphanage or of the 
neglect, crime, drunkenness or other vice of its parents, 
is suffered to grow up without salutary parental control 
and education, or in circumstances exposing it to lead an 
idle and dissolute life, upon conviction thereof shall he 
sentenced to he committed to the truant school for the 
county of Middlesex at Chelmsford, for a term not extend- 
ing beyond the age of twenty one years for boys, or 
eighteen years for girls. 



Sect. 340. The city of Newton hereby provides and 
assigns the said truant school for the county of Middlesex 
at Chelmsford as the place of confinement, discipline and 
instruction of children convicted under the provisions of 
this ordinance and the statutes of the commonwealth re- 
lating to truants and neglected children.

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STREET RAILWAYS. 

Section i. No street railway company shall receive a 
location in any of the streets of Newton until the party or 
parties applying for the same shall have first filed with the 
city clerk a plan of the location desired, and shall enter 
into an agreement in writing under seal with the city of 
Newton, whereby it agrees to use the form of rail, the 
kind and quality of material for paving, and to lay down 
its tracks, all as the street commissioner shall direct ; said 
agreement shall also contain proper covenants, providing 
that the obligor shall, at its own expense, when ordered so 
to do by the board of aldermen, change the location of its 
track or tracks, the grade of the same, and the pavement 
used by it to conform to the grade and pavement of the 
street as the same may be established from time to time. 

Sect. 2. No order for the location or the extension of 
location of a street railway shall be granted until sub- 
mitted, with the plans therefor, to the city solicitor and city 
engineer for their approval, nor shall any order for the 
location of poles and wires be granted until submitted to 
the inspector of wires for his approval. 

Sect. 3. The following rules shall be observed by 
street railway companies, their servants and agents, mak- 
ing use of the streets of the city : 

1. No car shall be propelled at a greater rate of speed 
than eight miles an hour, except in case of a street railway 
company having a location upon reserved spaces.

minors’ licenses. 

Section 20. No minor shall in any public street or 
public place of the city of Newton work as a bootblack, 
or sell or expose for sale any books, newspapers, pam- 
]>hlets, fuel, fruits, ]>rovisions, ice, live animals, brooms, 
agricultural implements, hand tools used in making bexits 
and shoes, agricultural products of the United States, or 
the products of his own lalxir or the labor of his family, 
unless he has a minor's license granted to him by the 
mayor and aldermen of sai<l city, and issued to him by the 
chief of police for so working or for so selling said arti- 
cles, nor unless he complies with the terms of such license. 
The chief of police shall receive the application of the 
parent or guardian of a minor, or of any responsible citizen 
of Newton, for a license for such minor to work as a boot- 
black, or to sell any or all the articles enumerated above, 
and said chief of police shall, when the mayor and aider- 
men pass an order to that effect, issue a minor’s license and 
badge to such minor to go alxiut from place to place in the 
city of Newton, and on the sidewalks in said city to sell 
any or all of the articles enumerated above. Every such 
license shall be issued and accepted on the condition that

“Upon reading this day in Council the petition of the inhabi- 
tants of Cambridge Village in the County of Middlesex, being 
sixty families or upwards, that they may be a village and place 
distinct of themselves and freed from the town of Cambridge 
to which at the first settlement they were annexed ; they being 
in every respect capable thereof, and by the late autliority made 
distinct in all things saving paying towards their school and 
other town charges, for which they are still rated as a part of 
that town ; and also the answer of the town of Cambridge 
thereto ; and hearing what could be alleged on either part, and 
mature consideration had thereupon ; those who appeared on 
the behalf of the town of Cambridge being contented that the 
said Village be wholly separated from them as desired and 
praying that they may be ordered to contribute towards the 
maintenance of Cambridge Bridge, and that other provision be 
made as formerly usual to case the town therein Ordered, 
that the said village from henceforth be and is hereby declared 
a distinct village and place of itself, wholly freed and separated 
from the town of Cambridge, and from all future rates, jxiy- 
ments, or duties to them whatsoever. And that, for the time to 
come, the charge of keeping, amending, and repairing the said 
bridge, called Cambridge Bridge, shall he defrayed and borne 
as followeth (that is to say), two sixth parts thereof by the 
town of Cambridge, one sixth part by the said Village, and 
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three sixth parts at Uie public charge of the County of Middle- 
sex.

On the fifteenth of December, 1691, Cambridge Village 
received its corporate name of New Town by an ordinance of 
the provisional government, and on the third of March, 1693- 
4. the general court by a public act revised the apportionment 
ordered by Andros and, while holding Newton to all its exist- 
ing engagements to contribute to the repairs of the bridge, it 
put the responsibility for rebuilding the bridge, and maintain- 
ing it for the term of twenty years, upon the town of Cam- 
bridge, in consideration of which that town was to receive a 
grant of one hundred and fifty pounds from the ])rovince treas- 
ury.

AN ACT FOR REr.MRI.NG AND MAINTAINING OF THE BRIDGE 
OVER CHARLES RIVER, NEAR CAMBRIDGE. 

IVhcrcas the bridge over Charles river in the bounds of Cam- 
bridge within the County of Middlesex is of common use and 
advantage to the greatest part of this province, considering the 
public use of the college, and was at first by a general contribu- 
tion of the counties of Suffolk and Middlesex erected, the said 
bridge being now gone to decay and in part fallen down, and 
forasmuch as the town of Cambridge are not able to rebuild 
and maintain the same, and for encouragement to the repairs 
of said bridge : — 

Be it Enacted by the Governor, Council and Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same. 

That there shall be paid out of the public treasury of this 
province to the town of Cambridge the sum of one hundred and 
fifty pounds money. And the said town of Cambridge is 
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hereby ordered and inipowcred forthwith to provide for and at 
their own cost a charge with the said one hundred and fifty- 
pounds (the said town supplying what is over and above neces- 
sary) to erect, repair and sufficiently build the said bridge; and 
also are hereby obliged to keep and maintain the said bridge in 
sufficient repair from time to time at their own cost a charge 
for and during the space and term of twenty years next com- 
ing; any law-, usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding; 
PROVIDED this act shall not be understood to discharge 
Newton (late a peculiar of Cambridge) from any agreement or 
obligation whereby the said town of Newton may be chargefl 
towards the repairs of said bridge. 

(Passed and published March 3, 1693-4.) 

AN ACT FOR REBUILDING THE GREAT BRIDGE OVER CHARLli.S 
RIVER IN THE TOW'N OF CAMBRIDGE. 

Whereas the great bridge over Charles River, in the tow-n of 
Cambridge, within the county of Middlesex, is of common use 
and advantage to the greatest ]>art of this province, consider- 
ing the publick benefit of the colledge, and was at first by a 
general contribution of the counties of Suffolk and Middlesex 
erected, the said bridge being now gone to decay ; and foras- 
much as said town of Cambridge are not able to rebuild the 
same, and for the encouragement to the new building of said 
bridge, — 

Be it Enacted by His Excellency the Governor, Council and 
Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the author- 
ity of the same, 

(Section i.) That for and towards the rebuilding and 
anew-making the great bridge aforesaid there .shall be paid out 
of the publick treasury of this province the sum of one luindred 
fifty and three pounds money (one hundred and three pounds, 
part of a greater sum formerly granted by the general assembly 
for the use aforesaid, not being paid, to be understood and 
intended to be part of the aforesaid sum of one hundred and 
fifty-three pounds). 

Ami further for the use and end aforesaid, — 

It is Ordained and Enacted, 

(Sect. 2.) That there shall be paid by the county of Mid- 
dlesex the sum of fifty pounds money ; and by the county of 
Suffolk the like sum of fifty pounds money ; and for the supply- 
ing of what shall be further necessary for the rebuilding said 
bridge, the town of Cambridge shall pay tw'o third parts, ami 
the town of Newton shall pay one third part of the cost and 
charges; and the justices of the peace for the respective coun- 
ties aforesaid, at the next general sessions of the peace, shall 
and are hereby impowred, authorized and required to assess 
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and collect the respective sums aforesaid in manner and form 
as they assess and collect other county charges ; and the select- 
men of the towns aforesaid to assess the proportions aforesaid 
as in other town charges. 

And further, for the more effectual accomplishing the work 
aforesaid, — 

It is Enacted, 

(Sect. 3.) That Nathaniel Ryficld, Esqr., Major James 
Converse, Captain Andrew Belcher, Mr. Jonathan Remington, 
Mr. Thomas Oliver and Mr. Edward Jackson shall be a com- 
mittee who, arc also hereby impowred to receive, out of the 
publick treasury and of the counties and towns aforesaid, the 
respective sum and sums in and by this act granted, and to be 
assest and collected as aforesaid ; and shall, according to the 
true intent and meaning thereof, cause the said bridge to be 
forthwith erected and sufficiently rebuilt, any law, custom or 
usuage to the contrary notwithstanding ; and that after the said 
bridge is rebuilt and finished, it shall from time to time be 
repaired and maintained at the charge of the said towns of 
Cambridge and Newton, in the proportion aforesaid.

AN .ACT FOR DIVIDING AND SETTING OFF THE WESTERI.Y PART 
OF THE town of NEWTON, IN THE COUNTY OF MIDDLESE.X, 
INTO A SEPARATE PRECINCT BY THE NAME OF THE WEST 
PRECINCT. 

Whercus, for the greater convcniency of attending the public 
wor.ship of God, and the promotion of the Christian religion, it 
is found necessary to divide and set(t) off the westerly part of 
the town of Newton into a separate pre (c)inct, — 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same; 

(Section i.) That the westerly part of the town of New- 
ton shall he and hereby is set off into a separate precinct by the 
name of the West Precinct; and the sai<l westerly part of the 
land in said town is accordingly hereby set off, by a line begin- 
ning on the bank of Charles river, at the south easterly corner 
of a farm possessed by Samuel Woodward ; from thence, on a 
direct line, to the south easterly part of land improved by 
Daniel Fuller, and to continue, the .same strai(gh)t course to 
Watertown line ; and such of the inhabitants of said town as 
have not ]>etitioned to he set off, as aforesaid, that shall fall on 
either side of the aforesaid line, and shall choose to belong to, 
and be part of the precinct on the other side of said line, who 
shall, within six months from the date of this act, give their 
names into the secretary's office, of this State, they, with their 
estates, shall he recorded as part of, the precinct they shall so 
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choose, and shall do duty and receive privileges accordingly: 
and such persons as belong to said town and arc now in the 
army, or beyond sea, shall, within six months after their return, 
enjoy the same privile(d)ge. 

Be it further enacted, 

(Sect. 2.) That if there be any tracts or parcel(l)s of

(Sect. 3.) That the said West Precinct shall be and hereby 
is invested with all the rights, privile(d)ges and immunities 
which, by law, other precincts enjoy. 

And be it further enacted, 

(Sect. 4.) That all monies already possessed by said town 
be collected, paid and a])propriatcd, in the same manner as if 
said town had not been divided. 

And be if further enacted, 

(Sect. 5.) That Jonathan Brown, Esqr., be and hereby is 
impowered to issue his warrant to some principal inhabitant of 
the said West Precinct, requiring him to notify and warn the 
inhabitants thereof to meet at such time and place in said pre- 
cinct, as by such warrant shall be specified, and then and there 
to choose such officers as may be necessary to manage the 
affairs of the said precinct ^ and the inhabitants qualified by law 
to vote, being so met, shall be and hereby are impowered to 
choose such precinct officers accordingly. 

Provided , — 

(Sect. 6.) That nothing in this act shall extend, or be con- 
strued to extend, to determine to which precinct a certain 
minister(i)al lot lying in the West Precinct, or any part of said 
lot, shall belong. (Passed October 7.)

AN ACT to ANNEX AN ISLAND SITUATE IN CHARLES RIVER 
BETWEEN THE TOWNS OF NEEDHAM IN THE COUNTY OF 
NORFOLK AND NEWTON IN THE COUNTY OF MIDDLESEX, TO 
THE SAID TOWN OF NEWTON. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same; 

That an island situated in Charles river between the towns of 
Needham in the County of Norfolk and Newton in the County 
of Middlesex about one quarter of a mile below the Upper 
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Falls, (so called) in said river, being the same island which the 
Newton Iron Works Company have erected their manufactory 
be and hereby is annexed to said town of Newton, and incor- 



porated therewith and forever hereafter shall be considered as 
a part of the same. 

This act passed June 2i, 1803. 



AN ACT FOR THE RELIEF OF THE OWNERS OF THE NORTH MILL 
0AM, (so called) at THE LOWER FALLS. 

Section i. ISc it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in General Court assembled and by authority of the 
same; 

That a certain act matie and passed in the year of onr Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and forty one, entitled “An .Act in 
addition to an act made to prevent the destruction of the fish 
called Alewives and other fish" so far as the same may regard 
or impose any duty upon the owners or occupants of the North 
Mill Dam which is erected across Charles river from the town 
of Newton to the town of Needham, at the Lower Falls, be and 
tile same is duly repealed. 

Sect. 2. Be it further enacted that it shall not hereafter be 
the duty of the owner or occupants of the said Mill Dam or any 
other dam which may be built or erected across Charles river 
iK'tween the said towns of Newton and Needham at the Lower 
Falls aforesaid in the place where the old dam now stands to 
make or keep open through any such dam any sluice or 
passageway through any such dam during any part of the year, 
any other law, usage or custom to the contrary notwith- 
standing.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NEWTON FREE UIIRARY. 

Section i. George H. Jones, John C. Chaffin, Isaac T. 
Burr, J. Wiley Edrnands, George W. Bacon. John S. Farlow, 
Adin B. Underwood, Joel H. Hills, George S. Bullens, George 
C. Lord, Nathan P. Coburn, their associates and successors, arc 
hereby made a corporation by the name of the Newton Free 
Library, for the purpose of establishing and maintaining a 
social library, and for the diffusion of knowledge and the pro- 
motion of intellectual improvement, in the town of Newton: 
with all the powers and privileges, and subject to all the duties, 
restrictions and liabilities set forth in all general laws which 
now are, or may hereafter be in force, applicable to such cor- 
porations. 

Sect. 2. The said corporation may take and hold real and 
personal estate to an amount not exceeding one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, exclusive of books in its library, and 
collections of natural history and works of art in its museum. 

Sect. 3. Said corporation may receive and hold any grants, 
donations or bequests, to be held and used under such conditions 
or rules, as may be prescrilied in such grants, donations or 
bequests. 

Sect. 4. So long as said corporation shall allow the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Newton free access to its library at reason- 
able hours, said town may appropriate money and pay the same 
annually, for the purpose of defraying any part of the expenses 
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of the care of such library, and any library building which may 
be provided therefor. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
(.Approved March 24, 1871.) 
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[CHAP. 344 OF THE ACTS OF 1872.] 

AN ACT TO suj'PEY THE tow.n of newton with water. 

Section i. The town of Newton is hereby authorized to 
take , hold and convey into and through said town, from 
Charles river at any convenient point upon the same, within 
said town, sufficient water for the use of said town and inhabi- 
tants, not e.Nceeding one and a half million gallons daily, for 
the extinguishment of fires, domestic and other puqioses ; and 
may also take and hold by purchase or otherwise, any lands or 
real estate necessary for laying and maintaining aqueducts or 
pi()cs, constructing or maintaining reservoirs, and other such 
works as may be deemed necessary or proper for raising, forc- 
ing, retaining, distributing, discharging or disposing of said 
water. 

Sect. 2. The town of Newton shall, within sixty davs from 
the time they shall take any lands for the purposes of this act, 
file in the registry of deeds of the county and district in which 
such lands lie, a description of the lands so taken as certain as 
is reipiired in a common conveyance of lands, and a statement 
of the purposes for which they were taken, which description 
and statement shall be signed by a majority of the selectmen of 
said town. 

Sect. 3. Said town may make build and lay down aque- 
ducts and pipes from said source to, into, through and about 
said town, and secure and maintain the same by any works suit- 
able therefor ; may erect and maintain dams to raise and retain 
the water taken ; may construct and maintain reservoirs within 
or without said town ; and may make, erect and maintain and 
carry on such other works as may be necessary or proper for 
raising the water into the .same, and forcing and distributing 
the water through and about said town ; may make and estab- 
lish such public hydrants and fountains in such places in said 
town as may from time to time, be deemed proper, and prescribe 
the purposes for which the same may be used, and may change 
or discontinue the same ; may distribute the water throughout 
said town, and for this purpose may lay down pipes to any 
hou.se or building in said town, the owner or owners thereof 
having notice and not objecting thereto; may regulate the use 
of said water, and establish, receive and collect the prices or 
rents to he paid therefor ; and said town may, for the purposes 
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aforesaid, carry and conduct and maintain any aqueducts, 
pijjcs or other works by them to be made, laid down or con- 
ducted, over, under, through or across any water course, canal, 
street, bridge, railroad, liighway or other way, in such a manner 
as n(jt to obstruct tbe travel or free use thereof ; may enter upon 
anti dig up any such road, street or way for the purjxjse of 
laying down pipes beneath the surface thereof, and for main- 
taining and repairing the same, and in general may do any other 
acts and things necessary or convenient and proper for carry- 
ing out the purposes of this act. 

Sect. 4 The rights, powers and authorities given to said 
town by this act, shall be exercised by said town subject to the 
restrictions, duties and liabilities herein contained, in such man- 
ner and by such commissioners, officers, agents and servants as 
said town shall from time to time choose, ordain, appoint and 
direct. Such commissioners, officers or agents shall be subject 
to such ordinances, rules and regulations in the execution of 
their trust as the town may from time to time ordain and estab- 
lish not inconsistent with the provisions of this act and the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 5. For the purpose of defraying the cost anfl expenses 
which may be incurred under the provisions of this act, the 
town of Newton, through its treasurer, shall have authority to 
issue from time to time, notes, scrip or certificates of debt, to 
be denominated on the face thereof Newton Water Scrip, to an 
amount not exceeding six hundred thousand dollars bearing 
interest not exceeding seven per centum per annum, payable 
semi annually ; the principal shall be payable at periods not 
more than thirty years from the issuing of .said notes, scrip or 
certificates respectively. Said treasurer, under the authority 
of said town may sell the same or any part thereof, from time 
to time, or ])ledge the same for money borrowed for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, on such terms and conditions as he may deem 
proper, or as may be prescribed by the town. Said town is 
further authorized to make appropriations, and assess from 
time to time such amounts not exceeding in one year the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars, towards payment of the principal 
of the money so borrowed, and also a sum sufficient to pay the 
interest thereof, in the .same manner as money is assessed and 
appropriated for other town purposes. 

Sect. 6. Said town of Newton shall be liable to pay all 
damages that shall be sustained by any per.son or persons in 
their property, by the taking of the waters of Charles river or 
other source of siqiply, or any part thereof, as authorized by 
this act, or by the taking of any land, rights of way, water 
rights, or casements, or by the erection of any dams, or the 
construction of any aqueducts, reservoirs, water ways or other 
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works for the purposes of this act ; and if the owner or owners 
of any property which shall be taken as aforesaid or other 
person or persons sustaining damages as aforesaid, shall not 
agree on the damages to be paid therefor, he or the)' may apply 
by petition for an assessment of the damages at any time within 
three years from the taking of the said property, or the con- 
struction of dams or other works occasioning damages as 
aforesaid, and not afterwards, to the superior court in the 
county in which the same are situated. Such petition may be 
filed in the clerk’s office of said court, in vacation or in term 
time, and the clerk shall thereupop issue a summons to the said 
town of Newton, returnable, if issued in vacation, at the next 
term of the said court to be held after the expiration of four- 
teen days from the filing of said petition ; and if in term time, 
returnable on -such day as said court shall order, to appear and 
answer to the said petition ; the said summons shall be served 
fourteen days at least before the term or day at which it is 
returnable, by leaving a copy thereof and of the said petition, 
certified by the officer who shall serve the same, with the clerk 
of said town, and the said court may upon default or hearing of 
said town, appoint three disinterested persons, who shall after 
reasonable notice to the parties assess the damages, if any, 
which such petitioner may have sustained as aforesaid, and the 
award of the said persons so appointed or a major part of them, 
being returned into and accepted by the said court, shall be 
final, and judgment shall be rendered and execution issued 
thereon for the prevailing party, with costs, unless one of said 
parties shall claim a trial by jury as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 7. If either of the parties mentioned in the sixth sec- 
don shall be dissatisfied with the amount of damage awarded, 
as therein expressed, such party may, at the term at which such 
award was accepted, or the next term thereafter, claim, in 
writing, a trial in said court, and have a jury to hear and deter- 
mine, at the bar of said court, all questions of fact relating to 
such damages, and to assess the amount thereof ; and the ver- 
dict of said jury being accepted and recorded by the said court, 
shall be final and conclusive, and judgment shall be rendered, 
and execution issued thereon, and costs shall be recovered by 
the said parties respectively in the same manner as is provided 
by law in regard to proceedings relating to the laying out of 
highways. 



Sect. 8. In every case of a petition to the superior court for 
the assessment of damages as provided in this act, the town 
may tender to the complainant, or his attorney, any sum that it 
shall think proper, or may bring the same into court to be paid 
to the complainant for damages by him sustained or claimed in 
his petition, and if the complainant shall not accept the sum 
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with his co.sts up to that time, but shall proceed in his suit, he 
shall be entitled to his costs up to the time of the tender of such 
payment into court and not afterwards, unless the complainant 
shall recover greater damages than were so offered. 

Sect. 9. Said town may also, for the purpose of collecting 
water and supplying the same to said river, make and maintain 
upon or near said river, or the streams flowing into the same, 
or at, upon or near the source of Said river or streams, any 
reservoirs, dams or other suitable .structures, and may take and 
hold, by purchase or otherwise, such real estate, water, water 
rights or casements as may be necessary or convenient for that 
purpose. Said town may make any contracts with the proprie- 
tors of mills on Charles river, or with the owners of any mills 
on Charles river. Mother brook or N’e])onset river, or with other 
towns which now are or hereafter may be authorized to take 
water from Charles river, by which said proprietors or owners 
or towns, or any of them, shall contribute to the e-xpense of 
making and maintaining said dams, reservoirs or other suitable 
structures, and of taking or purchasing any water, water 
rights, lands or easements for the purpose of collecting water 
and supplying the same to Charles river as aforesaid. The 
outlet from any reservoir established under this act, for the 
collection of water shall be under the control of said proprie- 
tors. And said town may unite and agree with any other town 
or towns authorized to take water from said river, in making 
and maintaining suitable works and structures for their joint 
use under this act. 

Sect. 10. The town of Newton may, by a vote of said town, 
declare the ((uantity of water jiroposed to be taken, not e.xceed- 
ing one and a half million gallons daily, such vote to be passed 
not less than six months before the waters shall be withdrawn 
from said river, and a copy of such vote being filed in the 
registry of deeds for the southern tlislrict of the county of 
Middlesex within si.xty days thereafter; the terms thereof shall 
be held to be the measure and limit of the right of said town to 
take or divert the waters of said river under this act, and in 
case of a joint taking by any towns under this act the provis- 
ions of this section shall apply to such towns jointly, so far as 
any damage results from such joint taking. 

Sect. ii. It shall be the duty of said town to provide some 
reliable means or mctborl of measuring and registering tbe 
amount of water taken from Charles river, as soon as they 
commence taking the same, such register or record to be acces- 
sible at all times to any interested parlies; and if the owners of 
any water rights in the waters of sai<l river, and said town, 
shall fail to agree upon the mode of measurement, the method 
shall be fi.xcd by one or more engineers, to be appointed upon 
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the application of either party, by any justice of the supreme 
judicial court. And if at any time said town shall take a larger 
quantity of water from Charles river than it shall have deter- 
mined by .said vote under the tenth section of this act, it shall 
be liable in an action of tort to any mill owner for any such 
damage he may have suffered, and may be restrained by injunc- 
tion from taking such larger quantity of water in a suit in equity 
brought by any such mill owner or other party. 

Sect. 12. No application shall be made to the court for the 
assessment of damages for the taking of any water rights, or 
for any injury thereto until the water is actually withdrawn or 
diverted by said town under the authority of this act. 

Sect. 13. If any person shall use any water taken under this 
act without the consent of said town, or shall wantonly or 
maliciously divert the water or any part thereof, taken or held 
by said town pursuant to the ])rovisions of this act, or corrupt 
ihe same or render it impure, or destroy or injure any dam, 
aqueduct, iiipe, conduit, hydrant, machinery or other works or 
property held, owned or used by said town of Newton, under 
the authority of and for the purposes of this act, he shall forfeit 
and pay to said town three times the amount of damage assessed 
therefor, to be recovered in an action of tort, and on conviction 
of either of the wanton or malicious acts aforesaid, may be also 
punished by fine not exceeding three hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment in jail not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 14. The occupant of any tenement shall lx; liable for 
the payment of the rent for the use of water in such tenement, 
and the owner shall also be liable, if, on being notified of such 
use, he docs not object thereto. 

Sect. 15. The water taken under this act shall not be used 
in any way as a liiotive power, except for generating steam. 

Sect. 16. Nothing in this act shall be construed to affect any 
existing right of the town of Newton to draw water from said 
river. 

Sect. 17. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and 
shall become void unless accepted by a majority of the legal 
voters of the town of Newton, present and voting thereon, at a 
legal meeting held within two years from the time of the pas- 
sage of this act.

[CHAP. 326 OF THE ACTS OF 1873.] 

AN ACT TO ESTAnusH the city of newto.n. 

Section i. The inhabitants of the town of Newton shall 
continue to be a body politic and corporate, under the name of 
the city of Newton, and as such shall have, exercise and enjoy 
all the rights, immunities, powers and privileges, and shall be 
subject to all the duties and obligations now incumbent ujion 
and pertaining to the said town as a municipal corporation. 

Sect. 2. The administration of all the fiscal, prudential and 
municipal affairs of the said city, with the government thereof, 
shall be vested in one officer, to be called the mayor, one council 
of six, to be called the board of aldermen, and one council of 
twelve to be called the common council ; which boards, in their 
joint capacity, shall be denominated the city council ; and the 
members thereof shall be sworn to the faithful performance of 
their re.spective duties. A majority of each board shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business, and no member 
of either board -shall receive any compensation for his services. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen of said town, 
as soon as may be after the passage of this act and its accept- 
ance as herein provideil, to divide said town into six wards, so 
that they shall contain, as nearly as may be consistent wdth 
well defined limits to each ward, an equal number of voters in 
each ward. The city council may, in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy five, and in every fifth year thereafter, make a new 
division of said wards, so that they shall contain, as nearly as 
may be consistent with well defined limits to each ward, an 
equal number of voters in each ward, according to the census 
to be taken in the month of May or June in said years. 

Sect. 4. The election of city and ward officers shall take 
place on the first Tuesday of December, annually, and the 
municipal year shall begin on the first Monday of January 
following. 

•Sect. 5. On the first Tuesday of December, annually, there 
shall be elected, by ballot, in each of said wards, a warden, 
clerk and three inspectors of elections, who shall be different 
persons, residents in the ward, who shall hold their offices one 
year, and until others shall be elected and qualified in their 
stead. Said wardens shall preside at all ward meetings, with 
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the powers of moderators at town meetings ; and if at any meet- 
ing the warden is not present the clerk shall preside until a 
warden pro tempore is elected by ballot ; if both the warden and 
the clerk are absent, the senior in age of the inspectors present 
shall preside until a warden pro tempore is so elected ; and if all 
said officers are absent, any legal voter in said ward may pre- 
side until a warden pro tempore is so elected. When any ward 
officer is absent or neglects to perform his duty, his office shall 
be filled pro tempore. The clerk shall record all the proceed- 
ings and certif}' the votes, and deliver to his successor in office 
all the records, journals, documents and papers held by him in 
his said capacity. The inspectors shall assist the warden in 
receiving, assorting and counting the votes. All of said officers 
shall be sworn to a faithful discharge of their duties, said oath 
to be administered by the clerk to the warden, and by the 
warden to the clerk and to the inspectors, or to either of said 
officers by any justice of the peace. Certificates of such oaths 
shall be made by the clerk upon the ward records. All warrants 
for meetings of the citizens for municipal purposes, to be held 
either in wards or in general meetings, shall be issued by the 
mayor and aldermen, and shall be in such form, and served and 
returned in such manner, and at such times, as the city council 
shall direct. The compensation of the ward officers shall be 
fixed by concurrent vote of the city council. 

Sect. 6. The mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of the city at large, voting in their respective wards, and shall 
hold his office for the municipal year next following his elec- 
tion, and until another shall have been elected and qualified in 
his place. 

Sect. 7. Six aldermen, one alderman being selected from 
each ward, shall be elected by the qualified voters of the city at 
large, voting in their respective wards, whp shall hold their 
offices for the municipal year next following their election, and 
until a majority of the new board shall be elected and qualified 
in their places. 

Sect. 8. Two common councilmen shall be elected by and 
from the voters of each ward, and shall at the time of their 
election, be residents of the wards respectively in which they 
are elected ; they' shall hold their offices for the municipal year 
next following their election, and until a majority of the new 
board shall be elected and qualified in their places. 

Sect, 9. On the first Tuesday of December, annually, the 
qualified voters in the several wards shall give in their votes, by 
ballot, for mayor, aldermen and common councilmen, in 
accordance with the provisions of this act ; and all the votes so 
given, shall be assorted, counted, declared and recorded in open 
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ward meeting, by causing the names of the persons voted for, 
and the number of votes given for each, to be written in the 
ward record at length. The clerk of the ward within twenty- 
four hours thereafter, shall deliver to tlic persons elected 
members of the common council, certificates of their elections, 
respectively, signed by the warden and the clerk and a majority 
of the inspectors of elections, and shall deliver to the city clerk 
a copy of the record of such flections certified in like manner. 
The board of aldetmen shall, within ten days thereafter, exam- 
ine the copies of the records of the several wards, certified as 
aforesaid, and shall cause the person who shall have been elect- 
ed mayor to be notified in writing, of his election ; but if the 
person elected shall refuse to accept the office, the board shall 
issue w'arrants for a new election, and the same proceedings 
shall be had in all respects as are hereinbefore provided for the 
election of mayor, and, from time to time, shall be rep>eated, 
until a mayor shall be elected and shall accept said office. In 
case of the decease, resignation or absence of the mayor, or of 
his inability to perform the duties of his office, or in case of a 
vacancy in the office of mayor from any cause, it shall be the 
duty of the board of aldermen and common council respec- 
tively, by vote, to declare that a vacancy exi.sts, and the cause 
thereof ; and thereupon the city council shall, by concurrent 
vote, elect a mayor to fill such vacancy ; and the mayor thus 
elected shall hold his office until his inability causing such 
vacancy shall be removed, or until a new election ; each alder- 
man shall be notified in writing of his election by the mayor and 
aldermen for the time being. The oath prescribed by this act 
shall be administered to the mayor by the city clerk or by any 
justice of the peace. The aldermen and common councihnen 
elect shall, on the first Monday of January, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, meet in convention, when the oath required by this 
act shall be administered to the members of the two boards 
present, by the mayor, or by any justice of the peace ; and a 
certificate of such oath having been taken shall l>e entered upon 
the journal of the mayor and aldermen -and of the common 
council, by their respective clerks. After the oath has been 
administered as aforesaid, the two boards shall separate, and 
the common council shall be organized by the election of a 
president and clerk, to hold their offices respectively during the 
pleasure of the common council, the clerk to be sworn to the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office ; and his com- 
pensation shall be fixed by concurrent vote of the city council. 

In case of the absence of the mayor elect on the first Monday 
of January, or if a mayor shall not then have been elected, the 
city council shall organize itself in the manner hereinbefore 
provided, and may proceed to business in the same manner as 
if the mayor were present ; and the oath of office may at any 
time thereafter, in convention of the two boards, be adminis- 
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tered to the mayor, and any member of the city council who 
may have been absent at the organization. In the absence of 
the mayor, the board of aldermen may elect a presiding officer 
pro tempore, who shall also preside at the joint meetings of the 
two boards. 

Each hoard shall keep a record of its own proceedings, and 
judge of the election of its own members; and, in case of 
vacancy in cither board, the mayor and aldermen shall issue 
their warrants for a new election. 

Si-;cT. to. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer of 
the city. It shall he his duty to be active and vigilant in causing 
the laws and regulations of the city to he enforced, and to keep 
a general supervision over the conduct of all sulxirdinate 
officers; and he may, whenever in his opinion the public good 
may require, remove, with the consent of the appointing power, 
any officer over whose appointment he has, in accordance with 
the provisions of this charter, exercised the power of nomina- 
tion. lie may call special meetings of the boards of aldermen 
and common council, or either of them, when in his opinion the 
interests of the city require it, by causing notice to he left at the 
usual place of residence of each member of the board or 
Ixtards to be convened. He shall from time to time communi- 
cate to both boards such information, ami recommend such 
measures, as the business and interests of the city in his opinion 
require. He shall preside in the board of aldermen and in con- 
vention of the two hoards, but shall have a casting vote' only. 
His salary for the first five years, under this charter, shall be 
fixed by the city council, hut shall not exceed the sum of one 
thousand dollars per annum. Afterwards it shall be fixed by 
concurrent vote of the city council. It shall be payable at stated 
periods, but shall not at any time be increased or diminished 
during the year for which he is elected. He shall receive no 
other compensation. 

Sect. ii. Every ordinance, order, resolution or vote, to 
which the concurrence of the board of aldermen and of the 
common council of said city may he necessary (except on a 
question of the convention of the two branches, or the election 
of an officer), and every order of either branch of the city 
council involving an expenditure of money, shall he presented 
to the mayor of the city. If he approves thereof, he shall sig- 
nify his approval by signing the same; but if he does not 
approve thereof, he shall return the ordinance, order, resolution 
or vote, with his objections in writing, to the branch of the 
city council in which it originated. Such branch shall enter the 
objections of the mayor, at large, on its records, and proceed to 
reconsider said ordinance, order, resolution or vote ; and if, 
after such reconsideration, two-thirds of that branch present 

I. See Stat, 1S76, c. I»3, 
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and voting, notwithstanding such objections, agree to pass such 
ordinance, order, resolution or vote, it shall, together with the 
objections of the mayor, be sent to the other branch of the city 
council (if it originally required concurrent action) where it 
shall also be reconsidered ; and if approved by two thirds of the 
members present and voting, it shall be in force ; but in all 
cases the vote shall be determined by yeas and nays; and if 
such ordinance, order, resolution or vote is not returned by the 
mayor within ten days after it has been presented to him, the 
same shall be in force. 

Sect. 12. The executive power of said city generally, with 
all the powers heretofore vested by special statute in the select- 
men of the town of Newton and in the selectmen of towns 
generally by the laws of the commonwealth, shall be vested in 
and exercised by the mayor and aldermen as fully as if the same 
were herein specially enumerated. The mayor and aldermen 
shall have full and exclusive power to appoint a constable or 
constables, a city marshal or chief of police, with all the 
powers and duties of a constable, and all other police and all 
subordinate officers whose election is not herein provided for, 
and the same to remove at pleasure ; and they may require any 
person who may be appointed a contsable, city marshal or chief 
of police of the city, to give bonds for the faithful discharge of 
the duties of the office, with such security and to such an 
amount as they may deem reasonable and proper ; upon which 
bonds the like proceedings and remedies may be had as are by 
law provided in case of constables’ bonds taken by selectmen of 
towns. The compensation of the police and other subordinate 
officers shall be fixed by concurrent vote of the city council. 
The city council shall have the care and superintendence of the 
city buildings, and the custody and management of all city 
property, with power to let what may be legally let, and to sell 
or purchase property, real or personal, in the name and for the 
use of the city, whenever its interests or convenience may in 
their judgment require it; and they shall, as often as once a 
year, cause to be published for the use of the inhabitants, a par- 
ticular account of the receipts and expenditures, and a schedule 
of city property and of the city debt. 

Sect. 13. In all cases in which appointments are directed to 
be made by the mayor and aldermen, the mayor shall have the 
exclusive power of nomination, being subject, however, to con- 
firmation or rejection' by the board of aldermen ; and no person 
shall be eligible, by appointment or election by the mayor and 
aldermen or city council, to any office of emolument the salary 
of which is payable out of the city treasury, who at the time of 
such appointment or election shall be a member of the board 

■As to a nomination after a rejection, sec St. 1876, c. 80. 
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of aldermen or of the common council. All sittings of the 
mayor and aldermen, of the common council and of the city 
council, shall be public, except the sittings of the mayor and 
aldermen when they are engaged in executive business. 

Sect. 14. The city council shall annually, as soon after their 
organization as may be convenient, elect by joint ballot in con- 
vention, a treasurer, who shall be collector of taxes, and a city 
clerk, and, by concurrent vote, may elect a superintendent of 
streets, a city physician, a city solicitor and city auditor, who 
shall hold their offices for the term of one year next ensuing, 
and until others shall be elected and qualified in their stead; 
provided, however, that either of the officers named in this sec- 
tion may be removed at any time by the city council for suffi- 
cient cause. Vacancies occurring in the above named offices 
may be filled at any time. The compensation of the officers 
mentioned in this section shall be fixed by concurrent vote of 
the city council. 

Sect. 15. The city clerk shall also be clerk of the board of 
aldermen, and shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his 
duties. He shall perform such duties as shall be prescribd by 
the board of aldermen, and he shall perform all the duties and 
exercise all the powers incumbent by law upon him. He shall 
deliver to his successor in office, as soon as chosen and qualified, 
all the records, journals, documents and papers held by him in 
his said capacity. 

Sect. 16. The city council may establish a fire department 
for said city, to consist of a chief engineer, and of as many 
assistant engineers, engine men, hosemen, hook and ladder 
men, and assistants, as the city council, by ordinance, shall from 
time to time prescribe; and said council shall have authority 
to fix the time of their appointment and the term of their 
service, to define their office and duties, and in general to make 
such rcgidations concerning the pay, conduct and government 
of such department, the management of fires, and the conduct 
of persons attending fires, as they may deem expedient, and 
may affix such penalties for any violation of such reg;»ilations, 
or any of them, as are provided for the breach of the ordinances 
of said city. The appointment of all the officers and members 
of such department shall be vested in the mayor and aldermen 
exclusively, who shall also have authority to remove from office 
any officer or member, for cause, in their discretion. The 
engineers so appointed shall be the firewards of the city; but 
the mayor and aldermen may appoint additional firewards. 
The compensation of the department shall be fixed by concur- 
rent vote of the city council. 

Sect. 17. The city council shall have power to establish fire 
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limits within the city, and from time to time change or enlarge 
the same ; and by ordinance they may regulate the construction 
of all buildings erected within said fire limits, stipulating their 
location, sizes and the material of which they shall be 'con- 
structed, together with such other rules and regulations as shall 
tend to insure the same from damage by fire. They shall also 
have the sole care, superintendence and management of the 
public grounds belonging to said city, and of all the shade and 
ornamental trees standing and growing thereon, and also of all 
the shade and oramental trees standing or growing in or upon 
any of the public streets and highways of said city. 

Sect. i8. The city council shall annually, as soon after 
their organization as may be convenient, elect by concurrent 
vote six persons to be overseers of the poor, one from each 
ward, who shall be resident therein at the time of their election, 
who shall hold their offices for the municipal year next follow- 
ing their election, and until a majority of the new board shall 
be elected and accept in their place, unless sooner removed. 
The persons so elected shall, with the mayor, constitute the 
board of overseers of the poor. The mayor shall be ex officio 
chairman of the board. Vancancies occurring in the board 
may be filled by the city council at any time; tlie members so 
elected to hold office only for the unexpired term of the member 
who has ceased to hold office. The city council may at any 
time remove any elected member of said board from office for 
cause. The compensation of the overseers of the poor shall be 
fixed by concurrent vote of the city council. 

Sect. 19. The city council shall annually, as soon after their 
organization as may be convenient, elect by concurrent vote 
three persons to be assessors of taxes, one for three years, one 
for two years, and one for one year ; and thereafter the city 
council shall annually, as soon after their organization as may 
be convenient, elect in the same manner, one person who shall 
hold office for the term of three years next ensuing, and until 
another shall he elected and qualified in his stead. The persons 
so elected shall constitute the board of assessors, and shall 
exercise the powers, and be subject to the liabilities and duties 
of assessors in towns. Vacancies occurring in the board may 
be filled by concurrent vote of the city council at any time, the 
member so elected to hold office only for the unexpired term 
of the member who has ceased to hold office. All taxes shall be 
assessed, apportioned, and collected in the manner prescribed 
by the general laws of the commonwealth : provided, however, 
that the city council may establish further or additional provi- 
sions for the collection thereof. The compensation of the 
assessors shall be fixed by the concurrent vote of the city 
council. 
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Sect. 20. The city council shall annually, as soon after their 
organization as may be convenient, elect by concurrent vote 
one person from each ward to be an assistant assessor ; and it 
shall be the duty of the persons so elected to furnish the asses- 
sors with all necessary information relative to persons and 
property taxable in their respective wards, and they shall be 
sworn to the faithful performance of their duty. Vacancies 
occuring may be filled by concurrent vote of the city council 
at any time. The compensation of the assistant assessors shall 
be fixed by concurrent vote of the city council. 

Sect. 21. The school committee of the city shall consist of 
the mayor, the president of the common council, and twelve 
other persons, two of whom shall be selected from each ward, 
and they shall be elected by the qualified voters of the city at 
large, voting in their respective wards. On the first Tuesday 
of December next after the acceptance of this act, there shall 
be chosen members of the commitee from wards one and two, 
to serve for the term of three years, commencing on the first 
Monday of January then next ensuing, from wards three and 
four, members to .serve for the term of two years commencing 
on the first Monday of January then next ensuing, and from 
wards five and six, members to serve for the term of one year 
commencing on the first Monday of January then next ensuing; 
and at each subsequent election there shall be elected four 
members of the school committee to hold their office for the 
term of three years as successors of, and from the same wards 
as, those whose term of office expires at the expiration of the 
then municipal year. The school committee shall serve without 
compensation. The mayor shall be ex officio, ebairman of the 
board, and shall have a casting vote. The committee may elect 
from their own number, a chairman, who shall preside in the 
absence of the mayor. The said committee shall appoint, from 
their own number or otherwise, a secretary, to be under the 
direction and control of said committee, and may appoint, but 
not from their own number, a superintendent of the schools, 
and the compensation of such secretary and superintendent 
shall be determined from year to year by the school committee, 
both of whom they may remove at their pleasure. Vacancies 
occurring in the board may be filled by the joint ballot of the 
city council and school committee at any time, in convention, 
the member so elected to hold office only for the remainder of 
the municipal year. All the rights and obligations of said town 
of Newton, in relation to the grant and appropriations of money 
for the support of schools, and the special powers and author- 
tiy heretofore conferred by law upon the inhabitants of said 
town to raise money for the support of schools therein, shall 
be merged in the powers and obligations of the city, to be exer- 
cised in the same manner as over other subjects of taxation; 
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and all grants and appropriations of money for the support of 
schools, and the erection and repair of school houses in said 
city, shall be made by the city council in the same manner as 
grants and appropriations are made for other city purposes. 

Sect. 22. All city and ward officers shall be held to dis- 
charge the duties of the offices to which they have been respec- 
tively elected, notwithstanding their removal after their election 
out of their respective wards into any other wards of the city ; 
but a removal of residents out of the city shall cause a vacancy 
to exist in the offices to which they were elected. 

Sect. 23. The city council shall take care that no money is 
paid from the treasury unless granted or appropriated, and 
shall secure a just and proper accountability, by requiring 
bonds with sufficient penalties and sureties from all persons 
intrusted with the receipt, custody, or disbursement of money. 

Sect. 24. The city council shall have exclusive authority 
and power to lay out any new street or town way, and to esti- 
mate the damages any individual may sustain thereby; but all 
questions relating to the subject of laying out, accepting, alter- 
ing or discontinuing any street or way, shall first be acted upon 
by the mayor and aldermen, and any person dissatisfied with 
the decision of the city council in the estimate of damages may 
make complaint to the superior court or the county commis- 
sioners of the county of Middlesex, in term time or vacation, 
within one year after such decision, whereupon the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had as are now provided by the laws of this 
commonwealth in cases where persons are aggrieved by the 
assessment of damages by selectmen, in the forty third chapter 
of the general statutes. 

Sect. 25. The city council may make ordinances, with suit- 
able penalties, for the inspection, survey, measurement and sale 
of lumber, wood, hay, coal and bark brought into or exposed in 
said city for sale, and shall have the same powers as the town 
had in reference to the suspension of the laws for the protec- 
tion and preservation of useful birds, and of all other laws, the 
operation or suspension of which is subject to the action of the 
town thereon. The city council may also make all such salu- 
tary and needful ordinances or by laws as towns, by the laws 
of this commonwealth, have power to make and establish, and 
to annex penalties not exceeding twenty dollars, for the breach 
thereof; which by laws shall take effect and be in force from 
and after the time therein respectively limited, without the 
sanction of any court, but subject to the approval of the mayor: 
provided, hotvever, that all laws and regulations in force in said 
town shall remain in force until they expire by their own limi- 
tation, or are revised or repealed by the city council. All fines 
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and forfeitures for breach of any by law or ordinance shall be 
paid into the city treasury. And any complaint for any viola- 
tion thereof may be made by the mayor, city clerk, city treas- 
urer, city marshal, or chief of police. 

Sect. 26. All elections of national, state, county and dis- 
trict officers who are voted for by the people shall be held at 
meetings of the citizens qualified to vote at such elections in 
their respective wards, at the time fi.xed by law for these elec- 
tions respectively. ' 

Sect. 27. Prior to every election, the mayor and aldermen 
shall make out lists of all the citizens of each ward qualified to 
vote in such elections, in the manner in which selectmen of 
towns are required to make out lists of voters; and for that 
purpose they shall have full access to the assessors' books and 
lists, and are empowered to call for the assistance of the asses- 
sors, assistant assessors, and other city officers ; and they shall 
deliver the lists so prepared and corrected to the clerks of the 
several wards, to be used at such elections ; and no person shall 
be entitled to vote whose name is not borne on such list. A list 
of voters of each ward shall be posted in one or more public 
places in each ward : provided, howez'cr, that any person whose 
name shall not be borne on the list of the ward in which he is 
entitled to vote, when it shall be placed in the hands of the clerk 
of said ward, shall have the right to have his name entered 
thereon, at any time thereafter before the closing of the polls, 
upon presenting to the ward officers a certificate, signed by the 
mayor or city clerk, setting forth his right to have his name so 
entered. 

Sect. 28. General meetings of the citizens qualified to vote, 
may, from time to time, be held to consult ujx)n the public good, 
to instruct their representatives, and to take all lawful means to 
obtain redress for any grievances,, according to the rights 
secured to the people by the constitution of this commonwealth. 
And such meetings may, and upon the request, in writing, set- 
ting forth the purposes thereof, of fifty qualified voters, shall 
be duly warned by the mayor and aldermen. 

Sect. 29. All power and authority now vested by law in the 
board of health for said town, or in the selectmen thereof, shall 
be transferred to and vested in the mayor and aldermen, until 
the city council shall otherwise provide, who shall have author- 
ity to establish a board of health. 

Sect. 30. The power and authority vested in said town of 
Newton by chapter three hundred and forty four of the acts of 
the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy two, entitled 
“An Act to supply the town of Newton with water,” and by the 
vote of said town accepted in accordance with the provisions 
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of said act, shall continue in force. The powers thereby con- 
ferred shall be exercised by the city council. 

Sect. 31. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed : provided, hoxvever, that the repeal of 
the said acts shall not affect any act done, or any right accru- 
ing or accrued or established, or any suit or proceeding had or 
commenced in any civil case before the time when such repeal 
shall take effect, and that no offence committed and no penalty 
or forfeiture incurred under any act hereby repealed, and before 
the time when such repeal shall take effect, shall be effected by 
tht repeal, and that no suit or prosecution pending at the time 
of said repeal, for any offence committed or for the recovery of 
any penalty or forfeiture incurred under said act, shall be 
affected by said repeal ; and provided, also, that all persons who 
at the time of said repeal taking effect shall hold any office 
under the said acts, sliall continue to hold the same until the 
organization of the city government contemplated by this 
charter shall be completely effected. 

Sect. 32. For the purpose of organizing the system of gov- 
ernment hereby established, and putting the same in operation 
in the first instance, the selectmen of the town of Newton, for 
the time being, shall issue their warrants seven days at least 
previous to the first Tuesday in December next after the accept- 
ance of this act, calling meetings of the citizens of each ward 
on that day, at such place and hour as they may deem expedient, 
for the purpose of electing a warden, clerk and inspectors for 
each ward, and all .other officers whose election is provided for 
in the preceding sections of this act ; and the transcripts of the 
records in each ward, .specifying the votes given for the several 
officers aforesaid, certified by the warden and clerk of the ward 
at said first meeting, shall be returned to said selectmen, whose 
duty it shall be to examine and compare the same and give 
notice thereof in manner before provided to the several persons 
elected. At said first meeting, a list of voters in each ward, 
prepared and corrected by the selectmen for the time being, 
shall be delivered to the clerk of each ward, when elected, to be 
used as hereinbefore provided. After the election of the city 
officers as aforesaid, the selectmen shall appoint a place for 
their first meeting, and shall by written notice left at the place 
of residence of each member, notify them thereof. It shall be 
the duty of the city council, immediately after the first organi- 
tion, to carry into effect the several provisions of this act. 

Sect. 33. This act shall be void unle.ss the inhabitants of 
the town of Newton, at a legal meeting called for that purpose, 
to be held within two years from the passage of this act, shall, 
by a vote of a majority of the voters present, voting thereon as 
hereinafter provided, determine to adopt the same. At said 
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meeting the votes shall be taken by written or printed ballots, 
and the polls shall be kept open not less than six hours. The 
selectmen shall preside in said meeting, and in receiving said 
ballots shall use the check lists in the same manner as they are 
used in the elections of state officers. Any meeting for this 
purpose shall not be held prior to the first day of October next, 
and shall not be held in the month of November or December. 
And if at any such meeting this act shall not be accepted, the 
same shall not be again submitted to the vote of said inhabi- 
tants at any subsequent meeting held within six months from 
the date of the prior meeting. 

Sect. 34. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
(Approved June 2, 1873.] [Accepted Oct. 13, 1873.] 

[CHAP. 344 OF THE ACTS OF 1873.] 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF NEWTON TO AID THE 
NEWTON cemetery CORPORATION. 

Section i. The town of Newton is authorized to raise by 
issuing its bonds, or by loan, a sum of money not exceeding 
forty thousand dollars, and to loan the same, or such bonds, to 
the Newton cemetery corporation, to be applied for increasing 
the value of the lots of the town of Newton in the cemetery of 
said corporation by enlarging and improving said cemetery of 
said corporation, situated in said town ; such bonds to be issued 
and such loan to be made for a period not exceeding fifteen 
years from the respective dates thereof, and at a rate of interest 
not exceeding seven per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually. 

Sect. 2. Before said corporation shall receive any loan, or 
bonds, in pursuance of the preceding section it shall make and 
deliver to said town such a mortgage or mortgages on its cem- 
etery, as shall be agreed upon by the parties. 

Sect. 3. The said town shall not exercise any of the author- 
ity conferred by this act, unless two thirds of the voters present 
and voting thereon shall vote to accept the provisions of this 
act, at the annual meeting in November next, notice thereof 
being given in the warrant calling said meeting. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

[CHAP. 125 OF THE ACTS OF 1874.] 

AN ACT TO SUPPLY THE city of newton with water. 

Section i. The city of Newton is authorized to take and 
hold the waters of Hammond’s pond, Wiswall’s jiond, Bui- 
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lough’s pond and Cold Spring brook, in said city of Newton, 
and the waters which flow into the same, together with any 
water rights connected therewith ; and may take and hold, by 
purchase or otherwise, such land around the margin of said 
ponds and brook, not exceeding five rods in width, as may be 
necessary for the preservation of the purity of said waters, and 
may also take and hold such lands as may be necessary for 
maintaining dams and reservoirs for the storage of said waters, 
and for laying and maintaining conduits, pipes, drains and other 
works for collecting, conducting and distributing said waters 
through said city of Newton. The city of Newton shall, within 
sixty days from the time of taking any land as aforesaid, file in 
the registry of deeds for the southern district of Middlesex 
county, a description of land so taken, sufficiently accurate for 
identification, and state the purpose for which it. is taken. 

Sect. 2. Said city of Newton may build aqueducts, and 
maintain the same by any works suitable therefor; may erect 
and maintain dams; may make reservoirs, establish hydrants, 
and distribute the water throughout said city of Newton, by 
laying necessary pipes, and may establish the rent therefor. 
Said city may also carry its water pipes and drains over or 
under any water course, street, railroad, highway or other way, 
in such a manner as not to obstruct the same ; and may enter 
upon and dig up any road in such a manner as to cause the 
least hindrance to the travel thereon ; and in general may do 
any other acts and things necessary, convenient or proper for 
carrying out the purposes of this act. 

Sect. 3. The rights, powers and authorities given to the city 
of Newton by this act shall be exercised by the said city in such 
manner, and by such commissioners or agents as the city coun- 
cil thereof shall from time to time determine. Such commis- 
sioners or agents shall be subject to such ordinances, rules and 
regulations in the execution of their trust, as the city council 
may from time to time establish, not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act or the laws of the commonwealth. 

Sect. 4. For the purpose of defraying the cost and expen- 
ses which may be incurred under the provisions of this act. the 
city of Newton, through its treasurer, shall have authority to 
issue from time to time, notes, script or certificates of debt, to 
be denominated on the face thereof Newton Water Script, to 
an amount not exceeding five hundred thou.sand dollars, bearing 
interest not exceeding seven per centum per annum, payable 
semi annually ; the principal shall be payable at periods not 
more than thirty years from the issue of said notes, script or 
certificates respectively. Said treasurer, under the authority of 
said city, may sell the same or any part thereof, from time to 
time, or pledge tlie same for money borrow'cd for the purposes 
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aforesaid, on such terms and conditions as he may deem proper, 
or as may be prescribed by the city council. Said city is further 
authorized to make appropriations, and assess from time to 
time such amounts, not exceeding in one year the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars, towards payment of the principal of 
the money so borrowed, and also a sum sufficient to pay the 
interest thereof, in the same manner as money is assessed and 
a]>propriated for other city purposes. 

Sect. 5. Said city of Newton shall be liable to pay all dam- 
ages sustained by any person or persons in their property, by 
the taking of the waters of said ponds and brook, or other 
source of supply, or any part thereof, as authorized by this act, 
or by the taking of any land, rights of way, water rights or 
easements, or by the erection of any dams, or the construction 
of any aqueducts, reservoirs, water ways or other works for 
the purposes of this act ; and if the owner or owners of any 
property taken as aforesaid, or other person or persons sustain- 
ing damage as aforesaid, do not agree on the damages to be 
paid therefor, he or they may apply by petition for an assess- 
ment of the damages at any time within three years from the 
taking of said property or the construction of dams or other 
works occasioning damages as afore.said, and not afterwards, to 
the superior court in the county in which the same are situated. 
Such petition maj- be filed in the clerk’s office of said court, in 
vacation or in term time, and the clerk shall thereupon issue a 
summons to the said city of Newton, returnable if issued in 
vacation, at the next term of the said court to be held after the 
e.xpiration of fourteen days from the filing of said petition ; and 
if in term time, returnable on such a day as said court shall 
order, to appear and answer to the said petition ; the said sum- 
mons shall be served fourteen days at least before the term or 
day at which it is returnable, by leaving a copy thereof, and of 
the said petition, certified by the officer who serves the same, 
with the city clerk of said city; and the said court may, upon 
default or hearing of said city, appoint three disinterested per- 
sons, who shall, after reasonable notice to the parties, assess the 
damages, if any, which such petitioner may have sustained as 
aforesaid, and the award of the said persons so appointed or a 
major part of them, being returned into and accepted by the 
said court, shall be final, and judgment shall be rendered and 
execution issued thereon for the prevailing party, with costs, 
unless one of said parties claims a trial by jury as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sect. 6. If either of the parties mentioned in the fifth sec- 
tion is satisfied with the amount of damage awarded, as therein 
expressed, such party may, at the term at which such award 
was accepted, or the next term thereafter, claim, in writing, a 
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trial in said court, and have a jury to hear and determine at the 
bar of said court all questions of fact relating to such damages, 
and to assess the amount thereof ; and the verdict of said jury, 
being accepted and recorded by the said court, shall lie final and 
conclusive, and judgment shall be rendered and e.xecution 
issued thereon ; and costs shall be recovered by the said parties 
respectively, in the same manner as is provided by law in 
regard to proceedings relating to the laying out of highways. 

Sect. 7. In every case of a petition to the superior court for 
the assessment of damages as provided in this act, the city may 
tender to the complainant or his attorney any sum that it may 
think proper, or may bring the same into court to be paid to the 
complainant for damages by him sustained or claimed in his 
petition, and if the complainant does not accept the sum, with 
his costs, up to that time, but proceeds in his suit, he shall be 
entitled to his costs up to the time of the tender of such pay- 
ment into the court, and not afterwards, unless the complainant 
recovers greater damages than were so offered. 

Sect. 8. No application shall be made to the court for the 
assessment of damages for the taking of any water rights, or 
for any injury thereto, until the water is actually withdrawn or 
diverted by said city, under the authority of this act. 

Sect. 9. If any person uses any water taken under this act, 
without the consent of said city, or wantonly or maliciously 
diverts the water, or any part thereof, taken or held by said 
city pursuant to the provisions of this act, or corrupts the same, 
or renders it impure, or destroys or injures any dam, aqueduct, 
pipe, conduit, hydrant, machinery or other works or property 
held, owned or used by said city of Newton under the authority 
of and for the purposes of this act, he shall forfeit and pay to 
said city three times the amount of damages assessed therefor, 
to be recovered in an action of tort, and on conviction of either 
of the wanton or malicious acts aforesaid, may also be punished 
by a fine not exceeding three hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in jail not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 10. The occupant of any tenement shall be liable for 
the payment of the rent for the use of water in such tenement, 
and the owner shall also be liable, if, on being notified of such 
use, he does not object thereto. 

Sect. ii. The water taken under this act shall not be used 
in any way as a motive power, except for generating steam. 

Sect. 12. Nothing in this act shall be construed to affect any 
existing right of the city of Newton to draw water from said 
ponds and brook, or the right of any person to cut or secure 
ice upon or to fish in said ponds.

SkcT. 13. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and 
shall become void unless accepted by the city council of N'ew- 
ton within two years from its passage.

AN ACT IN AllPlTION TO AN ACT TO ESTAnUSH THE CITY OF 

NEWTON. 

Section i. The mayor and aldermen of the city of Newton 
shall have the custody, care and management of the “Kenrick 
Fund,”' being the gift of John Kenrick, and of the distribution 
of the income thereof, according to the terms of the trust. All 
notes and securities heretofore given for loans from said fund, 
whether made to the town of Newton, its selectmen, or other- 
wise may be collected, enforced, assigned or discharged by the 
mayor and aldermen. 

All notes, mortgages and securities which may hereafter be 
made for, or on account of loans from said fund, and all con- 
tracts in relation thereto shall be taken in the name of the city 
of Newton ; it shall be expressed therein that the same pertain 
to the Kenrick Fund, and the same may be collected, enforced, 
assigned or discharged in the name of the city by the mayor 
and aldermen. The mayor, by an order of the aldermen at any 
meeting of the board, may e.xecute in the name of the city any 
deed or contract in relation to the fund. 

Sect. 2. The mayor and aldermen shall cause a statement of 
the condition of the fund and of the distribution of the income 
to be published annually in some newspaper in said city, or with 
the statement of the receipts and expenditures of the city. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by the 
city council of said city.

■The "Kenrick Fund” is the gift of John Kenrick, kite of Newton, and 
amounts to four thousand dollars. 

The income, in accordance with the request of the donor, is distrib- 
uted among the “needy industrious poor of Newton.” 

The principal, in accordance with the request of the donor, is loaned 
at law'ful interest in sums not exceeding five hundred dollars to any one 
person, secured by mortgage on real estate of at least tliree times the 
value of the sums loaned.

AN ACT TO CHANGE THE BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BOSTON 
AND NEWTON. 

Section i. The boundary line between the cities of Boston 
and Newton is hereby changed and established as follows: 
Beginning at the stone monument at the intersection of the 
present boundary line between Boston and Newton with the 
present boundary line between Boston and Brookline, thence 
running south westwardly on said last mentioned boundary line 
as continued between Brookline and Newton seven hundred 
and thirty five feet to a stone boundary post; thence turning 
and running north westwardly seven hundred and ninety four 
feet to a stone bound on the westerly line of Beacon street ; 
thence north westwardly on said last mentioned line continued 
two hundred and twenty seven and six tenths feet to a stone 
tangent post ; thence northwestwardly on a curved line of nine 
hundred and eighty feet radius, three hundred and thirty five 
feet and four tenths of a foot to a stone tangent post ; thence 
north westwardly two hundred and forty three feet and seven 
tenths of a foot to a stone tangent post ; thence on a curved line 
of eight hundred and sixty two feet radius, six hundred and 
twenty nine feet and six tenths of a foot to a stone tangent 
post; thence westwardly twelve hundred and twenty one feet 
to a stone bound ; all the above described lines, except the first 
two, being the south westerly and southerly boundary lines of 
Beacon street; thence turning and running northwardly and 
crossing Beacon street, five hundred and fifty three feet to a 
stone bound ; thence northwardly one hundred and sixty four 
feet and eight tenths of a foot to a stone bound ; thence north- 
wardly two hundred and sixty three feet and four tenths of a 
foot to a stone bound ; thence northwardlj' one hundred and 
seventy four feet and five tenths of a foot to a stone bound; 
thence northwardly three hundred and ninety six feet and 
seven tenths of a foot to a stone bound ; thence northwardly 
two hundred and fifty three feet to a stone bound ; thence 
north eastwardly one hundred and fifty seven feet and eight 
tenths of a foot to a stone bound ; thence eastwardly one hun- 
dred and five feet to a stone bound ; thence eastwardly sixty six 
and one half feet to a stone bound ; thence eastwardly five hun- 
dred and tliirty seven feet to a stone bound ; thence north- 
wardly one hundred and sixty six feet to a stone bound on the 
southerly line of Ward street in said Newton: the eleven last 
described lines being the division lines between land of the city 
of Boston and land of Amos A. Lawrence and land late of 
Daniel Knowles ; thence eastwardly on said southerly line of 
Ward street, thirty four feet and two tenths of a foot to a 
stone bound; and thence eastwardly on the same seventy nine 
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feet to a stone post on the boundary line between Boston and 
Newton. The new boundary line is laid down, in red lines, on 
a plan thereof, dated March eighteen hundred and seventy four, 
deposited in the office of the secretary of the commonwealth. 

Sect. 2 . All petitions now pending before the county com- 
missioners of Middlesex county for laying out highways situ- 
ated entirely within the territory hereby transferred from 
Newton to Boston, shall be heard and adjudicated by the street 
commissioners of the city of Boston in the same manner as if 
said petitions had been originally presented to said street com- 
missioners. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE CITY OF 

NEWTON. 

Section i. For the purpose of widening, straightening or 
otherwise altering highways within the limits of the city of 
Newton the city council of said city shall have and exercise all 
the powers of county commissioners. Any party aggrieved by 
such alterations shall have the same remedies, as if the same 
had been done by order of the county commissioners. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Section i. That part of the cit)' of Boston in the county of 
Suffolk, contained within the lines described as follows ; Begin- 
ning at a stone bound near the south bank of Charles river on 
the premises of William Parsons, at the present dividing line 
between Boston and Newton ; thence running south eleven 
degrees twenty nine minutes seven seconds w'est (magnetic 
meridian) over the old dividing line between Boston and New- 
ton, across Nonantuni street, and the Boston and Albany rail- 
road, to a stone bound in a lane ; thence, south eleven degrees 
fifty nine minutes nineteen seconds west, four hundred thirty 
eight and ninety five hundredths feet over said old dividing line, 
crossing said line, and across Washington street to a stone 
bound on the southerly side of said Washington street; thence 
south nineteen degrees thirty five minutes seven seconds east, 
nine hundred seventy two and forty three hundredths feet over 
said old dividing line, across Waverley avenue, to a stone 
bound on the northerly side of Tremont street; thence south 
eighteen degrees forty seven minutes seven seconds cast, twelve 
hundred three and sixty si.x hundredths feet over said old divid- 
ing line across said Tremont street, to a stone bound on the 
northerly side of Brighton street; thence north twenty three 
degrees fifty three minutes forty four seconds east, eleven hun-

at, with all the inhabitants on the lands above described, is 
hereby set off and separated from said city of Boston, and 
annexed to and made part of the city of Newton in the county 
of Middlesex, and shall hereafter be a part of the county of 
Middlesex ; and the same land and the inhahitants thereon shall 
be deemed and considered as annexed to and constituting a part 
of said city of Newton, subject to the same municipal regula- 
tions, obligations and liabilities, and entitled to the same immu- 
nities in all respects, as the said city of Newton ; provided, hozv- 
cver, that the said tract of land and the inhabitants thereon, set 
off as aforesaid, shall be liable to pay all such taxes as arc 
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already assessed on them by said city of Boston, or by the town 
of Brighton, in the same manner as they would have been liable 
if this act had not been passed. 

Sect. 2. The stone bounds mentioned in section one upon 
the new boundary line between Boston and Newton shall be 
erected by the city of Newton. 

Sect. 3. If any persons who have heretofore gained a legal 
settlement in the town of Brighton or in the city of Boston, by 
reason of residence on the territory set off as aforesaid, or by 
having been proprietors thereof, or who may derive such 
settlement from any such resident or proprietor, shall come to 
want, and stand in need of relief and support, they shall be 
relieved and supported by the city of Newton, in the same 
manner as if they had gained a legal settlement in said Newton. 

Sect. 4. That part of said Boston annexed to the city of 
Newton by this act, for the purpose of electing a senator to the 
general court, to which the town of Brighton as part of the third 
Middlesex senatorial district is entitled, until constitutionally 
and legally changed, shall be and remain a part of the said town 
of Brighton ; and until changed as aforsaid, the mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Newton shall annually, fourteen days, 
at least before the second Tuesday of November, furnish the 
mayor and aldermen of Boston correct lists of all persons resi- 
dent on the said territory annexed, who shall be entitled to vote 
at said election in the said town of Brighton, or in such ward 
of the city of Boston as said territory would have been part in, 
but for this act, so far as may be ascertained by the records and 
doings of the city of Newton or any of its officers. 

Sect. 5. The several courts witin the county of Middle- 
sex, and justices of the peace, after this act takes effect, shall 
have the same jurisdiction over all causes and proceedings in 
civil causes, and over all matters in probate and insolvency 
which shall have accrued within said territory hereby annexed, 
that said courts now have over like proceedings, causes and 
actions within the county of Middlesex : provided, that the 
several courts within the county of Suffolk shall have and 
retain jurisdiction of all causes, proceedings and matters that 
shall have been rightfully commenced in said courts prior to 
the time when this act takes effect; and the supreme judicial 
and superior courts within the county of Middlesex, after this 
act takes effect, shall have the same jurisdiction of all crimes, 
offences and misdemeanors that shall have been committed 
within the said territory, that the supreme judicial and superior 
courts within the county of Suffolk now have; but if before 
this act takes effect, proceedings shall have been commenced 
in any of the courts within the county of Suffolk for the prose- 
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cution of said crimes, offences and misdemeanors, the said 
courts within the county of Suffolk shall have and retain juris- 
diction of the same for the full, complete and final disposition 
thereof. All suits, actions, proceedings, complaints, indict- 
ments and prosecutions, and all matters of probate and insolv- 
ency which shall be pending within said territory l>efore any 
court or justice of the peace when this act takes effect, shall 
be heard and determined as though this act had not passed. 

Sect. 6. AH the interest which said territory now has in the 
public property of the county of Suffolk is released and acquit- 
ted to the county of Suffolk. Nothing contained in this act 
shall impair the obligation of contracts ; and the property and 
inhabitants of said territory shall continue liable to the existing 
creditors of the county of Suffolk in like manner as if this act 
had not been passed : provided, that if any person by reason of 
his being an inhabitant of or owning property in said territory 
shall be compelled to pay any part of an existing debt or obli- 
gation of the county of Suffolk, the amount of such payment 
shall constitute a debt to him from said county, as hereafter to 
be constituted, exclusive of said territory, and may be recovered 
in like manner as other debts against the county of Suffolk. 

Such portions of the debts and obligations of the county of 
Suffolk and city of Boston, existing when this act takes 
effect, over and above the value of all the property belonging to 
said county as should proportionally and equitably be paid by 
the inhabitants and property owners of said territory by this act 
annexed to the city of Newton, shall be paid by said city to said 
county of Suffolk and city of Boston, and tbe supreme judicial 
court shall have jurisdiction in equity to determine the amount, 
if any, and enforce the payment of the same upon a suit in 
equity, in the name of said county and city, to be brought there- 
for within six months after this act goes into effect, by tbe 
mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, if they deem such 
suit for the interest of the said county and city ; but no such suit 
shall be instituted after six months. 

Sect. 7. The territory hereby annexed to the city of Newton 
shall be attached to and made part of ward one in the city of 
Newton, and shall so remain until the alteration of the ward 
limits by the city of Newton as provided by law. 

Sect. 8. Tbe city of Newton shall have the power and 
authority to alter, straighten, widen, repair and grade all 
county and city ways within said territory, in the same way that 
it is now authorized to alter, straighten, widen, repair and grade 
city ways and streets.

Sect. 9. This act shall not take effect unless accepted by the 
/ewt'on.'’ city of Newton within two months from its passage. 
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Sect. 10. The city clerk of Newton shall certify to the 
secretary of the commonwealth the acceptance by the city 
council of Newton, immediately after the same has been 
accepted. 



When to take SECT. II. So much of this act as authorizes the city council 
of Newton to accept the same shall take effect upon its passage, 
and if accepted as herein provided it shall take effect on the first 
day of July, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy five.

AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE CITY OF 

NEWTON. 



Svided into Section i. The third section of chapter three hundred and 
tcven wards, twenty six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy 
three, entitled, .An act to establish the City of Newton, is 
hereby amended, as follows : The city council shall, in the year 
eighteen htuidred and seventy five, divide said city into seven 
wards, so that they shall contain, as nearly as may be consistent 
with well defined limits to each ward, an equal number of 
voters in each ward; and hereafter, in every fifth year, the city 
council may in like manner make a new division of said wards 
according to the census to be taken in the month of May or 
June in said years. 
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Sect. 2. The second section of said act is hereby amended 
so as to provide that the board of aldermen shall consist of 
seven aldermen, and that the common council shall consist of 
fourteen councilmen. The seventh section of said act is hereby 
amended so as to provide for the selection of seven aldermen, 
one alderman being selected from each ward, instead of six, as 
is therein provided. 
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Sect. 3. Section eighteen of said act is hereby amended so 
as to provide for the election of seven persons to be overseers 
of the poor, one from each ward, instead of si.x, as is therein 
provided. 

Sect. 4. Section twenty one of said act is hereby amended 
so as to provide that the school committee of the city shall con- 
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sist of the mayor, the president of the common council, and 
fourteen other persons, two of whom shall be selected from 
each ward. On the first Tuesday of December ne.xt there shall 
be chosen two members of the school committee from ward 
seven, to serve, one for the term of two years and one for the 
term of three years, commencing on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary next, and at the e.xpiration of their respective terms of 
office their successors therein shall be elected to serve for the 
term of three years. 

Sect. 5. Nothing contained in this act shall affect the tenure 
of office of the members of the board of aldermen and of the 
common council now elected, and vacancies arising therein 
shall be filled in the manner now provided by law. On the 
first Tuesday of December next, and annually thereafter, the 
qualified voters in the several wards„as increased by virtue of 
this act, shall give in their votes for mayor, aldermen, council- 
men and other officers, in accordance with the provisions of the 
act to which this is in addition, as modified and amended by this 
act ; ancf said officers, so chosen, shall enter upon the duties of 
their respective offices, at the time and in the manner now pro- 
vided by law as amended hereby. 

Sect. 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed.

The city of Newton is hereby authorized, by 
such agents or commissioners as the city council thereof may 
appoint, from time to time, to widen, deepen and straighten 
the channel of Cheese Cake brook, .so called, in any portion 
thereof between its source and its outlet in Charles river in said 
city, and to drain the lands abutting thereupon and adjacent 
thereto ; and for that purpose to enter upon and use any part of 
such lands, and to take therefrom any stones, timber, earth or 
other material, so far as the same may be convenient and useful 
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in effecting such improvement of said brook and lands ; and said 
city having commenced to make said improvement, shall use 
reasonable diligence to complete the same. 

Sect. 2. The city of Newton shall be liable to pay all dam- 
ages that shall be sustained by any persons in their property, by 
any doings under this act ; and the board of mayor and aider- 
men of said city shall award such damages to, and assess such 
portion, not exceeding one half, of the cost and expense of 
making said improvement, upon the owner or owners of such 
lands, whether known or unknown, as they shall deem just and 
equitable; and such assessments shall be in proportion to the 
immediate benefit of said improvement to such lands, and there 
shall be deducted therefrom in each case the amount of dama- 
ges, if any, aw'arded as aforesaid. 

Sect. 3. All assessments made under this act shall consti- 
tute a lien upion the real estate, relative to the increased value 
of which said assessments are made, to be enforced in the same 
manner, with like charges for cost and interest, and with the 
same right of redemption, as provided by law for the collection 
of taxes upon real estate; and all said assessments remaining 
unpaid shall draw interest from the time wdien the same became 
due and payable until the time of payment. 

Sect. 4. Any such award or assessment which is invalid by 
reason of any error or irregularity in the making thereof, or 
w'hich has been recovered back,’ may be re made by said board, 
and shall have the same effect and may be enforced or resisted 
in the same manner and w'itli the same effect as the original 
award or assessment, if the same had been properly made. 

Sect. 5. Any person aggrieved by the doings of said board, 
either in awarding or refusing to award damages, or in making 
assessments as aforesaid, may apply by petition to the superior 
court in and for the county of Middlesex, filed in term time or 
vacation, w'ithin six months after the proceedings complained 
of; and after due notice to the city aforesaid, a trial shall be 
had at the bar of said court in the same manner and subject to 
the same rules and provisions of law' applicable to the trial of 
similar civil causes ; and if the same shall be tried by a jury the 
court may order the jury to view' the place in question at the 
request of either party. If the court or jury shall increase the 
award or reduce the assessment complained of, the petitioner 
shall recover costs against the city, otherwise the city shall 
recover costs against the petitioner; and said costs may be 
deducted from the amount, if any, recovered by the opposing 
party or a separate execution may issue therefor as the court 
may order. Final judgments recovered by the city shall, for 
the space of one year thereafter, constitute a lien, and may be 
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enforced in the same manner and to the same e.xtent in all 
respects as provided in regard to original assessments in the 
third section of this act. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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[CHAP. 144 OF THE ACTS OF 1877.] 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE the city of newton to lay and 
maintain a main drain IN BOSTON. 

Section i. The city of Newton is hereby authorized, by its 
mayor and aldermen or by a board of three commissioners to 
be chosen by its city council, to lay and construct a main drain 
or common sewer on the southerly side of Charles river 
through a portion of the Brighton district of the city of Boston 
to a point in the deep water of said river near the Faneuil 
station on the Boston and Albany railroad and opposite the 
United States arsenal in Watertown, for the purpose of dis- 
charging the sewage of the city of Newton into said river; and 
such main drain, and the works hereinafter mentioned, shall be 
the property and under the exclusive control of the city of 
Newton, which shall keep’and maintain the same in gootl order 
and condition. 

Sect. 2. The city of Newton may also construct and main- 
tain at or near the place of discharge of said sewer such drain- 
age works as it may deem necessary ; but saitl sewer or works 
shall be so constructed as not to interfere with the navigation 
of said river or to create a public nuisance. 

Sect. 3. The city of Newton may take such lands and build- 
ings as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this act, 
and all damages sustained thereby shall be paid by the city of 
Newton, and the same may be ascertained and recovered in the 
manner now provided by law for the assessment of damages in 
the laying out of highways in the city of Boston. 

Sect. 4. The city of Newton may construct such drain or 
sewer over or under any water course, highway, town way. 
railroad or other way, may change the course of any brook, 
may enter upon and dig up the same for the purpose of con- 
structing and maintaining such drain or sewer, and may do all 
such otlier acts as may be necessary to accomplish the work 
hereby authorized ; but said city shall not unnecessarily inter- 
rupt public travel in the doing of said work, and the supreme 
judicial court in any county, or any justice thereof, in term time 
or vacation, ujxjn complaint of the mayor or aldermen of Bos- 
ton, or of any corporation whose rights arc invaded, may direct 
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the method of performing such work as may affect public 
travel, public rights or public health, and enforce such direc- 
tions and orders by injunction or other suitable process. 

Sect. 5. Whenever the city of Newton shall dig up any 
highway, street or way, it shall restore the same to as good 
order and condition as the same was in when such digging 
commenced. .<\nd the city of Newton shall at all times indem- 
nify and save harmless the city of Boston of and from all 
damages which may be sustained by it by reason of any defect 
or want of repair in any street or way, caused by the construc- 
tion, maintenance or repair of said drain or sewer. 

Sect. 6. The city of Newton may within its corporate limits, 
construct any main drain or common sewer, under any railroad, 
and maintain and repair the same ; and it shall be liable to the 
corporation owning such road for all damages thereby sustained 
by it, to be recovered in an action of tort. 

Sect. 7. The provisions of the fourth, fifth, si.xth and 
seventh sections of chapter forty eight of the general statutes, 
and all other general laws, shall apply to said main drain or 
common sewer, so far as applicable ; but no assessment shall be 
laid on any property outside the limits of said Newton. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by 
the city council of the city of Newton.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF NEWTON TO LAY AND 
MAINTAI.N A MAIN DRAIN I.N THE TOWN OF WATERTOWN. 

Section i. The city of Newton is hereby authorized, by its 
board of aldermen or by a board of three commissioners to be 
.chosen by the city council, to lay and construct a main or con- 
necting drain, or common sewer, which shall have a diameter 
of not less than seven feet, through that part of the town of 
Watertown which lies on the southerly side of Charles river, 
to be connected with and form a part of the main drain or com- 
mon sewer, authorized to be constructed by said city, through a 
portion of the city of Boston, by chapter one hundred and forty 
four of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy seven. 
Such main or connecting drain, or common sewer, shall be the 
property, and shall be under the excliusive control, of the city 
of Newton, which shall keep and maintain the same in good 
order and condition. 

Sect. 2. The city of Newton may take such land and build- 
ings as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this 
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act, and all damages sustained thereby shall be paid by the city 
of Newton ; and tlie same may be ascertained and recovered, in 
the manner now provided by law, for the assessment of 
damages in the laying out of highways. 

Sect. 3. The city of Newton may construct such drain or 
sewer over or under any water course, highway, town way or 
other way, may change the course of any brook, may enter upon 
and dig up the same, for the purpose of constructing and main- 
taining such drain or sewer, and may do all such other acts as 
may be necessary to accomplish the work hereby authorized; 
hut said city shall not unnecessarily interrupt public travel in 
the doing of said work; and the supreme judicial court in any 
county, or any justice thereof, in term time or in vacation, upon 
the complaint of the selectmen of Watertown, or of any corpor- 
ation whose rights are, or are claimed to be, invaded, may direct 
the method of perfonning such work as may affect public 
travel, public rights or public health, and enforce such direc- 
tion and orders by injunction or other suitable process. 

Sect. 4. Whenever the city of Newton shall dig up any 
highway, street or way, it shall restore the same to as good 
order and condition as the same was in when such digging was 
commenced, without unnecessary delay. And the city of New- 
ton shall at all times indemnify and save harmless the town of 
Watertown, against, of and from, all damages which may be 
sustained by it, by reason of any defect or want of repair in any 
street or way caused by the construction, maintenance or repair 
of said drain or sewer. 

Sect. 5. The powers which the city of Newton is author- 
ized to exercise through its mayor and aldermen, by chapter 
one hundred and forty four of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy seven, may be exercised by the board of 
aldermen of said city. 

Sect. 6 . The provisions of all general laws shall apply to 
said drain or sewer, so far as applicable ; but no assessment 
shall be laid on the property without the territory of said city. 

Sect. 7. The city of Newton shall be liable to pay all dam- 
ages that shall be sustained by the town of Watertown, or any 
person, persons or corporation, in his, theirorits property, by the 
taking of or injury to any real estate, water or water rights, or 
by the interference with or injury to the use of any water- 
course to which the said town, person, persons or corjioration, 
is legally entitled at the time of such taking ; and in regard to 
such taking, injury or interference, and the ascertainment and 
payment of all such damages, the city of Newton, the town of 
Watertown, and all persons or corporations claiming damages, 
shall have all the rights, immunities and remedies, and be sub- 
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ject to all the duties, liabilities and regulations, which are pro- 
vided in the one hundred and sixty seventh chapter of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and forty six, the one 
hundred and eighty seventh chapter of the acts of the year eigh- 
teen hundred and forty nine, and the three hundred and six- 
teenth chapter of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty. 

Sect. 8. The town of Watertown and all persons and cor- 
porations are hereby prohibited from discharging any sewage, 
drainage or pollution of any kind, into said main sewer, or into 
any stream or water course diverted into said main sewer, with- 
out the permission of the city of Newton, except as is herein- 
after provided. Said town of Watertown may enter a drain or 
sewer into such main sewer, upon giving six months’ notice to 
said city of Newton of its desire so to do, if said city consents 
thereto, upon payment of a reasonable compensation to said city 
for the use of the same; protnded, that the privileges granted 
by this act to the town of Watertown shall be anil are hereby 
expressly restricted to that part of the territory thereof which 
lies south of Charles river. 

If the city of Newdon shall refu.se its consent to such appli- 
cation, by or in behalf of the town of Watertown, or if the said 
city and the said town shall fail to agree upon the compensation 
to be paid by said town to said city for the use of said main 
sewer as aforesaid, cither party may petition the supreme judi- 
cial court, for the appointment of a commission of three suit- 
able persons, who shall hear the parties, and determine whether 
or not the town of Watertown shall be permitted to enter such 
sewer, and if so, upon what terms and conditions, and what 
compensation shall be paid to the city of New'ton for such priv- 
ilege. Such compensation may con.sist of a sum in gross, or of 
a yearly payment, to be made to said city, as said commissioners 
shall decide; and the report of said commissioners or of a 
majority of them, being subject to a revision of and being 
accepted by the supreme judicial court, shall be final. 

The entry of any drain or sewer into said main sewer shall 
be made under the direction of the city of Newton, except as 
is herein provided, and subject to such reasonable rules and 
regulations as may be made by the city council thereof. 

If the town of Watertown, or any person, persons or corpor- 
ation, shall, contrary to the provisions of this act, enter any 
drain or sewer, or conduct any sewage or drainage matter, or 
■pollution of any kind, into any drain or sew'er constructed by 
the city of Newton by virtue of this act. or into any w'ater- 
coursc, channel or stream, natural or artificial, connected there- 
with, or shall wantonly or maliciously injure, or destroy, or 
divert, or obstruct, any such drain or sewer, or injure or 
destroy any machinery or property held, owned or used by the 
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said city, under the authority and for the purposes of this act. 
such town, per.son, persons or corporations, shall forfeit and pay 
to the said city of Newton three times the amount of damages 
that shall be assessed therefor, to be recovered in any proper 
Action. 

It shall be lawful for the supreme judicial court, upon appli- 
cation of the city of Newton, to grant an injunction against 
any unlawful use of or interference by any one with any sewers 
or drains constructed by the city of Newton under this act, or 
against the unlawful entry of any drain or sewer directly or 
indirectly, into the same, or into any water course connected 
therewith ; and damages therefor may be assessed by said court, 
as incident to such process. 

Sect. 9. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE the city of newto.n to establish. 

GRADES FOR UR.SIN.AGE AND SEWERAGE IN SAID CITY. 

Section i. The board of aldermen of the city of Newton 
may from time to time establish grades for drainage and sew- 
erage in any designated territory within said city, and after a 
grade has been so established no person shall construct in such 
territory any cellar or basement cellars of any building below 
such established grade, or use or occupy any cellar or basement 
cellar, so constructed ; provided, that said board may, by license, 
subject to revocation at any time by them, authorize cellars to 
be constructed in buildings used exclusively for storage or busi- 
ness purposes, so much below said grade as they shall designate 
in said license. 

Sect. 2. Said board, whenever they see cause, may .change 
any grade already established ; but such change shall not affect 
the right to maintain and use any cellar or basement previously 
constructed. 

Sect. 3. If any person constructs or attempts to construct 
or use any cellar or basement cellar, in violation of the provi- 
sions of this act, said board may order the owner or occupant 
of such cellar or basement cellar, so to alter and construct the 
same, as to conform to the requirements hereof ; and if such 
owner or occupant fails to comply with such order within ten 
days after service thereof, as is hereinafter provided, said board 
may cause the required alterations to be made therein, the 
expense whereof shall constitute a lien upon the land wherein 
such cellar or hasement cellar shall be constructed, and upon 
the building or buildings thereon erected, and may be collected 
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in the manner provided by law for the collection of taxes upon 
real estate. The city treasurer, in behalf of said city, may pur- 
chase such land, or such land and buildings, at any sale thereof 
for the enforcement of such lien. 

Sect. 4. All orders under the preceding section shall be 
made in writing, and served upon the owners or occupants or 
their authorized agents, as prescribed by section nine of chapter 
twenty six of the general statutes, for the service of orders of 
boards of health ; except that the advertisement provided for in 
said section shall be made in one or mc>re public newspapers, in 
such manner and for such length of time as said board of 
aldermen may direct; and the supreme judicial court or any 
justice thereof, in tenn time or vacation, may, by injunction or 
other suitable process in equity, restrain any person or corpora- 
tion from using or constructing any cellar or basement cellar 
in violation of the provisions of act, and may enforce such 
provisions. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage,

AN ACT CONCERNING SEWERS AND DRAINS IN THE CITY OF 

NEWTON. 

• Section i. The board of aldermen of the city of Newton 
may, for the purposes of sewerage and drainage, take and use 
any streams or water-courses within the limits of said city, take 
and divert the waters thereof, and devote the same to the pur- 
poses aforesaid ; and may take all necessary land to alter, widen, 
deepen or straighten the channel of said water-courses, and 
remove obstructions therefrom, and may use and appropriate 
them, and cover, pave and enclose them in retaining-walls. 

Sect, 2. In taking said water-courses or lands for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, the said board of aldermen shall proceed in the 
manner required by law in cases where land is taken for high- 
ways; and persons suffering damages in their property shall 
have the same rights and remedies for the ascertainment and 
recovery of such damages as are provided by law for the ascer- 
tainment and recovery of damages for lands taken for town 
ways in said Newton. 

S'ect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF NEWTON TO ISSUE ADDI- 
TIONAL WATER SCRIP. 

Section i. The city of Newton, in addition to the amount 
of water scrip autliorized by chapter three hundred forty four 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy two, and 
by section thirty of chapter three hundred and twenty six of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy three, and by 
chapter thirty five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy si.x, may issue a further amount thereof, not exceeding 
the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, in accordance with 
the provision of the act first herein referred to and for the 
purposes named therein. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved March il, 1880.] 

[CHAP. 173 OF THE ACTS OF 1881.] 

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE LAYING OUT OF PUBLIC PARKS IN 
THE CITY OF NEWTON. 

Section i. The mayor of the city of Newton, with the 
approval of the city council, shall, as soon as may be after this 
act shall take effect, appoint five competent commissioners, who 
shall hold their offices until the expiration of terms of one, two, 
three, four and five years, respectively, from the first day of 
May in the year eighteen hundred and eighty one. The mayor 
shall, with like approval, before the first day of May in each 
year after the year eighteen hundred and eighty one, appoint a 
commissioner to continue in office for the term of five years 
from said day. No person shall be a commissioner who is at 
the same time a member of the city council of said city ; and any 
commissioner may at any time be removed by a concurrent 
vote of two thirds of the whole of each branch of said council. 

Sect. 2. Said commissioners shall constitute a board of park 
commissioners, and any vacancy occurring in said board shall 
be filled, for the residue of the term of the commissioner whose 
place is to be filled, in the same manner in which such commis- 
sioner was originally appointed. Said commissioners shall 
servx without compensation. 

Sect. 3. Said board shall have power to locate within the 
limits of the city of Newton, one or more public parks ; and for 
that purpose, from time to time, to take in fee, by purchase, gift, 
devise or otherwise, any and all such lands as said board may 
deem desirable therefor, or to take bonds for the conveyance 
thereof to said city; to lay out, improve, govern and regulate 
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any such park or parks, and the use thereof ; to make rules for 
the use and government thereof, and for breaches of such rules 
to affix penalties not e.xceeding twenty dollars for one offence, 
to be imposed by any court of competent jurisdiction; to ap- 
point all necessary engineers, surveyors, clerks and other 
officers, including a police force to act in such parks ; to define 
the powers and duties of such officers, and fix the amount of 
their compensation; and generally to do all needful acts for the 
proper execution of the powers and duties granted to or 
imposed upon said city, or said board, by this act ; provided, 
however, that no land shall be taken, or other thing involving 
an expenditure of money done, until an appropriation sufficient 
to cover the estimated expense thereof shall have been made by 
a vote of two thirds of each branch of the city council of said 
city. 

Sect. 4. Said board shall, within sixty days after the taking 
of any land under this act, file in the registry of deeds for the 
county in which the land is situated a description thereof, suffi- 
ciently accurate for identifying the same. 

Sect. 5. Said board shall estimate and determine all dam- 
ages sustained by any persons by the taking of land, or other 
acts of said board, in the execution of the powers invested in 
them by this act ; but any person aggrieved by any such deter- 
mination- of said board may have his damages asses.sed by a 
jury of the superior court, in the same manner as is provided by 
law with respect to damages sustained by reason of the laying 
out of ways. If upon trial damages are increased beyond the 
award, the party in whose favor the award was made shall 
recover his costs ; otherwise he shall pay costs ; and costs shall 
be taxed as in civil cases. 

S'Ect. 6. The fee of all lands taken or purchased by said 
board under this act shall vest in the city of Newton, and said 
city shall be liable to pay all damages assessed or determined, as 
provided in the preceding section, and all other costs and 
expenses incurred by said board in the execution of the powers 
vested in them by this act. Said city shall also be authorized to 
take and hold in trust or otherwise, any devise, grant, gift or 
bequest that may be made for the purpose of laying out, 
improving or ornamenting any parks in said city. 

Sect. 7. Any real estate in the city of Newton, which in the 
opinion of said board shall receive any benefit and advantage 
from the locating and laying out of a park under the provisions 
of this act, beyond the general advantages to all real estate in 
the city of Newton, may, after like notice to all persons inter- 
ested as is provided by law to be given to the mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Newton, in cases of laying out streets 
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and ways in said city, lx; assessed by said board for a propor- 
tional share of the expense of such location and laying out : 
provided, that the entire amount so assessed upon any estate 
shall not exceed one half of the amount which said hoard shall 
adjudge to be the whole benefit received by it. 

6'ect. 8 . No assessment shall be made as provided in the 
preceding section except within two years after the passage of 
the order, the execution of which causes the benefit for which 
the assessment is made. 

Sect. 9. All assessments made under this act shall consti- 
tute a lien upon the real estate so assessed, to he enforced and 
collected by the city of Newton in the same manner and with 
like charges for costs and interest as is provided by law for the 
collection of taxes ; and such assessments may be apportioned 
by said hoard in like manner as assessments for benefits caused 
by the laying out of ways may now he apportioned by the city 
council of said city. 

Sect. 10. Any person aggrieved by any assessment made by 
said board may have the amount of the benefit received by his 
estate assessed by a jury of the superior court by proceedings 
in like manner as is provided by law with resjiect to assessments 
for betterments in the case of ways, and subject to like provis- 
ions of law as to lien and costs. 

Sect. II. When an assessment is made under this act upon 
an estate, the whole or any portion of which is leased, the 
owner of the estate shall pay the assessment, and may thereafter 
collect of the lessee an additional rent for the portion so leased, 
equal to six per centum per annum on that proportion of the 
whole sum paid which the leased portion bears to the whole 
e.state after deducting from the whole sum so paid any amount 
he may have received for damages to the estate above what he 
had necessarily expended on such estate by reason of such dam- 
ages. 

Sect. 12. For the purpose of defraying the e.xpenscs incurred 
under the provisions of this act, the city council of Newton 
shall have authority to issue, from time to time, and to an 
amount not exceeding the amount actually expended for the 
purchase or taking of lands for said parks, bonds or certificates 
of debt, to be denominated on the face thereof, the “Public 
Park Loan,” and to bear interest at such rates and to be payable 
at such periods as said council may detennine. For the 
redemption of such loan said council shall establish a sinking 
fund sufficient, with the accumulating interest, to provide for 
its payment at maturity. All sums paid for betterments shall 
be paid into said sinking fund, until such sum shall amount to 
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a sum sufficient, with its accumulation, to pay at maturity the 
bonds for the security of which the fund was established. 

Sect. 13. No .street or way, and no steam or horse railroad, 
shall be laid out over any portion of any park located under 
this act, e.xcept at such places and in such manner as said Ixiard 
shall approve. 

Sect. 14. No military encampment, parade, drill, review or 
other military evolution or exercise .shall lie held or performed 
on any park laid out as aforesaid, except with the prior consent 
of said board ; nor shall any military body, without such con- 
sent, enter or move in military order within the same except in 
case of riot, insurrection, rebellion or war. 

Sect. 15. Said lioard shall annually, in the month of Decem- 
ber, make to the city council of Newton a full report of its 
doings for the preceding year, including a detailed statement of 
all its receipts and expenditures. 

Sect. 16. This act shall not take full cflfect unless accepted 
by a majority of the legal voters of the city of Newton, present 
and voting thereon by ballot and using the check list, at meet- 
ings which shall be held in the several wards of said city on the 
second Wednesday of June, in the present year, and upon notice 
thereof duly given at least seven days before the time of said 
meetings ; and the polls shall be opened not later than seven 
o’clock in the forenoon, and closed not earlier than five o’clock 
in the afternoon, of said day. 

In case of the ab.sence of any ward officer at any ward meet- 
ing in said city, held for the purpose aforesaid, a like officer may 
be chosen pro tempore by hand vote, and shall be duly qualified, 
and shall have all the powers and be subject to all the duties of 
the regular officer at said meetings. Said ballots shall be “YES,” 
or “NO,” in answer to the question : “ Shall an act passed by 
the legislature of the commonwealth, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-one, entitled An Act to provide for the laying 
out of public parks in the city of Newton, be accepted?” Such 
meetings shall be called, notified and warned by the board of 
aldermen of said city in the same manner in which meetings for 
the elections of municipal officers are called, notified and 
warned. The ballots given in shall be assorted, counted and 
declareil in open ward meeting and shall be registered in the 
ward records. The clerk of each ward shall within forty-eight 
hours of the close of the polls, make return to the Ixiard of 
aldermen of the number of ballots cast in bis ward in favor of 
the acceptance of this act, and of the nmber cast against its 
acceptance. And it shall be the duty of the Ixiard of aldermen 
to certify, as soon as may be, to the secretary of the common- 
wealth, the whole number of ballots cast in favor of the 
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acceptance of this act and of the number of ballots cast against 
its acceptance; and if it shall appear that a majority of the bal- 
lots have been cast in favor of acceptance, the said secretary 
shall immediately issue and publish his certificate declaring this 
act to have been duly accepted. 

Sect. 17. So much of this act as authorizes and directs the 
submission of the question of its acceptance to the legal voters 
of the city of Newton, shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO rRovjDE for the laying out of public parks 
AND squares in THE CITY OF NEWTON. 

Section i. The city council of the city of Newton shall have 
power fo land from time to time by purchase, gift, devise 
or otherwise for public parks and squares in said city, and to 
take and to hold in trust, or otherwise, any devise, grant, gift 
or bequest for the purchase of, laying out, improving or orna- 
menting any parks and squares in said city, and may provide by 
ordinances for the government, use, care and superintendence 
of such parks and squares, either by said city council, or if said 
council shall so decide by such persons as may be appointed by 
the mayor and aldermen of said city, and for breaches of such 
ordinances may affix penalties not exceeding twenty dollars for 
one offence : provided, however, that no land shall be so taken 
or liability created or money expended therefor or upon any 
such park or square, except by a two-thirds vote of all members 
of each branch of said city council taken by yeas and nays. 

Sect. 2. Said city shall, within sixty days after the taking of 
any land under this act file in the registry of deeds for the 
southern district of the county of Middlese.x a description of 
such land sufficiently accurate for identifying the same. The 
title of lands so taken shall vest in the city of Newton. In case 
said city and the owner of any such land do not agree upon the 
damage of such taking, such damage shall be ascertained, 
determined and paid in the same manner as is provided for the 
assessment and payment of damages for the taking of land for 
highways. 

Sect. 3. At any time within two years after any land is taken 
or purchased for a park or square under this act, the city coun- 
cil of said city of biewton, if in its opinion any real estate in 
said city receives any benefit and advantage from such taking 
or purchasing, or from the locating and laying out of a park 
or square under this act, beyond the general advantages to all 
real estate in said city, may adjudge and determine the value of 
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such benefit and advantage to any such real estate, and may 
assess upon the same a proportional share of the cost of land so 
purchased or taken, and of the expense of laying out, grading 
and making such park or square; but in no case shall the 
assessment exceed one-half of the amount of such adjudged 
benefit and advantage. 

Sect. 4. Assessments made under the preceding section 
shall constitute a lien upon the real estate so assessed, and shall 
be collected and enforced, with the same rights to owners to 
surrender their estates, and the same proceedings thereupon, 
and with the same rights of and proceedings upon appeal, as are 
provided by chapter fifty-one of the public statutes of this com- 
monwealth. 

Sect. 5. The city council of said city of Newton shall have 
authority to issue from time to time, and to an amount not 
'exceeding the amount actually expended for the purchase or 
taking of lands for said parks and squares, bonds or certificates 
of debt, to be denominated on the face thereof “Public Park 
Loan,” and to bear interest at such rates, and to be payable at 
such periods as said city council may determine. For the 
redemption of such loan, the said city council shall establish a 
sinking fund, sufficient with the accumulating interest to pro- 
vide for its payment at maturity. All sums paid for betterments 
shall be paid into said sinking fund until such sum shall amount 
to a sum sufficient with its accumulations to pay at maturity the 
bonds for the security of which the fund was established. 

Sect. 6. This act shall not take full effect unle.ss accepted 
by a majority of the legal voters of said city present and voting 
thereon at the annual State election in the present year, notice 
thereof being duly given, and ballots returned, as is provided 
for ballots at elections held in said city. Ballots shall be “yes” 
or “no” in answer to the question : “Shall an act passed by the 
legislature of the commonwealth, in the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-two, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the laying out 
of public parks and squares in the city of Newton,’ be accept- 
ed ?” It shall be the duty of the board of aldermen to certify as 
soon as may be after said meeting to the secretary of the com- 
monwealth, the number of ballots cast in favor of the accept- 
ance of this act, and the number cast against its acceptance ; and 
if it shall appear that a majority of the ballots have been cast in 
favor of acceptance, the secretary shall immediately issue and 
publish his certificate declaring this act to have been duly 
accepted. 

Sect. 7. So much of this act as authorizes and directs the 
submission of the question of its acceptance to the legal voters 
of the city of Newton, shall take effect upon its passage.

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[CHAPTER 210, ACTS OF 1882.] 

AN ACT TO REVISE THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF NEWTON. 

Section i. The inhabitants of the city of Newton, for all 
purposes for which towns and cities are by law incorporated in 
this commonwealth, shall continue to be a body politic and 
corporate under the name of the “City of Newton,” and as such 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers 
and privileges and be subject to all the duties and obligations 
provided for herein, or otherwise appertaining to said city. 

The territory of said city shall be divided into seven wards, 
containing in each ward, as nearly as may be consistent with 
well-defined limits to each ward, 'an equal number of voters. 

Sect. 2. The administration of the fiscal, prudential and 
municipal affairs of said city, with the government thereof,, 
shall be vested in a mayor and a city council, which shall consist 
of a board of aldermen of seven members, and a common coun- 
cil of fourteen members. 

Sect. 3. Elections shall be held in the several wards. At the 
annual municipal election, which shall be held upon the first 
Tuesday of December, there shall be elected by ballot, from the 
inhabitants of the city, the following officers by the voters at 
large : 

A mayor, one alderman from each ward and as many mem- 
bers of the school committee as may be required to fill the 
places of those whose terms expire, and to fill such vacancies 
as occur at the end of such municipal year. 

And the following officers shall be elected by and from the 
voters of each ward ; 

Two common councilmen, a warden and three inspectors of 
elections. 

The municipal year and terms of office not herein otherwise 
fixed shall begin upon the first Monday of January following 
the election. 

The mayor and ward officers named in this section shall hold 
office until their respective successors are chosen and qualified, 
and the members of each branch of the city council until a 
majority of a succeeding board is qualified. 

Sect. 4. All ward officers shall be sworn to a faithful dis- 
charge of their duties ; and the oath of office shall be adminis- 
tered by the clerk to the warden, by the warden to the clerk and 
the inspectors, or to any of said officers by a justice of the peace. 
Certificates of such oaths shall be made by ward clerks upon 
their respective records. 

The warden shall preside at all ward meetings with the power 
of moderators at town meetings, and shall receive, assort, count 
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and declare in open ward meetings all ballots given in at such 
meetings. 

The clerk shall record all proceedings, and certify the ballots 
given in at any election, and shall enter upon the ward records 
in open ward meeting the names of all persons receiving votes, 
the number of votes cast for each person, and the title of the 
office for which he received such votes. The clerk shall forth- 
with deliver certified copies of such records to the city clerk, 
who shall forthwith enter the same in the city records. 

The inspectors of elections shall assist the warden in receiv- 
ing, sorting and counting the ballots given in at any election. 

If at any meeting the warden is not present, the clerk shall 
preside until a warden pro tempore is elected; if both the war- 
den and clerk are absent, the senior in age of the inspectors 
present shall preside until a warden pro tempore is elected. 
When any ward officer is absent or neglects to perform his duty, 
his office shall be filled pro tempore by hand vote. 

Sect. 5 . The mayor and members of the city council shall be 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties. The oath of 
office may be administered to the mayor by the city clerk, or by 
any justice of the peace. Each branch of the city council shall 
be the judge of the election of its own members, and a major- 
ity of each branch shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. No member of either branch shall receive any 
compensation for his services, nor be eligible to any salaried 
office of the city. The aldermen and common councilmen elect 
shall on the first Monday of January in each year, at three 
o’clock in the afternoon, meet in convention, and be sworn by 
the mayor if present; otherwise, by any justice of the peace, h. 
record of the oath administered shall be made in each branch. 
The oath may be administered afterwards to any member of 
either branch by the city clerk, or by the presiding officer of 
either branch w'hen in session. After the oath has been admin- 
istered the two branches shall separate. The mayor shall be the 
presiding officer of the board of aldennen and of the city coun- 
cil when in convention. The city clerk shall be the clerk of the 
board of aldermen. He shall be sworn to the faithful discharge 
of his duties. The common council shall organize by choosing 
a president and clerk, who shall hold their offices respectively 
during the pleasure of the common council. The clerk shall be 
sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties. The sessions of 
both branches of the city council shall be public, e.xcept when 
action is taken upon appointments or removals. 

Sect. 6. The city council shall annually in January elect by 
ballot in convention a treasurer, who shall be collector of taxes, 
an auditor, a city clerk, one assessor for the term of three years, 
and from each ward an assistant assessor and an overseer of 
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tile poor, and may at any time remove any of said officers, 
e.xcept an assessor, by concurrent vote. The terms of office of 
said officers shall begin upon the first Monday of February fol- 
lowing and shall continue until their respective successors are 
chosen and qualified. 

The mayor and aldermen shall appoint ward clerks, con- 
stables, a city marshal with the powers and duties of a con- 
stable, and all other officers required by the laws of the com- 
monwealth or by the ordinances of the city, whose selection is 
not hereinbefore provided for, to hold office until they resign 
or are removed by the mayor with the consent of the aldermen ; 
but no member of the city council shall continue in an appointed 
office after the term for which he was elected. Vacancies shall 
be filled in the manner of the original election or appointment, 
unless herein otherwise provided. In case of a vacancy in the 
office of mayor, or of his inability to act, the president of the 
board of aldermen shall act as mayor until the inability ceases 
or the vacancy is filled. The removal of a person holding office 
from one ward to another shall not create a vacancy in such 
office. Every person who is elected or apj>ointed to an office 
shall receive a certificate of such election or appointment from 
the city clerk. Every officer of the city, except the mayor, shall 
at the request of either branch of the city council, appear before 
such branch and give such information as it may require, and 
answer such questions as may be asked, in relation to any 
matter, act or thing connected with his office or the discharge 
of the duties thereof. 

Sect. 7. The city council shall, in November of each year, 
appropriate the amount necessary to meet the expenditures of 
the following year; and such appropriations shall not be 
increased or exceeded except by a vote of tw'o-thirds of all the 
members of each branch, voting by yeas and nays. No money 
shall be e.xpended and no liability of the city shall be incurred, 
by any member of the city council, or any board or officer of the 
city elected by the city council, or appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, except in pursuance of an order of the city council. 
The city council shall have power : — ^to make a new division of 
wards in each year of the state or national census ; to control 
and have the custody of all city property ; to require a bond with 
sufficient sureties of any officer elected by the city council or 
appointed by the mayor and aldermen ; to establish by ordinance 
such offices as may be necessary for any municipal purposes ; to 
establish a fire department w ith such officers and men, appa- 
ratus, and regulations for the government thereof, as said city 
council may by ordinance prescribe ; to make ordinances and 
affix penalties thereto, as provided herein and by general law, 
without the sanction of any court or justice thereof ; to act upon

all matters in which authority is now given to said city. of New- 
ton under any acts to supply said city and the town of Newton 
with water ; to lay out, alter, discontinue, locate anew, fi.x the 
grade of, or order specified repairs in, any highway, street or 
town way, and to estimate and assess the damages any person 
may sustain thereby, and the powers of the city council shall be 
exclusive therein ; but action upon all said matters shall first 
be taken by the mayor and aldermen, and persons sustaining 
damage in their property shall have the remedies which are 
provided in the case of taking land for ways in said city of 
Newton ; but there shall be no appeal from a decision not to 
lay out a way. To act upon all matters in which authority is 
given to said city council and the board of aldermen and the 
mayor and aldermen in acts relating to “Cheese Cake Brook,’’ 
to laying and maintaining drains and sewers in said city and in 
the city of Boston and the town of Watertown, to establishing 
grades for drainage and sewerage in said city of Newton, and 
in general laws relating to streets, sidewalks, drains and sewers, 
and the taking of lands from which may be taken earth and 
gravel ; bu*: action upon all said matters shall first be taken by 
the mayor and aldermen ; and generally to exercise all the 
pow'ers of towns under general laws. 

Sect. 8. Provisions made from time to time by the city 
council by ordinance ratified by the legal voters at an annual 
municipal election as follows : fixing the number of wards, but 
only in a year preceding that of the state or national census ; 
fixing the number of members of the common council, provided 
that wards shall be equally represented ; fixing the number of 
aldermen, provided that wards shall be equally represented. 

Sect. 9. The mayor and aldermen shall issue warrants for 
meetings of citizens for municipal purposes. The mayor and 
aldermen shall have power to act in all matters in which author- 
ity is given to the city and said board, relating to the “Kenrick 
Fund’’ ; and shall have all the powers of selectmen and of 
boards of aldermen and of a mayor and aldermen under general 
laws, excepting as is otherwise provided in section seven. i 

Sect. 10. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer of 
the city. He shall see that the laws and the ordinances, orders 
and regulations of the city are duly executed and enforced, and 
shall exercise a general supervision over the official acts and 
conduct of all subordinate officers. He may suspend any officer, 
and may su.spend any work or jiayment, whether under a con- 
tract, or otherwise, for a period not exceeding ten days ; but in 
such case he shall report his action, with his reasons therefor to 
the city council, which shall take immediate action thereon. He 

'Amendment Acts 1883, c. 4. 
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may except from his approval of any ordinance, order, resolu- 
tion or vote, in which he has the power of veto by general law, 
any portion involving a distinct item of expenditure; in such 
case, instead of returning the original, he shall transmit a copy 
of such portion not approved. He shall be, cx ofUcio, a member 
and chairman of the school committee, and of the overseers of 
the poor. In the school committee he shall have only a casting 
vote. He may call special meetings of the city council, or of 
either branch thereof, by causing notices to be left at the usual 
place of residence of each member of the city council, or of the 
branch to be convened. He shall at all times have the control 
and direction of the police force, subject only to the ordinances 
of the city. His salary shall not be changed during his term of 
office. 

Sect. II. The school committee shall continue as at present 
constituted, and shall consist of the mayor, and pre.sident of the 
common council, cx officio, and two members from each ward 
elected for the term of three years. They may elect from their 
own number a chairman, who shall preside in the absence of 
the mayor. They shall serve without compensation. No mem- 
ber shall be the superintendent of schools. They shall forth- 
with notify the mayor and aldermen of 5ny vacancy in their 
board, and may fill such vacancy until the end of the municipal 
year in which the warrant for the next municipal election is 
i.ssued. At such election the vacancy shall be filled for the 
unexpired term. No money shall be expended by the school 
committee except by a two-thirds vote of members present and 
voting. 

Sect. 12. All acts and parts of acts inconsistant herewith 
are repealed ; provided, that this repeal shall not revive any act 
heretofore repealed, nor affect any right accruing or accrued, 
or any offence committed, or penalty or forfeiture incurred at 
the time when this act takes effect, or anj' suit or prosecution 
or other proceeding then pending, nor abridge the term of any 
office then filled, nor affect any ordinance then in force and not 
inconsistent with this act. 

Sect. 13. This act shall take effect for the election of munici- 
pal officers at the annual municipal election on the first Tuesday 
of December in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two, and 
for all other purposes at the beginning of the municipal year in 
the following January; provided, that it shall be accepted by a 
majoritj' of the legal voters of said city of Newton, voting 
thereon by ballot at the annual state election in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and eighty-two, notice thereof having been duly 
given.

The city of Newton, for the purposes mentioned 
in section five of chapter three hundred and forty-four of the 
acts of eighteen hundred seventy-two, may issue notes, 
bonds or scrip from- time to time, signed by the treasurer and 
countersigned by the mayor, to be denominated on the face 
thereof “Newton Water Loan,” to an amount not e.xceeding 
one hundred thousand dollars in addition to the amounts here- 
tofore authorized by law to be issued by the town or city of 
Newton for the same purposes; said notes, bonds and scrip to 
be issued upon the same terms and conditions and with the 
same powers as are provided in said act for the issue of the 
“Newton Water Loan,” by the town of Newton : provided, that 
the whole amount of such notes, bonds and scrip issued by said 
town or city, together with those already authorized, shall not 
in any event exceed the amount of ten hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect opon its acceptance by a 
vote of two-thirds of all the members of each branch of the city 
council of said city of Newton.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOSTO.N AND ALBANY RAILROAD 
COMPANY TO TAKE LAND AND BUILD A BRANCH OF ITS ROAD 
THROUGH THE CITY OF NEWTON. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section i. The Boston and Albany railroad company may 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter one hundred and 
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twelve of the public statutes, and without additional capital 
stock, take land for and build a branch of its road from a point 
on the main line thereof near the station thereon at Riverside in 
the city of Newton, to and connecting with the Newton High- 
lands branch, so called, of its road, at any point thereon 
westerly of Boylston-street crossing thereof in said Newton. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by 
the directors of the Boston and Albany railroad company.

AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE REGISTRATION AND LICENSING OF 
PLUMBERS IN THE CITY OF NEWTON. 

Section i. The city of Newton may by ordinance require 
the registration and licensing of all persons'doing or carrying 
on the business of plumbing in said city and prescribe rules and 
regulations for the materials, construction, alteration and 
inspection of all pipes, tanks, faucets, valves and other fi.xtures 
by and through which water or sewage is used and carried, and 
provide that no such pipes, tanks, faucets, valves or other fix- 
tures shall be placed in any building in said city except in 
accordance with plans which shall be approved by the board of 
health of said city or such person or persons as said board of 
health shall designate. 

Sect. 2. The said city may impose penalties not exceeding 
fifty dollars for each violation of any of the provisions con- 
tained in section one of this act. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT to authorize the city of newton to make an 

ADDITIONAL WATER LOAN. 

Section i. The city of Newton, for the purposes mentioned 
in section five of chapter three hundred and forty-four of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, may issue 
notes, bonds or .scrip from time to time signed by the treasurer 
and countersigned by the mayor, to be denominated on the face 
thereof Newton Water Loan, to an.amount not exceeding three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition to the amounts 
heretofore authorized by law to be issued by the town or city of 
Newton for the same purpioses; said notes, bonds and scrip to 
be issued upon the same terms and conditions and with the same 
powers as are provided in said act for the issue of the Newton 
water scrip by the town of Newton: proinded, that the whole 
amount of such notes, Ixmds and scrip issued by said town or 
city, together with those already authorized, shall not exceed 
the amount of one million five hundred thousand dollars. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by a 
vote of two-thirds of all members of each branch of the city 
council of said city of Newton.

[CHAP. 302 OF THE ACTS OF 1889.] 

AN ACT TO provide an additional water supply for the 

CITY OF NEWTON. 

Section i. The city of Newton is hereby authorized to 
take, hold and convey into and through said city from the 
Charles river or from the ground near said river, at any con- 
venient point upon or near the same, water for the use of said 
city and the inhabitants thereof not exceeding five millions of 
gallons daily, including the one and one-half millions of gallons 
daily which it is now authorized to take by chapter three hun- 
dred and forty-four of the acts of eighteen hundred and 
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seventy-two. All the provisions of said chapter three hundred 
and forty-four except as herein otherwise provided shall apply 
to the additional three and one-half millions of gallons daily so 
far as the same shall be taken or diverted from said river. 

Sect. 2. Whenever said city of Newton shall desire to take 
water as herein provided it shall, by vote of its city council, 
determine what amount daily it will take of said five millions 
of gallons herein provided for, and it shall thereupon be lawful 
for said city to take only the amount daily from said river pro- 
vided for by said vote, in addition to the amount taken under 
the provisions of said chapter three hundred and forty-four, 
and any damages provided for in said act shall be determined 
upon the amount to be so taken by said vote. Whenever said 
city of Newton shall desire to take a further portion of said 
five millions of gallons it shall again determine as aforesaid by 
vote of its city council the amount in addition to be taken daily, 
and like proceedings may be had for damages as provided in 
said act ; and like proceedings may be had from time to time as 
said city of Newton shall decide to take further portions or the 
whole of said five millions of gallons daily. 

Sect. 3. Said city of Newton may for the purposes of 
taking water as aforesaid, and for the protection of its water 
supply take and hold, by purchase or otherwise, any lands 
within the town of Needham necessary for that purpose. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF NEWTON TO SUPPLY THE 
TOWN OF NEEDHAM WITH WATER. 

Section i. The city of Newton is hereby authorized to 
furnish from its water supply to the town of Needham, or to 
any portion thereof, a supply of water for the use of said town 
of Needham and its inhabitants, for the extinguishment of fires 
and for domestic purposes; and may contract with said town 
of Needham for such supply of water on such terms as may be 
agreed upon between said city and said town. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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[CHAP. 333 OF THE ACTS OF 1890.] 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF NEWTON TO DIVIDE WARD 
FOUR INTO VOTING PRECINCTS. 

Section i. The mayor and aldermen of the city of Newton 
are hereby authorized to divide the fourth ward of said city into 
two precincts so that the village of Auburndale and the terri- 
tory contiguous thereto shall constitute one such precinct, and 
the village of Newton Lower Falls and the territory contig- 
uous thereto shall constitute the other precinct. The boun- 
daries of such precincts shall as far as possible be the centre 
lines of known streets or ways. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF NEWTON TO MAKE AN 
ADDITIONAL WATER LOAN. 

Section i. The city of Newton, for the purpose mentioned 
in section five of chapter three hundred and forty-four of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, may issue 
notes, bonds or scrip from time to time, signed by the treasurer 
and countersigned by the mayor, to be denominated on the face 
thereof Newton Water Loan, to an amount not exceeding five 
hundred thousand dollars in addition to the amounts thereto- 
fore authorized by law to be issued by the town or city of 
Newton for the same purposes; said notes, bonds and scrip to 
be issued upon the same terms and conditions and with the 
some powers as are provided in said act for the issue of the 
Newton water scrip by the town of Newton : provided, that the 
whole amount of such notes, bonds and scrip issued by said 
town or city, together with those already authorized, shall not 
exceed the amount of two million dollars. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by a 
vote of two-thirds of all members of each branch of the city 
council of said city of Newton.

AN ACT TO enable the city of newton to establish a 

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Section i. The city of Newton is hereby authorized by 
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ordinance to establish a board of public works and provide for 
the number of the members thereof not exceeding five, and the 
length of their respective terms of office not e.xceeding five 
years, but the members thereof may be reappointed. Such 
members shall be appointed and may be removed by the mayor 
and aldermen as provided by the sixth section of the charter of 
said city, being chapter two hundred and ten of the acts of 
eighteen hundred and eighty-two, entitled An act to revise the 
charter of the city of Newton. 

Sect. 2. Said city of Newton may by ordinance provide that 
said board shall have any or all of the following powers and 
duties; First. The construction, maintenance, alteration, re- 
pair, care and lighting of highways, streets, ways, sidewalks, 
bridges and public parks and squares ; and that said board may 
be highway surveyors. Second. The construction, maintenance, 
alteration, repair and care of public drains and sewers. Third. 
The construction, maintenance, alteration, repair and care of 
public buildings and property, except that the control of the 
school buildings shall remain with the school committee. 
Fourth. The construction, maintenance, alteration, repair and 
care of the water works and the supply and distribution of 
water. 

Sect. 3. Said city of Newton may from time to time amend 
jr repeal any ordinances made under this act, and may make 
new ordinances in any of the respects in which they may make 
original ordinances under this act, and may amend or repeal 
the same. 

Sect. 4. This act shall be submitted to the qualified voters 
of the city of Newton for its acceptance, at the next election for 
state, district and county officers, and shall be void_unless such 
voters voting in their respective wards or precincts at said 
election shall determine to adopt the same. The vote shall be 
taken by ballot in accordance with the provisions of the elec- 
tion laws of the commonwealth then in force, so far as the 
same shall be applicable, in answer to the question, “Shall an 
act passed by the general court in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety, entitled ‘An act to enable the city of Newton to 
establish a board of public works,’ be accepted?’’; and the affir- 
mative votes of a majority of the voters present and voting 
thereon shall be required for its acceptance. If so adopted this 
act shall take effect at the beginning of the municipal year in 
the following January, except as hereinafter. provided. 

Sect. 5. The secretary of the commonwealth shall, on the 
ballots printed for use in the city of Newton at the next elec- 
tion for state, district and county officers, also print the ques- 
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tion to be submitted to the legal voters of said city by the 
provisions of and as stated in section four of this act. 

Sect. 6. So much of this act as authorizes the submission 
of the question of its acceptance to the legal voters of said city 
shall take effect upon its passage, but it shall not further take 
effect unless accepted by the legal voters of said city as herein 
prescribed.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE ABOLITION OF GRADE CROSSINGS IN

Section i. Authority is hereby given to the mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Newton, and to the directors of the 
Boston and Albany railroad company, to include in any petition 
under the provisions of chapter four hundred and twenty-eight 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety for the 
abolition of grade crossings upon the main line of said railroad 
company, any and all crossings of said railroad by ways above 
the grade of said railroad, and also all private ways over or 
across said railroad or the property of said railroad company ; 
and the superior court and the justices thereof, and any com- 
mission appointed thereby, are also authorized to deal with and 
to include any and all such crossings above grade and private 
ways in any proceedings relating thereto, to the same extent as 
if they were respectively crossings of public ways at the level 
of the railroad ; and said court and commission are authorized 
to make, by suitable openings or otherwise, provision for future 
crossings of said railroad by new streets to be hereafter laid 
out ; and all provisions of said chapter four hundred and twen- 
ty-eight and any acts in amendment thereof shall apply to all 
the provisions of this act and crossings named therein. 

Sect. 2. Any owner of private rights of way over said rail- 
road, whose rights of way are injured or destroyed by any pro- 
ceedings under this act, may recover damages therefor in the 
manner damages may be recovered under said chapter four 
hundred and twenty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety and acts amendatory thereof. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF NEWTON TO INCUR IN-

Section i. The city of Newton, for the purpose of making 
and constructing main drains and common sewers, may incur 
indebtedness to an amount not exceeding seven hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars beyond the limit of indebtedness fixed by 
law, and may from time to time issue bonds, notes or scrip 
therefor, payable in periods not exceeding thirty years from 
the date of issue ; but the provisions of chapter twenty-nine of 
the Public Statutes and acts in amendment thereof or supple- 
mentary thereto, shall otherwise apply to the issue of such 
bonds, notes or scrip and to the establishment of a sinking fund 
for the payment thereof at maturity. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The mayor and aldermen of the city of Newton 
are hereby authorized to divide the first ward of said city into 
two precincts, so that that part of the village of Newton now in 
said ward, and the territory contiguous thereto, shall constitute 
one such precinct, and that portion of the village of Nonantum 
or North Village, and the territory contigi*ous thereto, shall 
constitute the other precinct ; the boundaries of such precincts 
shall so far as possible be the centre lines of known streets or 
ways. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

For the purpose of abating the nuisance caused 
by Boyd’s pond, so called, the city council of the city of Newton 
may from time to time, within two years from the date of the 
passage of this act, take by purchase or otherwise and use said 
pond and the water-course known as Laundry brook, flowing 
through said pond, or any portion thereof in the city of Newton 
and in the town of Watertown, as far as Cook’s pond or 
Morse’s pond, so called, and mill rights, dams and rights of 
flowage connected with Boyd’s pond, and such land within one 
hundred and fifty feet of the centre of said stream and pond as 
may be necessary for the purposes of this act ; and may alter, 
widen, deepen and straighten the channel of said water course 
and remove obstructions therefrom. 

Sect. 2. In taking said water-course and said Boyd’s pond, 
or lands for the purposes aforesaid, said city council shall pro- 
ceed in the manner prescribed by law in cases where land is 
taken for ways in said city and said town of Watertown, and 
persons suffering damages in their property shall have the same 
rights and remedies for the ascertainment and recovery of such 
damages as are provided by law for the ascertainment and 
recovery of damages for land taken for such ways. 

Sect. 3. All lands, mill rights and other property which 
may be acquired by the city of Newton within the town of 
Watertown, under the provisions of this 'act, shall be subject to 
the jurisdiction of said town, excepting so far as is herein pro- 
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vided, and shall be and remain a part of the territory of said 
town of Watertown. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Section i. The city of Newton may, for the purposes of 
widening and locating anew Washington street and abolish- 
ing grade crossings in said city, in addition to the powers 
already vested in it relating to streets, ways and parks there- 
in, including the powers granted by. chapter three hundred and 
twenty-four of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-four, purchase or otherwise take in fee simple the lands 
or any of them lying northerly of the present location and lands 
of the Boston and Albany railroad in said city, including lands 
within the location of any public w'ays. Proceedings for such 
taking and for determining damages therefor shall be the same 
as are now provided in the case of laying out ways in said city. 

Sect. 2. If said city of Newton shall take so much of the 
lands aforesaid as lie between Washington street and said rail- 
road, and between Centre street and Chestnut street, as may be 
necessary for the temporary location hereinafter mentioned, and 
if the commissioners who may be appointed by the superior 
court under the provisions of chapter four hundred and twenty- 
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eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety and 
acts in amendment thereof, for the purpose of determining the 
method of abolishing grade crossings on the main line of the 
Boston and Albany railroad in said city, determine that the 
tracks of the railroad shall be depressed to any extent within 
the present lines of its location, as a part of the plan of abolish- 
ing said crossings, and said determination shall be accepted and 
adopted by the superior court, said commissioners are hereby 
authorized, as a part of their decision, to take for railroad pur- 
poses the right to make and maintain such slopes upon land of 
the city of Newton, north of and along the line of the railroad, 
as said commissioners in their decision may designate, without 
compensation to said city therefor. The Boston and Albany 
railroad company shall have the right and power, without com- 
pensation to said city therefor, to use so much of said lands, 
and of said Washington street as at present located, as may be 
necessary for a temporary location of its tracks, stations and 
appliances and for the purposes of construction and operation 
of its railroad while work within the lines of its present loca- 
tion in abolishing said grade crossings is in progress. 

Sect. 3. If after said grade crossings have been so abol- 
ished as aforesaid, and said Washington street shall have been 
laid out and widened as aforesaid, it shall in the opinion of the 
city council of said city of Newton not be necessary to retain 
all of the land taken as aforesaid for the purposes of the widen- 
ing of said Washington street and abolishing grade crossings, 
then said city shall be authorized and empowered to sell and 
dispose of the same, and it is hereby authorized upon said event 
to convey such lands by good and sufficient deed ; and the title 
thereto shall thereupon vest in the purchasers thereof. 

Sect. 4. To meet the expenses incurred by the city of 
Newton under the provisions of this act said city may incur 
indebtedness and may issue notes, bonds or scrip therefor, 
payable within forty years from the date of issue, signed by the 
treasurer and countersigned by the mayor, and the same shall 
not be included in the amount of indebtedness to which said city 
is limited by the provisions of chapter twenty-nine of the Public 
Statutes and acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto. 
The provisions of said chapter twenty-nine of the Public Stat- 
utes and acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto 
shall apply to the issue of such bonds, notes or scrip and to the 
establishment of a sinking-fund for the payment thereof at 
maturity, except so far as is herein otherwise provided.

The city of Newton, for the purposes specified 
in chapter three hundred and forty-four of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to 
supply the town of Newton with water,” and all acts in amend- 
ment thereof and in addition thereto relating to a water supply 
for said city of Newton, may issue notes, bonds or scrip from 
time to time, signed by the treasurer and countersigned by the 
mayor, to be denominated on the face thereof, Newton Water 
Loan, to an amount not exceeding three hundred thousand 
dollars in addition to the amounts heretofore authorized by law 
to be issued by the town or city of Newton for the same jHir- 
pose. Said notes, bonds and scrip shall be issued upon the 
same terms and conditions as those heretofore issued by said 
city for said purpose, and shall be omitted in ascertaining the 
amount of indebtedness of said city under the provisions of 
chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes.

AN ACT TO CONFER certain powers upon the city of 
newton in respect To water-courses in said city. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follotvs : 

Section 1. The city of Newton for drainage purposes or 
for the protection of the public health, or both, may within the 
limits of said city, from time to time, improve the brooks and 
natural streams flowing in or through said city or anv portion 
thereof, by widening the same, removing obstructions in or 
over the same, diverting the water, altering the courses or 
deepening the channels thereof, and the more effectually to 
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make said improvements may take land in fee simple or other- 
wise on either side of the present channels of any such brook 
or natural stream, or may take land to form new channels into 
which said waters or any surface waters may be diverted within 
the limits of said city. 

Sect. 2. When land is taken by virtue of the preceding 
section the proceeding shall be the same as in the laying out of 
ways in said city. 

Sect. 3. Damages occasioned by the making of said im- 
provements shall be ascertained and recovered as in the laying 
out of ways in said city. * 

Sect. 4. At any time within two years after any brook or 
natural stream in said city is improved in any of the ways 
mentioned in the first section of this act, under an order declar- 
ing the same to be done under the provisions of law authoriz- 
ing the assessment of betterments, if in the opinion of the 
board of aldermen of said city any real estate in said city, 
including that, if any, of which a part is taken therefor, receives 
any benefit or advantage therefrom beyond the general advan- 
tages to all real estate in said city, the board may determine 
the value of said benefit and advantage to such real estate, and 
may assess .upon the same a proportionate share of the expense 
of making such improvement ; but no such assessment shall 
exceed one half of such adjudged benefit and advantage, nor 
shall the same be made until the work of making such improve- 
ment is completed. All laws now or hereafter in force in rela- 
tion to the assessment and collection of betterments in the case

AN ACT TO REQUIRE THE DESCRIPTION AND PLAN OF LANDS

HIGHWAY PURPOSES, TO BE FILED IN THE REGISTRY OF 
DEEDS. 

Be it enacted, etc., as foUenvs: 

Section i. Hereafter in all cases in which lands are pur- 
chased or taken for public sewer, street or highway purposes, 
the city, town or other authority, within sixty days after the 
passage of its order or vote so to purchase or take, shall cause 
the description and plan of the lands purchased or taken to be 
filed in the registry of deeds for the county and district in 
which the lands are situated.

The board of aldermen of the city of Newton 
shall have power to take land from time to time by purchase, 
gift, devise or otherwise for public parks and squares in said 
city, and to take and to hold in trust, or otherwise, any devise, 
grant, gift or betjuest for the puqiose of laying out, improving 
or ornamenting any parks and squares in said city, and may 
provide by ordinances for the government, use, care and super- 
intendence of such parks and squares, either by said board of 
aldermen or, if said board shall so decide, by such persons as 
may be appointed by the mayor and aldermen of said city ; and 
for breaches of such ordinances may affix penalties not exceed-

In case 
said city and the owner of any such land do not agree upon the 
damage occasioned by such taking such damage shall be ascer- 
tained, determined and paid in the same manner as is provided 
for the assessment and payment of damages for the taking of 
land for highways. 

At any time within two years after any land is 
taken or purchased for a park or square under this act the 
board of aldermen of said city, if in its opinion any real estate

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struct and maintain, at its present height the Finlay dam, 
so-called, across Charles river, at Washington street. Newton 
Lower Falls, Newton and Wellesley, at such point on land of 
the Commonwealth at or near its present site as the commission 
may deem best. 

Sect. 2. For all purposes consistent with the powers and 
duties granted to and imposed upon said commission by said 
chapter four hundred and seven, and acts in amendment thereof 
and in addition thereto, the said commission is authorized to 
make agreements with any individual or corporation in regard 
to the repair, reconstruction or maintenance of said dam, and 
may make agreements in regard to, or may lease or grant such 
rights and privileges in, the water power created by the same 
as it may deem best. 

Sect. 3. Any owner of land or rights in land which is or 
may be overflowed or otherwise damaged by the erection or 
maintenance of the said dam may have his damages assessed 
by a jury or otherwise, upon a petition filed in the superior 
court for the county in which the land lies, and such damages so 
assessed shall be in full compensation for all damages hereafter 
to be caused by the maintenance of said dam forever, but no 
petition for such damages shall be brought after the expiration 
of one year from the passage of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Commonwealth may answer and maintain in 
bar to any such petition or in reduction of the damages claimed 
thereunder any rights and interests which it may have acquired 
by purchase or otherwise in said dam or for the maintenance 
thereof, or in the land alleged to be damaged, and any other 
matter which is in reduction of such damages or which may 
show that the petitioner cannot maintain the petition, and shall 
be allowed by way of set-off any benefit caused by such dam to 
the petitioner in respect to his land.

The person, city, town or corporation to whom or to which such 
offer is made, may reject or accept the same, and acceptance 
thereof may be either in full satisfaction of all damages so sus- 
tained, or as a payment pro tanto without prejudice to any right 
to have said damages assessed by a jury or other competent 
tribunal. After notice of such offer, made as aforesaid, or pay- 
ment of the amount thereof, if payment be made, no interest 
shall be recoverable, except upon such amount in damages as 
shall, upon final adjudication, be in excess of the amount of 
said offer: provided, that all taxable costs accruing subse- 
quently to said offer shall be recoverable by the petitioner in all 
cases.

Be it enaeted, etc., as follows : 

Section i. The New England Railroad Company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, is hereby authorized to locate, construct and 
maintain an extension of its railroad from a point near its 
present station in the town of Needham to a point near the West 
Roxbury station on the railroad of the Boston and Providence 
Railroad Corporation in the city of Boston, extending over and 
taking for that purpose any lands heretofore appropriated to 
any other public use, and specifically any lands held by the city 
of Newton or the town of Brookline for the purposes of water 
supply so far as, in the judgment of the board of railroad com- 
missioners, may be necessary and as will not, in the judgment of 
said board, substatially impair the water supply of said city or 
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town, and upon such route and in such manner as the said board 
may, after a public hearing, fix and prescribe. .In fixing the 
route of the railroad under this act the board of railroad com- 
missioners shall treat the matter as a new question, and, within 
ninety days after the date of the passage of this act, fix the 
route where in its judgment, after a full hearing of all parties 
interested, all public and private interests require the route to 
be fixed, and shall prescribe such method of constructing the 
said railroad as will in its judgment in all respects best protect 
all interests involved. 

Sect. 2. When the board of railroad commissioners permits 
said railroad to be opened for public use under the provisions 
of section one hundred and sixty-two of chapter one hundred 
and eleven of the Revised Laws, it shall make such regulations 
as to the operation of said railroad as it may deem reasonable 
to prevent contamination of the water supplies of Newton and 
Brookline, above mentioned, and may from time to time modify 
the requirements of said board in this respect, and said board 
shall confer with the state board of health as to all matter pro- 
vided for in this section before a final decision thereupon. 

Sect. 3. The New England Railroad Company, its succes- 
sors or assigns, shall pay all damages caused by laying out, 
making and maintaining said railroad, or by taking land or 
materials therefor, which damages shall be secured and recov- 
ered in the manner provided by the general law for the recovery 
of damages caused by the laying out, making and maintaining 
of railroads; provided, howei'cr, that the city of Newton, or the 
town of Brookline may, at any time within six years after the 
railroad is completed and open for public use, maintain a peti- 
tion to recover damages caused either to .said cit>' or to said 
town, and that any petition which may be brought by the rail- 
road company locating upon or over land held by said city or 
town for water supply to estimate the damages caused by laying 
out, making and maintaining said railroad shall, at the option 
of said city or town, be continued for trial until the expiration 
of said six years, so that the effect upon the water supply of said 
city or town may fully be ascertained before the trial of such 
petition.

CHAPTER XXX. 

IN ORDINANCE Relating to Throwing of Refuse into 
the Streets. 

Be it ordained hy the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Newton at follotct : 

Section 342. No person shall throw or sweep into, or 
place, or drop and suffer to remain in any street, any piece 
of hoop, hoard, wood, wire, paper, IxiUle, bottles or glass, or 
any nail, tack, sweepings, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, 
shavings, hair, manure, oyster-shell, clam-shell, lobster-shell, 
card, handbill, or rubbish or filth of any kind, or any noxious 
or refuse liiinid or solid matter or sulistance. 

Section 343. Whoever violates any provision of the 
preceding section shall he punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollai-s for each offense, and not only the person 
actually doing the prohibited thing, but al.so his employer 
and every person concerned in so doing shall be punished by 
a like fine.

An ORDINANCE Abolishin({ the Annual Rental for 
Meter Renta in the Water Department. 

Be it onhiined % the Board of Aldermen of the City of Newton 
an followK : 

Section 347. Section two hundred and ninety-eight 
in chajiter twenty-one entitled “Water Department” of the 
Revised Ordinances of nineteen hundred and six is amended 
bj’ striking out in the eighth and ninth lines thereof the 
words “and the water commissioner shall charge an annual 
rental therefor,” so that said section as amended shall read 
as follows : “ The water commissioner shall attach a meter 

to all services suppljdng other fixtures than faucets ; al.so to 
services supplying only faucets where more than three are 
used, 'file water commissioner shall also furnish meters to 
all water takeis who desii'e to use them, regardless of the 
fixtures supplied. 

All meters hereafter set shall be furnished, maintained 
and renew'cd at the cost of the city ; provided nevertheless, 
that any meter injured through the negligence of a water 
taker, or by frost, shall be repaired at his expense.” 

Section 348 .Section three hundred and three in said 
chapter twenty-one entitled “Water Department” of the 
Revised Ordinances of nineteen hundred and six, is hereby 
amended by striking out in the second line thereof the words 
“ and meter rents ” so that said section as amended shall read 
as follows : “All bills for water, including the minimum 

charge for w'ater furnished by meter shall Ije payable to the 
city treasurer in advance, on the liret day of March annually. 
Bills for specific supplies, or for a part of a year and fines 
and penalties, shall be paid before the w'ater is let on. Where 
water is supplied by the meter, the excess over minimum 
rates shall be paj^able semi-annually on the first day of March 
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and of September, for the six months next preceding. All 
bills above mentioned and notices thereof properly numbered 
for identification shall be made in the office of the water 
commissioner. The bills and notices shall be delivered to 
the cit}' collector as soon as raa<le out and the city collector 
shall thereupon send out the notices and retain the bills until 
paid. The water commissioner shall deliver to the city 
auditor a certificate of the aggregate amount of such bills^ 
stating the suras to be credited to the respective accounts of 
of his department.”
